The  staiate,  requires  that  the  Commission  Bhidl  annually 
ti*an8mit  to  the  l^j^islature  a  fulJ  report  of  its  tu?tsj  together 
with  such  facts  in  rogard  U^  the  insane,  and  the  management 

id  conduct  of  the  asyUinis  and  institutions  for  their  care  and 
treatment,  as  it  may  deem  necessary  for  itsiiifonnation,  to  which 
It  shall  add,  in  proper  form  and  detail,  the  measures  which,  in  its 
opinion,  are  htisLt  ;nl:i|»t4'd  to  improve  the  care  anri  treatment  of 

le  insane. 

Pursuant  to  the  above  provision  of  hiw,  the  State  Comuiission 

Lunacy  hereby  pi*esents  its  annual  report  for  the  year  1891,  as 

lUoWH  : 
The  Li'gijsliitiirv  not  having  name<i  :niy    spivtiK^  d:itu  lV*r  tiie 

ibmis&ion  of  this  report,  it  may  pro|)erly  cover  the  ciLlendar  year 
preceding  it  pi^sentation,  although  the  statistical  infortnation 

'bich  it  contains  can  extend  only  to  the  preceding  September 
[thirtieth,  aince  all  reports  of  this  character  are  confined  to  the 
Kmrrent  fiscal  year. 

If  the  reports  were  <l<\sigtnMl  sidely  for  tlie  Legislatun*  s  use 
80me  tilings  which  the  Legislature  is  required  to  take  cogniziuice 
;of  might,  with  propriety,  be  omitted ;  but  the  Commission,  con- 
j^iving  that  the  Legislature  intended  the  report  for  the 
information  of  the  general  public  as  well,  and  more  particularly 
[of  those  who  are  directly  or  especially  interested  in  the  care  and 
treatment  of  the  insane,  and  in  the  management  of  institutions 
fiir  tins  class,  it  has  deemed  it  necessary  to  insert  many  matters 
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with  which,  of  course,  the  Legislature  can  hardly  fail  to  bQ 
familiar. 

In  fact,  a  report  of  this  character  must  be  written  with  reference 
to  all  classes  who  may  take  interest  in  the  subject ;  hence  the 
necessity  of  stating  many  things  with  which  the  Legislature  and 
specialists  in  the  field  of  lunacy  are  familiar,  and  of  duplicating 
and  repeating  figures  and  details  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  do 
not  care  to  examine  the  whole  report  or  to  carefully  study  the 
statistics.  For  the  purpose  of  making  the  report  as  intelligible 
as  possible  in  respect  to  the  many  and  diversified  interests  of 
which  it  must  treat,  it  has  been  deemed  ^^^se  to  subdivide  it  into 
seven  principal  parts,  as  foUows :  Part  1,  State  system ;  pai*t  2, 
exempted  county  system;  part  3,  licensed  private  asylum  system; 
part  4,  system  in  general ;  part  5,  statistics  ;  part  6,  summary  of 
recommendations ;  part  7,  asylum  directoiy.

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REVIEW  OF  STATE  HOSPITALS. 


IITICA  STATK  HOSPITAL. 

This  hospital  was  oj)en©d  for  the  reception  of  patients  in  1843. 
liiji  situated  >vithm  the  city  of  tJtica  and  is  easily  accessible  by 
street  car.  It  has  a  total  of  225  acres  of  land.  The  estimated 
vakic  of  its  nml  estate,  inclusive  of  buildings,  on  October  1,  1891, 
waii  $T5M,oo(>,  or  a  per  cajnta  cost  for  each  patient,  according  to 
the  reported  capacity  of  the  institution,  of  ?  1,0 71. 43.  The  esti- 
mate<i  value  of  its  personal  property  was  §r>5,00i).  The  number 
of  acres  of  land  under  cuUiviition  at  that  time  Wiis  1*20.  The 
capacity  of  the  institution  is  given  at  700,  and  the  daily  avei^ge 
number  under  treatment  for  the  year  ending  September  30, 18m, 
wa*j  78t), 

It  appears  that  a  few  thousiind  dollars  were  contributed  by 
citizens  of  Utica  toward  the  purchase  of  a  site,  but,  in  the  main, 
the  lantls  and  all  of  the  buildings  ^vere  purchased  and  erected  by 
the  State. 

Dr.  G.  Alder  Blumer  ig  the  medical  superintendent,  having 

m  appointed  in  18StK  This  hospital  was  the  first  public  insti- 
ttition  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  insane  established  by  the 
State,  and  for  a  peri^nl  of  twentVH»ight  years  wa^j  the  only  State 
asylum.  It  is  wortby  of  note  here  that  the  fh*st  State  care  act 
paS-sed  provided  for  the  erection  of  tfiis  hospital.  It  is  one  of  the 
oldest  institutions  of  the  kind  in  the  country.  The  charter  of 
this  institution  is  practically  the  charter  of  all  the  State  hospitjila 
in  the  State  to-day,  and  its  methods  of  government  and  nmtiag(>- 
meut  were  sul>stantially  followed  by  idl  in  the  successive  onler  of 
their  esitiiblisbuient,  with  the  exception  of  the  Wiilard  ami  the 
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Binghainton  State  hospitals,  which  were  successively  establish! 

for  one  class,  oainely,  the  **  chronic  "  or  so-called  "  incurable  ^'| 

insane. 

General  Cokdttions. 

Under  this  head,  inquiries  were  mldressed  to  the  several  State 
hospital  superintendents,  substantially  in  form  as  given  below,] 
and  the  infomiation  supplied  by  their  replies  is  added  in  smaller

Till'  new  group  of  uifinnary  buildings  fur  whirh  appropriation 
madf*  Ufider  chapter  91,  Laws  of  1891,  <'ornpmes  a  two  axid  a-bulf  storj 
ci^^ntnd  buiMiiig  for  rt'sideutial  aii«l  administrative  purjioscs,  two  tw< 
titory  itifinnari<?g,  two  onc-»tory  day-r<>om8,  two  one-»itory  dormitories,  %1 
one  and  a-half  slxjiy  congre^at4j  dining-room  with  kitchen,  and  a  i^erleft' 
of  single  rooms  disjn>ged  along  ono  siile  of  tho  corridoi-s  that  conuect 
thoHc  several  buildings  hjto  one  symmetrica]  group,  capable  of  aceom- 
iiiodating  300  patiuuts  with  their  attendants.  These  buildings  extend 
in  a  north westeriy  direction  from  the  nnnn  liuildiu)/,  being  couDected^ 
thereto  by  a  e(>rridor  meaniimng  135  feet. 

The  i^jreatest  width  is  .'ilO  feet  and  the  greatest  dejith   218  feet.     ItJ 
U  eJtpected  that  tlve  buildings  will  be  ready  for  ocoupanuy  in  August^ 
180L>. 

3Iany  improvements  have  been  effected  during  the  year,  thanks  to 
the  a|tpropriation»  obtained  under  ohajiter  295  of  iHOt*,  and  ao^  of  the 
LawK  of  l«ftl.  The  lire-pi-oof  stairways  iu  the  female  depaitmeut, 
mentioned  in  my  laj^t  annual  report  aB  being  in  course  of  erection,  have 
all  been  completed.  The  hospital  is  now  fortunate  in  the  po^sejiaion  of 
nine  staircases  constructed  entirely  of  tire-proof  materials. 

In    4,    5    and    0,  female  department,   domiituries   have   heen   com- 
jileted    in    accordance  \\'ith  plauR,  which  imjrrovement,  together  witl 
the   new   alcoves,    windows,   painting    and   furniMhiug,   has   wnjughtj 
much  need<'d  change  in  the  appearance  and   comfoit  of  these  warda.

Choral,  Tr.  hy«»scyamns,  snlphatf  of  hyoticamine.  hrdroh^H.i.vM 
of  hyosciiie  and  the  brouiidf}*  are  the  drugs  that  have  \k'vu  found  ai 
this  hoitpital  to  1?e  the  mo«t  useful  in  tliis  condition,  but  here  as  in 
Tnelai\i'holia  the  tonie  and  nutrient  treatment  are  usually  Lndicateil 
Quieting  and  sUn^p-produdiignieiiicines  shouhl  alwayis  be  cauiiontily  and 
epanngly  presjcribed.  The  number  of  patientw  in  this  bonpital  that  take 
sleeping  draughts  is  alwayti  small,  seldom  more  than  five  or  six  and 
often  not  morv  than  two  or  three.

simple  insomnia.  Fresh  eas4.*8  of  hieniatoma  auris  are  treated  mod- 
erately suece88fully  by  blistering  or  the  ajjpliention  of  tr.  ioillne. 
Without  doubt  the  best  treatment  for  e]nleptii'«  consists  in  a  judit?iou* 
^yjfcdminifitration  of  the  bromide**.  Many  ejtileptiof*  are  subjeet  to  indn 
H^HtioUf  dyspepsia  and  eonstipation.  It  is,  therefoix%  of  great  import 
I  anoe  that  their  diet  be  carefully  regulated  and  that  when  necesaar/t 
f  laxatives  and  cathartics  be  administered.

Btimtdants.  Keep  the  bowels  regulated  and  keep  them  in  as  equable  a 
temperament  iis  possible.  In  alcoholic  castas  chloral  and  brotnides  are 
often  of  great  service  in  procuring  sleep,  and  in  the  substMpiunt  tuniu 
treatment  strychnine  deserves  a  very  high  position.  Some  ciisea  ofl 
insanity  reipiiiv  but  very  little  personal  attention,  others  require  a  great 
deal;  in  fact  "individualized  treatment*'  is  at  times  absolutely  necew- 
sary.  Good  and  intelligent  nursing  should  funn  a  great  part  of  tifl 
treatment  of  insanity,  and  in  order  to  obtaiu  this,  nui'ses,  male  ana 
female,  tliat  have  had  expi-rience  in  general  ho8j*itals,  or  men  and 
women  of  nujre  than  the  average  intelligene^e  of  those  wlm  usually 
apply  for  positions  in  institutions  for  the  care  of  the  insane,  should  be 
employed.

MDDLETOWN  STATE  HOM(EOPATHIC  HOSPITAX. 

This  hospital  was  opened  for  the  reception  of  patients  in  1874 — 
being  the  fourth  erected  in  point  of  time.  It  is  situated  at  the 
outer  lunits  of  the  city  of  Middletown,  and  is  accessible  by  private 
conveyance.  It  has  a  total  of  281  axjres.  The  estimated  value  of  ita 
real  estate,  inclusive  of  buildings  on  the  1st  of  October,  1891,  wms 
$*J27,500,  or  for  each  patient  a^ccording  to  the  reported  capacity 
of  the  institution  a  per  capita  of  $1,373.33.  The  estimated  value 
of  its  personal  property  was  $79,000.  The  number  of  acres  of 
farm  land  under  cultivation  at  that  time  was  210.

Five  building  were  erected  or  completed  during  tbe  year»  namely: 

Two  cottages  for  convalcBCcnt  paticntti,  one  huspital  annex,  one 
memorial  library  hall,  oi\e  laundry  building  f|uadruplcd  in  size  and 
famisbed  with  new  raarhinery. 

A  new  dormitory  lias  been  cunHtrueted  in  tbe  fourih  waid  of  tb<; 
main  building  by  lowering  tbe  floor  and  ceiling  of  a  room  originally 
intended  for  chapel  services.  Important  repairs  were  made  in  ths 
piggeries  and  green-houees  ;  and  a  new  trewtle,  100  feet  long,  was  eon* 
Btnicted  for  tbe  purpose  of  increasing  our  facilities  for  receiving  and 
storing  coal.  Two  new  boilers  have  been  plaoed  in  the  boiler-house, 
and  a  new  iron  smokestack  bas  been  erected.  Repairs  have  been 
made  tbrougbout  the  boiler-house  and  the  steam-heating  plant  of  the 
establiabment.  A  new  sewer  pipe  has  been  laid  from  tbe  cesa-poolg 
of  the  mstitution  to  connect  with  tbe  city  sewerage  apparatus.  Two 
buildings  are  now  in  process  of  construction^ — one  for  male  patients,  and 
one  for  female  patients,  and  theee,  when  completed,  will  accommodate 
about  225  patients. 

The  plan  of  affording  protracted  rest  to  the  insane  who  come  Xjq  us  in 
exhausted  physical  condition  is  still  continued.  Those  requiring  constant 
care  are  kept  in  tbe  hospitals  or  large  dormitories,  where  they  may  be 
watched  and  nursed  constantly  night  and  day.  The  general  results  of 
the  treatment  may  be  observed  by  consultiug  the  table  at  tbe  bead  of 
this  section.

It  is  difficult  to  estimate  the  vahie  of  patients'  labor  as  it  frequently 
cost  as  much  to  get  the  patient  to  do  the  work  as  it  would  to  hire  a 
regular  employe  to  do  it;  but  where  it  seems  to  benefit  the  patient 
we  desire  to  affortl  the  occupation.

Cark  and  Treatment. 
State  briefly  your  views  on  the  care  an(i  treatment  of  insane, 
with  special  reference  to  these  points. 

1.  General  Charactek  of  Meiucal  Treatmjent. 
Tlie  general  rharaeterof  the  medical  treatment  of  patients  does 
differ  egt^entially  fruni  tlisit  employed  in  a  genera!  hospital,  ai»  nearly  al 
patients  received  show  decline  in  health  and  deterioration  in  jihysical 
condition.  It  is  never  forgotten  that  the  institution  ia  a  hospital  for 
the  care  and  rure  of  the  nick  and  not,  a  mere  receptacle  for  houciiijg 
people.  From  this  follows  tlie  imlividualized  treatment  of  the  patient 
and  the  adaf>lation  of  the  medical  ti*e^tment  to  each  case,  as  examina- 
tion and  constant  atteuti<m  show  to  be  necessary. 

3.  Medicines,  how  prescribed,  dispenseil,  and  how  and  by^  whom 
administered,  \\'hether  by  '* single  dose"  system  or  otherwise. 

All  medicines  are  prescribed  by  the  physician  and  the  preacriptions 
are  recorded  in  the  apothecary  shop  in  books  pi-ejjared  for  the  |»ur- 
pofte.  They  are  di«f)ensed  by  the  apothecary,  who  is  a  competent 
dniggist  and  a  graduate  in  pharmacy.  They  are  dispensed  in  singlv 
doses,  In  small  glass  tumblers,  in  each  instance  labeled  witli  the 
patient^s  name.

In 
the  main  builciing  all  are  small  ward  dining-rooms  at  present.  These 
will  be  discontinued  in  a  few  months,  or  as  soon  as  associate  dining- 
rooms  are  completed.  Dining-rooms  are  in  charge  of  special 
attendants. 

At  groups  No.  1  and  3  (men)  and  infinnary  for  men,  women  are  in 
charge  of  the  dining-rooms;  women  will  also  be  in  charge  of  the  new 
dining-rooms  in  the  main  building.  Wlien  this  takes  place  there  will 
be  no  men  doing  dining  work  in  any  part  of  the  institution. 

Attendants,  as  a  rule,  dine  with  patients,  except  at  the  branch  where 
some  dine  before  in  order  to  wait  uj)on  the  patients.  The  dining- 
room  servic^e  iu  the  main  building  is  frecpiently  observed  by  a  physician, 
at  noon,  night  and  occasionally  in  the  morning.  This  practice  is  being 
exten<kMl  wherever  practicable.  At  the  outside  departments  the  physi- 
cians observe  the  service  at  one  or  more  meals  every  day. 

Visitation  of  Patikxts. 

Have  you  s])ocial  days  or  hours  wlien  visiting  is  allowed.  If  so 
state  them  and  whether  the  ])atients'  friends  are  allowed  to  visit 
them  on  the  wards  or  elsewhere.

Occasionally 
they  see  ])aticiit;^  in  the  wards,  but  as  a  rule  in  reception  rooms  adjoin- 
ing wards;  or  walk  or  sit  in  grounds  ni  warm  weather.  General  visitors 
are  not  permitted  to  visit  j)romiscuously.  Although  in  my  opinion, 
to<>  TMuch  liberty  is  allowed  in  this  directi(ni  in  all  instituticms  (»f  this 
chara<'tcr.

This  hospital  was  o|K?ned  fctr  the  reception  of  patients  in  1H81^ 
being  the  sixth  establishe<l.  It  is  situiate<l  witliiii  the  city  of 
Biughainton,  and  is  accessible  by  street  car  anrl  private  convey- 
ance. It  has  a  t«>tal  of  L05T  acres.  The  estimated  value  of  its 
real  estate  inclusive  of  buildings  on  the  1st  of  October,  ISIU,  was 
$075,000,  or  for  each  patient,  according  to  the  reported  capacity 
of  the  institution,  a  per  capitM  of  $<i42.S5,  The  value  of  its  |>er- 
sonal  prnpert}'  was  $s4,:^75.st».  The  number  of  acres  of  farm 
land  under  cidtivation  at  that  time  was  757,  The  capacity  of  the 
institution  is  given  at  1,050,  and  the  daily  average  number  under 
treatment  for  the  year  ending  September  3(),  lst»l,  was  1,1 3rt. 

The  a^lministration  building  and  the  grounds  appurtenant 
thereto  were  formerly  what  was  known  as  the  New  York  Stat© 
Inebriate  Asylum,  which  was  turned  over  to  the  Bingham  ton 
Suite  Hdspital  upon  its  assumption  by  the  State,  and,  therefore, 
to  some  extent  the  institution  w^as  beneficiary  of  the  private  funds 
which  were  contributed  to  the  establishment  of  the  old  inebi 
asylum. 

Dr.  T.  S.   Armstnmg  is  the   medical  superintendent,  hai 
been  appointed  to  that  office  in  July,  1880. 

This  institution  was  unfortunately  estfiblished  on  the  same  line^ 
as  the  Willard  State  Hospital^  namely,  for  the  exclusive  care  of 
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the  sKK^alled  **  chronic"  or  *MECurabIe"  insane,  and  so  continued 
until  the  passage  in  l8Uti  of  the  third  State  cai-e  act,  which  placed 
it  on  a  similar  and  equal  footing  wltli  the  other  8tate  hospitals 
of  the  State  f»>r  the  care  and   curative  treatment  of  the  insane 

generally.

General    Charactek  of  Medical  Treatmbnt. 

Our   opinion   is,  that  iu  the  treatment  of  the  iunane,  more  de]>cnda

The  classes  of  remedies  used  are  largely  of  atonic  and  alterative 
eharacter.  Hypnotics  and  anodynes  are  used  to  some  extent  but  not 
so  larfirely  as  many  people  suppose  Medicines  are  prescribed  by  the 
phyBiciaus  in  attendance  on  the  wards.  Records  of  prcHcri prions  are 
kept.  Most  remedies  are  dispensed  by  two  druggists  on  the  "  single 
dose"  system,

Extra  diet  for  sick  and  fet^ble  is  ordered  in  the  main  kitchen  by  the 
physician  in  charge  of  the  ward  and  we  are  very  particular  to  see  that 
it  reaches  the  patient  in  a  palatable  form.  Broths,  soups  of  varioua 
kinds,  farina,  com  starcli,  ^gg^,  toast,  in  fact  every  thing  we  think  our 
sick  need  or  would  reliJiih,  we  intend  to  ^irovidc  for  them.

intends it.  We  have  some  cases  thai  have  been  fed  arlilicially  with  a  tube 
for  years.

ST.  LAWRENCE  STATE  HOSPITAL. 

Tliis  hospital  was  partly  built  and  opened  for  tin*  nH'r^[ition  of 
patients  in  1890,  being  the  seventh  established  in  \uni\l  of  time. 
It  is  hiituatefl  about  three  miles  frotu  the  city  of  Ogdensburg,  and 
U  accessible  by  public  stage.  It  has  a  total  of  fh'it)  acres  of  land. 
Tbe  e»tiniate4l  nilue  of  its  real  estate,  inclusive  of  buihliugs,  on 
the  l»t  of  October,  1.S91,  was  |1,400/>(X».  The  capacity  of  the 
hospitjil  when  conipleted  in  acconlance  with  the  original  plans  an 
required  by  the  Legislature  will  be  l»50O,  at  a  per  capita  co*it 
e«timate<l  by  the  architect  not  to  oxcee<l  1^1,150  '['he 
value  of  its  pei^sonal  property  was  $59,807.50.  The  number 
of  acres  of  farm  land  under  cultivntion  at  that  time  \va» 
M>0.  The  present  capacity  of  the  institution  is  given  at  400, 
although  acconimiMiations  are  ready  at  the  present  time  to  bring 
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the  capacity  u]>  to  6<>0  ujion  th*3  purchase  of  tlie  necessary  fur- 
nitui*e.  The  daily  average  iiiiml>er  under  treatment  during  the 
year  en<ling  September  fiO,  1891,  was  22T. 

This  hospital  is  dej^igiicd  to  represent  in  its  structural  arrange- 
nients  the  most  advanced  iileas  of  tlie  ^iresent  day  in  [luhlic  iios- 
pitaJ  construction,  and  when  completed  will  conskt  of  a  central 
hfJSpitiU  and  administration  building,  tngether  with  a  series  of 
detached  cottages  or  groups  of  buildings  sutficiently  vane<l  in 
style  of  architecture  and  interior  ari-angetnent  to  fully  meet  the 
requireraents  of  classification  of  its  inmates.  In  designing  the 
building  the  architect,  Mr.  L  G.  Perry,  has  admirably  succeeded 
in  giving  to  them  a  tiLsteful  and  digniticii  solidity  combined  with 
durability,  ccmvenience,  as  well  as  c(>m[>Hance  with  modern  sani- 
tary  requirements  in  the  matter  of  heating,  ventilatiiju,  plumb- 
ing, etc. 

Tbe  site  foi'  this  hospital  was  wholly  purcha>sed  by   the  State. 

Dr.    Peter  M.    Wise  is  the  medical  superintendent ;   he    was

From 
thut  dale  and  up  to  (Jcloher  1,  1  Hill,  the  elowe  of  the  huspiLal  year, 
there  were  22b  women  and  'i4l  men,  t^^  a"  total  of  4titl  patieiitB  itn^eived. 
Of  thiH  nyiiiber  fifLy-om-  wt-re  di^dj;irt;:ed  —  twf  nty-uine  as  ret-cfvered, 
ten  .18  inqu'iiviMl,  «eveii  us  aninnproved,  five  an  not  insane;  and  twenty- 
eight  died,  leaving  387  patientN  nuuaining  ujton  JSepteniber  30,  IHSJl. 
The  daily  average  between  JlefCinber  9,  18Hfl,  and  October  I,  1891, 
was  227 

Of  the  466  patientfi  received  during  the  year,  269  were  transferred 
from  ahurt-hanset*  or  eounty  a,'<yhnri8.  The  remainder  were  eomniitleil 
under  new  eertiticates  of  iriHanity,  In  1*28  nf  the  adniissionf*,  the 
alleged  duration  of  the  insanity  wan  lunk-r  one  year.  Twenty-seven 
of  the  twenty- nine  recoveries  reported  were  from  thin  number* 
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Cake  and  Treatment.

I.  Gexebai.  Character  of  Medical  Treatment. 
Meiiifal  treatriiojit  is  furnishet]  patients  by  the  atteodirig  pliymlcians 
nn  the  ward,  who  look  after  their  rt'^piirtiiiiLfiits.     The  visit**  are  made 
regularly  twice   daily,  moniiugs   and  afteruoons,   but  in  caHes  of  sick 
requiring  more  frequent  viHitatioiis,  they  are  given  a^  required. 

2.  Medicines,  hou  prescribtHi,  disjiensed  and  linw  anil  hy  whom 
adininistereil,  whethtr  by  "single  dose"  syst<^m  or  otherwise  'i 

Medinines  are  prest-rib^^d  by  recoiling  in  tlie  presoriptitm  book  or 
by  prt^srriptiou  slips  wbJcfj  are  numbered  to  CMHTeypond  to  the  imiri- 
ber  ptaoed  upon  tlie  fxtttle.  All  medicines*  are  dispenned  by  tlie  eingle 
dose  sy stern. 

3.  What  class  of  - mmlicines,  if  any,  are  kept  on  the  wards  and 
in  whose  custody  kept  ?  State  if  jroisonous  drugs  of  any  kind  are 
kept  on  the  wards  and  what  precautions  are  taken  in  the  use  of 
the  same. 

No  nie«licineft  are  keftt  fin  tlie  ward  exrtqit  in  the  case  of  some 
•ii>*infeetantH,  and  tln'v  are  kejtt  mider  lock  and  key  in  charge  of  the 
head  attendant. 

4.  Extra  diet  for  sick  and  feeble,  stating  variety  provided,  by 
whom  oi'der'ed  a  nil  the  nietlioil  of  insuring  its  reaching  those  for 
whom  it  was  onlere*!. 

Extra  diet  is  prewtTibed  by  the  phyHiciau  by  a  written  order  to  the 
several  cooks  in  charge  of  the  kitchens,  and  a  report  is  weekly  ren- 
dered  elating  extra  diet  that  haw  been  tHSued,  and  such  rejjort  must  be 
signed  h\  tlie  eook  and  cmniterrtigTied  by  the  steward.  It  is  alfto  euli- 
ject  to  examination  by  the  attendant  and  any  lapse  can  be  recognized, 
Tlie  folhiwiiig  ivH  a  Iimi  (»f  extra  diet  to  wbieli  are  adderl  such  aitieles  aa 
may  be  deemed  necessary  by  the  physician.  The  physicians  are  not 
limited  in  the  matter  of  extra  diet  : 

Milk,  eggs,  toast,  porridge,  ninsh,  oyBters,  beef,  chicken,  nnittoTj,  corn 
starch,  tapim^a,  arrowroot,  farina,  rice,  cracked  wheat,  cust-ard,  apples, 
jelly  and  canned  fruitH, 

5.  Artificial  ftHMling  or  furced  alimentation;  state  the  rule,  of 
practice  as  to  (ti)  methods  of  feeding;  (/>)  on  whose  order  aud  by

Forced  alimentation  is  practiced: 

{a)  By  the  nasal  feeding  tube  aad  the  ordmary  cesophageal  tube,  the 
food  being  propelled  by  an  ordinary  eyringe  or  pumped,  or  by 
gravitation. 

(b)  It  is  done  upon  the  order  of  the  superintendent   and    by   the 
ligtant  medical  nffioer. 

(c)  The  length  of  time  permitted  to  elapse  after  the  patient  refusen 
to  eat  before  fee^ling  is  resorted  to  depends  entirely  upon  the  vitality 
of  the  patient,  and  the  necessity  for  nourish  merit.  UHuallr  forcible 
ft^ediMg  is  practiced  upon  the  third  or  fourtli  Any  after  thi»  refiual  of 
food, 

(d)  In  cndinary  cases  the  feeding  |tro€.e8»  is  repeated  twice  during 
th««  day,  but  in  extreme  cases  it  is  rei)ivated  at  intervals  of  bIx  hours,  t*r 
as  often  aa  required. 

(r)  Foods  are  suleeted  that  can  be  adminiatcred  in  a  liquid  fonii»  and 
tboBe  tliat  have  the  phyftiologioal  elements  that  weem  to  he  ro<pxirt!d  by 
the  patient,  milk  being  the  basiB,  nnleHB  contra-indieated.

the  clergymen,  as  their  services  are  rendered  gratuitously  as  well  as  the 
services  of  their  respective  choirs  furnishing  the  music.  This  servioe 
is  rendered  alternately  by  the  Roman  Catholic,  Episcopalian,  Presby- 
terian, Congregational,  Methodist  and  Baptist  clergymen  of  Ogdeusburg^ 
In  addition,  the  Roman  Catholic  clergymen  deliver  the  sacrament  to 
such  Roman  Catholic  patients  as  are  unable  to  attend  the  services  in  the 
city,  at  occasional  intervals.  The  approximate  number  of  Roman 
Catholic  patients  in  this  hospital  is  one-third  the  population. 

(h)  There  is  no  rule  for  the  provision  of  spiritual  needs  to  the  sick 
and  dying,  but  the  clergymen  of  the  several  denominations  to  which  a 
patient  may  belong  are  notified  in  extreme  cases  and  have  never 
declined  to  attend. 

(?)  We  have  no  green-houses  or  ])ropagating-houses  at  this  hospital, 
although  one  is  very  much  needed. 

{j)  Pictures  are  being  supplied  to  the  wards  as  fast  as  they  cai^be 
olitained.  There  is  no  distinction  made  between  disturbed  and  other 
wards. 

(k)  We  have  a  small  patients'  librar}'  comprising  several  donations 
of  books  from  philanthrophic  persons  to  the  number  of  sixty.  About 
one-fourth  of  the  patients  indulge  in  reading  books.  There  is  no  fund 
for  the  maintenance  of  a  library.

Filthy  patients  are 
bathed  ni^ht  and  day  as  re<|uired.  llie  supervision  of  bathing  is  oue 
of  the  duties  of  the  supervisors.  An  inviolable  rule  is  that  no  water 
shall  be  use<l  for  the  bathing  of  more  than  one  patient,  and  that  no 
patient  shall  1h^  j>ermitted  to  enter  the  hath  ui>til  the  attendant  has 
thrust  his  arm  into  the  water  and  finds  it  would  be  comfortable  for 
his  own  bath.  No  jiatieuts  are  permitted  to  bathe  without  the  pres- 
ence of  an  attendant.  Towels  are  invariably  used  for  drying  patients 
in  hathiuijr.  We  have  no  spray  bath  in  operation  uj)on  the  wards,  and 
I  should  fear  that  the  use  of  one  would  ])ermit  theop]>ortunity  of  abuse 
on  thi'  part  of  attendants,  as  subduing  ])atLents  by  cold  spray  baths 
could  not  very  well  be  jiroved  against  them.  I  should  not  consider  the 
use  of  a  spray  desiral>le  except  in  a  general  hathin<^-!iouse  under  the 
direction  of  an  in<le]iendcnt  and  responsible  man.  There  are  occasion- 
ally cases,  })aiiicularly  with  convalescent  i)atients,  in  which  it  would  be 
desirahlc  to  permit  them  to  bathe  unattended.

ROCHESTER  STATE  HOSPITAL, 

Nominally,  and  in  intendment  of  law,  this  hospital  was  open 
for  tlie  veeejttion  of  patients  on  Jidy  1,  1S!)1,  Imng  the  oi 
established  in  point  of  time,  but  previous  to  that  time  it  had  i  „ 
known  as  the  Monroe  County  Insane  Asylum.  It  is  situated  in 
the  city  of  Rochester  and  is  accessible  by  public  conveyance. 
It  has  a  total  of  thirty-five  acres  of  land.  The  estimated  value 
of  its  real  estate,  inclusive  of  buildingtj,  on  the  Ist  of  October, 
181*1,  TViis  $1(Kp,000— although  the  cost  to  the  State  of  the  entire 
property  was  only  $50,()(H> — ^or  for  each  patient,  according  to 
the  reporteil  capacity  of  the  institution,  a  per  capita  of  $;J53,33. 
The  estimated  value  of  its  personal  property  was  $15,541.64- 
The  number  of  acres  of  farm  land  under  cultivation  at  that  time 
was  twenty-five.  The  capacity  of  the  institution  is  given  at  300- 
The  daily  average  number  under  trc^atnient  during  the  year  end- 
ing September  30,  1891,  was  352. 

Strictly  speaking,  the  State  in  the  acquisition  of  this  pro]>ertj 
was  the  benelrciary  of  over  S'>(i,()On,  a^  the  terms  of  sale  were 
largely  below  the  estimated  value  of  the  |>roperty. 

Dr.  Eugene  H.  Howard  has  been  the  medical  superintendent 
from  the  time  of  the  opening  of  the  hospital  as  a  State  instita- 
ticm,  having  had  eliarge  of  it  for  several  years  ]w'ior  to  its  transfer 
to  the  State. 

This  hospital     was    organized     under  the    State    Care    A 
which   providc^l     that  the   exempted    counties  of   Ncav   Yo 
Kings  and  Monroe  might  come  into  the  State  system  upon  cei 
tain  conditions,  which  were  complied    with    by   the  county 
Monroe,  the  buildings  and  grounds  being  ])urchased  by  the  State.

The  re]>ort  of  the  medical  superintendent,  appended  heremth, 
sliows  the  o[>erati«>ns  and  needs  of  the  vanous  departments  0t 
the  hospital  and  is  res|}ectfully  conimemled  to  your  notice. 

This  plant  was  sold  to  the  State  for  the  sum  of  $50,000  by  the 
county  of  Monme. 

A  detailed  inventory  of  all  this  pm[)erty  is  on  tile  in  the  Con 
troller's  office.     The  land  is  excellent  and  finely  located  and 
valued  at  g21»00(>.     The  personal  property  had  been  in  use  for 
some  time  and  was  inventoried  at  about  §15,500. 

The  buildings  are  worth  much  more  than  the  remainder  of  the 
purchase  price  of  them,  but  their  inadequacy  to  accommodate 
355  patients  is  readily  seen  from  the  fact  that  buildings  suitable 
for  patients,  without  officers'  quai'ters,  can  not  be  constructed 
for  less  thaii  ^^tin^  a  patient. 

These  buildings  had  l>een  cheaply  cr»nstructe<K  a  portion  at  a 
time,  by  the  board  of  supervisors,  at  us  low  a  cost  as  possible^ 
with  the  custom  of  transferring  the  most  disturbed  class  of 
patients  to  State  institutions.  They  are  of  coml)ustil)le 
material  and  in  nee<l  of  thorough  renovation.  Since  successful 
agitation  of  the  plan  of  State  care  for  the  insane  made  it  evident 
that  the  county  would  be  oblige<l  to  surrender  the  institution  to 
the  State,  no  ailditions  have  been  made  to  the  buildings,  and  dar- 
ing the  past  four  years  the  medical  officers  have  been  recpdred  to 
care  for  the  steadily  increasing  population  without  any  increase 
in  capacity.  The  wards  were  found  to  be  crowded  in  sucJi  a 
manner  that  in  many  instances  three  patients  occupied  a  room 
designed  for  only  one  patient  and  other  patients  were  sleeping  on 
cots  in  the  halls.  There  were  only  three  wanis  for  the  cl; 
cation  i>f  male  patients  and  one  of  these  had  to  be  utilize* i  ivrt 
chapel  services  and  entertainments  during  a  portion  of  each  week- 

The  arrangement  *)f  the  buildings  is  such  that  one  of  theei© 
wanls  for  male  patients  is  in  the  same  building  occupied  by 
female  patients,  and  the  other  male  wanis  are  situated  so  near 
that  prc»per  separation  of  the  sexes  is  impossible. 

The  entire  premises  were  occu]>ied,  so  that  thei'e  was  fr*?md 
to  be  insufficient  space  for  the  employment  of  patients  and  for 
the  stomge  of  maintenance  supplies. 
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of  thu  utiendants  bad  been  removed  from  buildiugs  iuto 
if.ji^/'*  rooted  by  the  institation. 

vewage  K3'stem  was  fcmtid  to  be  unsatisfactory  and  in  need 
of  tiioma^^h  renovation. 

T'-  -  - *•   n  with  these  defects^  it  was  gratifying  to  find  the 

bui  i  {ur  an  excellent  system  of  electric  lighting'-  and 

nec^ttsiiiry  power  obtainable. 
T'  1  ral    wards  and   <U*|»artnients  were    well  kept  *md  in 

li  jrder.     The  patients  were  clean  and  tidy.     A  large 

irtion  were  occupied  at  useful  employment.  The  discipline 
of  the  emphives  was  exeoUent  and  the  successful  working  of 
every  department  of  the  hospital  emphasized  the  wisdom  of  the 
law  which  retained  the  medical  officers  who  were  able  to  secure 
so  great  a  degree  of  success  with  such  inerticient  appliances  and 
aec    -■      'ntions. 

l  -  rience  of  the  past  three  montlis  has  assui-ed  us  of  the 

itne^s  of  the  medical  su|>enntendent  for  his  responsible  duties 
and  bais  given  proof  of  the  ability  and  faithfulness  of  his  sub- 
.ordinate  ufficei% 

The  examination  of  the  buildings  evidenced  the  fact  that  there 
is  no  ajdministrativ'G  department  where  the  business  of  the  hospital 
ican  be  satisfactorily  conducted.  The  quarters  now  occupied  by 
;he  officers  iiave  l)t*en  taki*u  from  one  of  tlie  wards.  They  are 
ieede<l  for  the  aocommtxlation  of  ]>atientsand  are  wholly  untitled 
for  liioir  present  use.  An  ap|»ro[»riation  of  $n(\(H»0  will  be 
recjuired  for  the  erection  of  an  administrative  building. 

The  ca|iacity  of  the  buildings  is  entirely  inadequate  for  the 

'ork  attempted.     Their  arrangement  is  very  imperfect.     Proper 

utication  is  nuw  impossible.     Important  means  of  treatment 

hami>ered  through  lack  of  accommo<lations.     It  is  extremely 

iportant  that  thei*e  l»e  erected  accoro mediations  for2oi»  patients. 

n  apf)ropriation  of  j?1]O,0ih)  is  earnestly  urged  fi)r  this  jiurpose. 

The  h>calion  of  the  steam-heating  boilers  under  the  apartments 

[occupied  by  patients,  and  scattei^ed  in  ditferent  pai'ts  of  the  base- 

lenta,  ia  such  a  hazardous  and  exiHmsive  arrangement  that  we 

that  they  be  placeil  in  a  separate  boiler-house,  to  be  erected 

for  the  purpose.     This  will  require  an  appropriation  uf  J^^JOO. 

There  are  no  fire-escapes  that  tlie  ]>atients  can  use  in  case  of 
ffire.     This  fault  of  construction  should  be  immediately  corrected 
20 
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by  tlie  enaction  of  suitable  outside  fire-escapes  cnunected  with  eacl 
ward.     It  is  estimated  that  ;fe2,48U  will  be  needed  for  this  pur}K>se. 

The  water-closets  and  lavatories  of  the  main  building  are  old 
and  defective*  Tbey  have  l>een  condemned  by  the  State  Come- 
mission  in  Lunacy  as  unfit  for  use.  Their  condition  is  a  constant 
meniice  to  bejiltii,  imd  their  contiguity  to  the  r<>«jms  occupied  by 
patients  is  unjustifiable.  We  heartily  concur  in  asking  for  an 
appropriation  of  ^I7.r>uu  fur  tlie  purpose  4»f  erecting  semi- 
detached extensions  and  furnishing  them  with  suitable  appliances. 

It  is  evident  that  the  extra  expentJitui^s  needed  for  the  manage- 
ment of  a  small  hospital  withrmt  a  farm  will  result  in  a  deli- 
ciency  in  maintenance  during  the  coming  year.  An  appTH>priation 
of  if  10,tHM>  shoul<l  he  made  to  increase  the  nuiintenance  fund. 

All  of  these  needs  are  referred  to  in  the  supemtendent*s  report 
and  we  feel  it  ctur  duty  to  urge  the  necessity  of  the  im]>rovements 
there  suggested.

On  July  1,  1891,  there  were  355  patients  in  legal  custody  at 
this  institution.  The  capacity  of  the  buildings  is  only  300  and 
the  crowded  condition  of  the  wards,  in  attempting  to  provide  for 
an  average  daily  population  of  356,  can  only  be  justified  as  a 
temporary  condition,  made  necessary  by  the  exigencies  of  the 
establishment  of  the  hospital. 

The  number  of  admissions  for  the  coming  year,  estimated  from 
the  past  requirements  of  this  district,  will  not  be  less  than  125 
and  it  is  evident  that  additional  accommodations  must  be  pro- 
vided. The  wards  and  equipment  of  this  hospital  are  not  suffi- 
cient for  the  proper  classification  of  the  patients  or  suitable  for 
the  care  and  treatment  of  the  insane  and  I  would  suggest  that 
an  appropriation  of  $110,000  be  asked  for  to  provide  an  additional 
building  for  200  patients. 


*^ '4s  necessary  '••  .t-uduc-t  the  alfains  of  the 
irig  (»f  the  records  in  uccordance  with  law, 
demand  that  an  adrainigtrative  building  be  erecte<l  fur  the  pur]>o8e. 
The  lack  of  such  a  department  for  business  ottices  sviU  soon  result 
in  seh<mA  daraage  to  the  affairs  of  the  hosj>itaL  I  would  suggest 
tluit  an  appropriation  of  |3<',0*''>  be  askeil  for  to  provide  an 
admiaistrative  building  and  that  it  he  hx^ated  at  the  south  of 
the  present  buildings  Avbich  are  occupied  by  female  ]jatient8. 
The  department  to  be  placed  beyond  this  central  building  can 
be  astMl  for  male  patients  and  the  needful  separation  of  the  sexes 
^•ill  be  thereby  accomj»lished. 

The  .ste-am-heating  boilei's  are  now  jdaced  directly  under  the 
[departments  occupied  by  jmtients,  thereby  entiangering  their 
[lives  and  the  buildings  they  occupy.  Their  health  and  comfort 
are  alno  impaired  by  the  noxious  gases  constantly  arising  from 
the  burning  of  coal.  The  location  of  these  boilers  has  been  con- 
demned by  the  State  Commission  in  Lunacy,  An  appropriation 
of  |»fM*>i^  will  be  required  to  ei*ect  a  suitable  boiler-house  an<i  to 
properly  place  the  boilers. 

The  entire  absence  of  tire-escajves,  that  can  be  used  by  the 
pfttient8  as  a  means  of  egress,  refjuires  an  appropriation  of  $2,480 
for  the  erection  of  fire-esca[)es. 

The  water-closets  and  lavatories  are  in  a  condition  of  advance<l 
decas'  and  the  steam-heating  a]>]>Iiances  are  defective.  The 
occurrence  of  serious  sickness,  traceable  to  tliese  ciiuses,  demands 
liiat  inoderh  sanitary  apjiliances  be  placed  in  semi-<letached 
extenwons  to  the  several  wards  and  that  the  defects  in  the 
iteain  heating  be  corrected.  An  a|ipro{jriation  of'!^lT,"*<H»  will 
be  needed  for  this  purpose. 

The  other  State  hospitals  are  greatly  benetited  by  the  posses- 
sion of  farm  lands,  while  this  hospital  has  only  a  garden  of 
Iwenty-five  acres.  The  lo.ss  of  out-<loor  emj)loyment  for  the 
male  patients  resulting  therefrom  is  to  be  regretted,  and  the 
lack  of  farm  products,  in  oi^n junction  with  the  restricted 
nnml>er  of  patients  at  this  hospital,  will  necessarily  result 
in  a  deficiency  in  maintenance  during  tlie  coming  year. 
Impropriation  of  JilO,000  will  be  neetled  to  supply  this 
d^iciency. 
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In  undertaking  the   extraordinary   difficulties  attending  the 
organization  and  establishment  of  a  State  hospital,  I  desire  to 
express  profound  appreciation  of  the  vahialde  assistance  rendered 
by  the  meinbei's  of  your  Board  and  Ijy  other  State  officials.

An  Act  for  the  conversion  of  Monroe  county  insane  as3^1um 
into  a  state  hospital,  as  provided  in  section  fourteen,  chapter 
one  hundred  and  twenty-six,  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety. 

Approved  by  the  GJovemor^  May  (J,  189L      Pass^i,  three- fifths  being  preeent, 

TAe  People  of  the  State  of  New   Yoi'k^  represented  in  Senate  anil 
Assemhlt/^  do  emtct  an  follows: 

Section  L  The  ioatitution  heretofare  eslabliahed  and  now  known 
tho  Mourc>e  cotmiy  insane  asyhim  is  hereby  transferred  and  intrusted^ 
to  the  care  and  management  of  the  Rooliester  state  hospital,  which 
hereby  eatablisbed, 

g  2.  Conveyance  hy  deed  of  said  instilntion  may  be  made  in  behall' 
of  the  count}'  of  IVionroe  to  the  state  of  Xew  York  by  its  hoard  of 
supervdsorH  of  said  property,  iiiclnding  lauds,  buildings,  appurtenances, 
equipments  and  furniture  therein  belongiutf  to  the  county  of  Monroe 
at  the  ftuui  of  fifty  tbousaod  dollars.  The  comptroller  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  accept  titles  on  behalf  of  the  state  in 
acconiance  with  the  report  of  the  board  created  by  section  one»  chapter! 
one  hundred  and  twenty-six,  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  aii( 
ninety,  as  trunsniitted  Uy  the  legislature  by  the  governor.  For  the  pur*! 
pose  of  purchasing  said  buildings  and  lands  for  such  Rochester  Btate> 
hospital,  as  recommended  in  said  repoit,  the  sum  of  fifty  tiiousand^ 
dollars  is  hereby  ai>propriated,  and  the  treasurer  of  the  state  shall  pay 
the  same,  on  the  warrant  of  the  comptroller,  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
county  of  Monroe,  when  the  attorney -general  shall  certify  and  approve 
the  deeds  conveying  the  same  to  the  state, 

g  3.  The  governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate,' 
shall  appoint  nine  citizens  of  the   tlLstrict  in  which  such  hospital  i^l 
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6iliiat«d«  three  of  whom  shall  be  residenU  of  the  county  of  Monroe,  as 
B  board  of  managers  of  sueh  hos|>ita],  and  the  governor  shall  designate, 
at  the  time  of  *uch  appointment,  tlieir  re8|>ective  terms  of  office  with 
rt'ffirTice  to  the  following  classification,  namely:  One  of  said  managers 
shall  serve  for  one  year,  one  for  two  years,  one  for  three  years,  one 
for  four  years,  one  for  five  years,  one  for  six  yearw,  one  for  »even 
yearK,  one  for  eight  yearn  and  one  ff>r  nine  yeai%  from  the  time  of 
their  appointment,  and  each  shall  hoM  im  legislative  ur  other  state 
ofHce  during  liLs  term  as  manager,  and  shall  l)e  suhject  to  removal 
at  any  time  by  the  govtTnor  for  eauso.  Their  successors  nhall 
be' ap|XHnted  by  the  governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
i^enate,  and  shall  hold  their  offii-e  for  nine  years  and  be  subject  to 
removal  in  the  manner  aff*res:iitl,  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  eaid 
board  the  governor  shall  appoint,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  senate  in  manner  aforesaid,  to  fill  tlie  unexpired  term. 

The  said  managers  shall  have  all  the  rightjs  and  powers  and  be 
subject  to  the  «ame  duties  as  are  now  pos.^e8^ilHl  and  imposied  upon  the 
managers  of  the  Ftii'a  state  hospital,  and  the  Roeliester  state  hospital 
shall  he  organized  and  governed  h\  the  lawt*  organizing  and  governing 
the  Utica  state  hospital,  except  a»  may  be  herein   otherwise   provided. 

g  5.  The  manugers  sljall  annually  rt»port  to  the  state  commission  in 
lanacy  their  o|>eratit»ns,  and  the  actual  state  of  the  honpital,  accom- 
pameil  by  the  annual  reports  of  the  superintendent  and  treaBui*er,  iill  of 
which  shall  be  ineurpru'ated  in  tlie  annual  report  of  said  commission  in 
lunacy  to  the  legi.slature.  T'hey  shall  appoint  a  treasurer,  who  shall 
reside  in  the  city  of  Rochester,  and  give  bonds  for  the  faithful  perform- 
ance of  his  trust,  in  such  sum  and  with  such  sureties  as  the  comptroller 
of  the  state  shall  direct  and  ap]irnve;  also  a  medical  superintendent, 
who  shall  he  a  citizen  of  the  state  and  a  reputable  physician  of  at  least 
five  years  actual  experience  in  a  hospital  for  the  insane. 

§  6,  llii'  superintendent  shall  appoint  a  steward  an<l  a  matron  and 
siich  nunilicr  f»f  assistant  jthysieians  as  the  ueccssilies  of  the  hospital

If  at  any  time  there  is  any  doubtof  the  advisability  of  bathing  a  patient 
owing  to  sickness,  feebleness  or  excitement,  tlni  medical  officer  iu  <rliar/ 
of  the  division  will  at  once  be  constdted. 

Iu  preparing  the  bath  the  cold  water  ia  always  to    be  turned 
first,  and  before  the  patient  enterg  it  the  temperature  18  to  be  tested' b] 
the  attendant  by  in»njersiug  the  hand  freely  in  the  water.

Two  patients  are  never  to  be  bathed  iu  the  same   water,  and  under  m 
pretense  whatever,  is  a  patient's  liead  to  be  put  under  water. 

After  coming  out  of  the  bath,  special  care  must  be  taken  to  dry 
those  patients  who  are  feeble  and  helpless,  aud  clothe  them   aa  rajildb 
as  poBsilde.     Any  marks,  bruisea,  wounds,  sores,  local  paius,  or  evident 
of  disease  of  any  kind  complained  of  by  the  patient,  or  noticed  by  tit 
attendant  during  the  process  of  bathing  are  to  be  reported  immediately 
to  a  me*lical  ufficer. 

In  special  cases  a  daily  bath  or  a  sponge  bath  may  be  prescribed  bi 
the  medical  officer.

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Persons  wifihiii^  to  see  ]>atieiitH,  or  learn  their  condition,  will  inquire 
for  the  Hiiperinteiident  or  for  one  of  the  assistant  physicians,  and  no 
information  concerning  patients  will  be  given  except  to  relatives  or 
family  friends,  and  to  public  officers;  and  such  information  will  be 
given  only  l>y  the  medical  officers. 

The  person  or  persons  directed  to  accompany  visitors  through  the 
wards,  will  not  be  ])ermitted  to  point  out  or  mention  the  names  or 
peculiarities  or  con<luct  of  patients. 

The  patients'  friends  are  allowed  to  visit  them  on  the  wards  where 
they  regularly  belong,  an<l  thereby  become  acquainted  with  the  attend- 
ants who  have  the  care  of  their  relative.  When  a  friend  or  relative  of 
a  ])atient  calls,  the  ]>er«on  answering  the  door,  ushers  the  visitor  with- 
out any  delay  or  hesitancy  directly  to  the  ward  where  the  ]>atient 
belongs.  Th<»  att<"ndants  on  the  ward  do  not  expect  to  receive  any 
word  that  a  visitor  is  coniing,  and  the  visitor  has  the  positive  assurance 
that  they  can  see  exactly  how  the  patient  is  cared  for  from  day  to  day. 
In  the  case  of  special  sickness,  where  visits  from  friends  might  liot  be 
best  for  the  patient,  Xhe  medical  officer  leaves  word  with  the  usher  that 
he  would  like  to  see  such  callers  personally. 

If  relatives  of  patients  happen  to  call  out  of  the  regular  hours  of 
visiting,  arrangements  are  made  for  them  to  see  their  relatives  if 
possible.  Tin*  visits  of  relatives  and  j»ei"wonal  friends  of  patients  are 
considered  by  me  to  be  of  very  great  importance,  both  in  making  tlie 
patient  feel  at  home  here,  and  in  assuring  the  family  that  an  honest 
endeavor  is  being  made  to  care  for  the  patient.

STATE  ASYLUM  FOR  INSANE  CRIMINALS. 

This  hospital  was  opened  for  the  reception  of  patients  in  1859. 
It  is  situated  in  the  city  of  Anburn,  and  is  accessible  by  street  car. 
It  has  a  tot^il  of  eight  acres  of  land.  The  estimated  value 
of  its  real  estate  inclusive  of  buildings  on  the  first  of  October, 
IStU,  was  $217,400,  or  for  each  patient  acconling  to  the  reported 
ca))acity  of  the  institution  a  per  capita  of  $129.40.  The 
value  of  its  j)oi*sonal  property  was  $18,000.  The  number  of  acres 
of  land  under  cultivation  at  that  time  was  six.  The  capacity  of 
the  institution  is  driven  at  108,  and  the  daily  average  number  under 
treatment  ioT  the  year  ending  September  30,  1891,  was  2^^-^^^. 

Some  misconception  has  arisen  regarding  the  abandonment  of 
this  asylum  for  tlie  purposes  for  which  it  was  used,  some  asserting 
tliat  its  sanitary  conditions  are  imperfect;  that  it  w^as  in  too  bad 
a  state  of  i'e])aii' ;  and,  in  fact,  unfit  for  the  uses  for  which  it  has 
he(Mi  ostal dished.  This  is  in  all  respects  an  error.  The  building 
is  in  a  lino  state  of  repair;  its  sanitary  cimditions  are  almost 
perftx't ;  its  grounds  are  among  the  most  beautiful  in  the 
State  and  it  is  aihnirably  adapted  to  tlie  uses  to  which  it  has 
been  sugg(^sted  that  it  be  ])laced.  Among  other  reasons  for 
the  abandonment  of  the  institution  was  the  fact  that  it  was  too 
small  to  ac('(»nimodat(^  the  demands  made  upon  it.  It  was  also 
illy  constructed  for  the  proper  care  of  such  innuites  —  many  of 
them  Ix'ing  of  a  most  dangerous  character.  Moreover,  it  was 
situated  at  a  great  distance  from  that  ])ortion  of  the  State  from 
which  its  inmates  are  largely  drawn.

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auccee<led  in  comljining  the  best  features  of  modern  hi^spital  con- 
struction for  this  special  cliiss  in  point  of  utility,  durability^ 
security,  compa^Jtness  and  coiivonienec  of  interior  armngements 
ivith  a  harmonious  and  dignified  exterior.  I 

It  is  confidently  expected  that  the  Matteaw  an  hospital  will  be 
open  for  the  reception  of  patient.^  and  that  the  pres«?nt  occupants 
of  the  asylum  at  Auburu  will  be  transferred  thereto  during  the 
present  session  of  the  Legislature.

■  Generjll  Operations. 

State  generally  the  operations  of  the  hospital  for  the  tiscal 
year  ending  September  30,  1J591,  giving  the  number  and  kind  of 
buildings  erected  or  completed  during  the  year,  or  now  in 
course  of  erection,  the  extraordinarj^  repairs  to  buiklings  and 
other  important  improvements  begun  or  completed  during  the 
year ;  also  any  new  featuies  in  methods  of  management,  togellier 
with  a  cui-sory  review  of  the  general  results  of  the  year» 

The  new  buildings  at  Matteawau  are  practically  completed  aud  fur- 
nislied,  and,  while  stdl  in  the  hands  of  the  eommission  on  tJie  new 
aeylnm,  are  ready  for  occupa.iicy.  Pi*^p:ii*ations  were  made  iu  the  fall 
tu  transfer  the  present  population  at  Auburu,  but  owing  to  the  excep- 
tional drought  and  consequent  lack  cif  sufficient  wslXmt  8U|>]>ly,  the 
removal  was  puulponed.  Although  oruwded  at  Auburu,  it  ha«  been 
thought  best  by  the  Superintendent  of  Prisons  not  to  attempt  the 
change  during  the  inclement  winti-r  weather.  The  shortness  r>f  the 
days  would  also  render  the  removal  more  diHicult,  iuaMuiuch  a.*?  eitljer  at 
one  end  or  the  other  of  the  route  the  change  would  have  to  be  effected 
during  the  hours  of  darkness.

when  (Specially  ordered.  This  he  does  by  giving  the  order  to  the 
cook  with  tlje  nauieH  of  the  patients;  also  t<j  the  dining-room  man, 
who  sends  it  upon  the  wards.  The  attendant  upon  the  ward  ia  also 
notified.  'Il)i8  applies  only  to  occasional  orders.  The  regular  diet 
list  is  revised  weekly,  and  a  8uniraar\'  of  tlie  articles  contained  therein 
is  given  to  the  coolc  The  names  of  the  patients  receiving  such  extra 
diet  are  also  prepared  in  a  list  which  is  furnished  the  attendant  in 
charge  of  the  dining-room,  who  seen  that  the  diet  is  j^roperiy  diMtrib- 
uted.  These  lists  are  prepared  by  the  attendant  phynioians  and  signed 
by  the  medical  superintendent,  a  fresh  list  being  prepared  weekly.

The  windows  are  su]>j»liod  with  potteJ  plant*?  and 
banging  ba^skets,  which  are  entirely  unguarded  except  U]>on  the  two 
mo^rt- liiiiturbed  wards,  where  a  low  wire  netting  abtiut  four  feet  high

)  llie  wards*  are  abundantly  supjtlied  with  pictures  and  other 
l^oninients,  hot  very  little  bric-a-brac  is  used.  Upon  two  halJs  there 
arr  pl:i*tiT  busts,  and  iijhui  the  woman's  wards  are  land>re()uiD9, 
lianging  eurtairjs  and  various  adornments  aljout  the  rooms  and  beds 
of  the  women  putieuts.  Nearly  every  hall  and  the  dining-roora  ia 
(tuppHed  witli  8c»ng  birdn,  of  which  we  have  a  large  nund»er.  Three 
of  the  wanls  only  are  without  them.  The  disturbed  wards  are 
largely  supplied  with  pictures,  ])lant8  and  mottoes,  and  npfin  one  of 
diem  ia  an  aquarium  euntaining  gold  fi^h  with  a  fountain  of  running 
water. 

(it)    We    have    a   patients'    libi*ary,    which    eontaius    about   650 
voIuni€>8.     The    nuTul>er   of  [latienly    availing  themselves  of  itjt  n«e  ia 
bably  twelve  ami  a  half  per  cent.     We  have  no  fund  for  obtaining 
iibraiyi   but   it    has    been    added    to    largely    by    private    dona- 
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tions.  During  tlie  past  few  yeare  about  150  volumes  have  been 
a<](U'd  to  the  library,  which  has  served  to  replace  books  destroyed  and 
also  to  add  considerably  to  the  total  number.  The  magazines,  however, 
which  are  received  at  the  asylum,  at  the  ^ud  of  the  year  are  bound,  and 
also  many  works  of  fiction  are  received  in  suitable  condition  to  be 
placed  upon  the  shelves.

The  asylum  .also  subscril)e8 
for  Harper's  Weekly,  Hari>er'8  Magazine,  Harper's  Bazaar,  Frank 
Leslie's  Fliegende  Blatter,  and  also  the  Daily  Tribune  and  Argus, 
which  are,  together  vn\\\  the  two  local  i)apers,  placed  upon  the  wards 
and  furnish  sufficient  reading  matter. 

(m)  Patients  are  regularly  taken  out  of  doors  for  exercise  whenever 
the  weather  is  such  as  to  permit  of  so  doing.  One  of  the  airing  courts 
is  provided  with  a  broad  wooden  walk  around  its  entire  circumference 
which  is  kept  free  from  snow  and  allows  an  opportunity  for  daily  exer- 
cise during  the  year,  excepting  when  the  weather  is  too  inclement. 
Disturbed  patients  are  taken  out  equally  as  frequently  as  the  more  quiet 
patients,  unless  an  occasional  i>atient  is  kept  in  by  order  of  a  physician, 
which  does  not  frequently  occur.

No  EucH!hamcaI  reali-alm  has  been  iisod  in  this  aRyluni  for  many  years 
pjMt.  Setdiieion  is  practiced,  not  f'n'  maniacal  excituinent,  but  for 
-  peculiar  to  our  populatioti,  and  which  are  as  follows: 
*.  oenpver  a  patient  is  admitted  he  is  placed  in  a  mom  by  him- 
for  objservalion.  This  hjom  it*  ho  constructed  that  the  patient  can 
^  MluMffvcd  from  above  without  the  ohsen-er  hiiiiwelf  being  »een.  The 
|>atieQt  }»  kept  in  Mich  a  room  until  the  nuMlical  oflieer  is  i%ati«;fled  as 
iu  the  fact  of  hjK  insanity.  We  are  subject  u*  im|>OKitit>UH  on  the 
p«rt  of  c*>nvict*  who  have  feip»ed  insanity  for  Uie  purirose  of  adndssiMn 
tiO  thi*  asyluiu,  and  thereby  affecting  their  escape.     This  rule  has  con-

stujucMitly  ln-en  adopted  to  oliminaU^  siioh  cases.  It  is  necessary,  also, 
for  liall'  the  force  of  attendantM,  during  meal  hours,  to  be  absent  from 
the  wanls,  and  n]K)n  two  of  tlie  wards  where  dangerous  and  homicidal 
patients  are  confine*!,  a  few  of  these  most  inclined  to  homicidal  assaults 
are  secured  for  the  j)urpose  of  avoiding  any  ])remeditated  outbreak, 
while  the  t\)ree  of  attendants  is  temponirily  weakened  during  meal 
h<>urs.  Shoui<l  a  patient  develop  any  unusual  symptoms,  or  b}"-  his  con- 
duct (^ause  us  to  feel  in  any  way  uncertain  coneeniing  his  mental 
condition,  or  concerning  his  colhision  with  other  dangerous  elements, 
such  a  jiatient  is  also  s(»c,lude?l  for  a  few  days  at  a  time  for  the  purpose 
of  observation.  A  reeonl  is  kept  of  all  ])atients  secluded  during  the 
year.  Should  a  ]Kitient  become  dangerously  excited  and  inclined  to 
make  sudden  assaults  and  actively  disturbed,  such  a  patient  may  be 
secluded,  say  an  hour,  or  a  poition  of  the  day,  but  always  by  the  advice 
an<l  direction  of  a  medical  officer  to  whom  the  fact  is  reported. 

The  sick,  such  of  tlicm  as  are  confined  to  tlieir  beds,  are  left  in  their 
rooms,  ami  if  the  patient  is  on  a  <listurbed  ward,  for  his  j>rotection,  the 
door  is  locked.     Such  cast's  are  not  ]>ro])erly  cases  of  seclusion. 

Seclusion  for  the  |>ur]>os<'.of  getting  rid  of  the  care  of  some  particu- 
larly troublesonu',  mischievous  or  excitable  }»atient  who  will  not  remain 
dressed  or  tpiiet  has  not  been  practiced  to  any  extent.

I.  AViiat  is  the  genenil  cbaracter  df  clothing  siij>plied  to  public 
patients?  I  tow  much  does  it  vary  with  the  seasons  and  huir 
often  is  patients'  underclothing  regularly  changed. 

Tho  chithinfT  8iipp!ied  to  public  patients  in  this  asyhmi  is  of 
saiiu*  general  chnrftrter.  The  pant4iloon*»  and  vost^  arc  made  of  a  g! 
mixed  cloth  of  medium  weight.  The  coat  in  made  of  stantiard  Water- 
loo bbie  flannel,  in  the  form  of  a  sack  with  a  half  rolling  collar.  Each 
patient  is  «ii[»prHMl  with  ninlerchtthing  of  Canton  flannel  drawers  and 
undci-aliirt,  and  also  with  an  overshirt  of  line  striped  blue  and 
white  hickory*  extra  t<i  ftick  and  old  and  feeble.  During  the  8nrumer 
the  nnilerclotliing  is  omitted^  excepting  a  few  patients  who  desire 
and  to  the  old  and  feeble,  and  most  of  the  patients  go  without  tli< 
vests.  The  underclothing  is  regularly  changed  weekly,  Collam  ai 
ties  are  furnished  to  such  as  attend  ehai»el  services  or  entertalnntent 
and  to  all  patients  upon  the  fourth  ward.  Felt  hats  are  worn  di 
the  \nnter,  straw  in  summer.  Mittens  are  fnrnished  in  winter, 
shoes  are  worn  by  most  of  the  men,  but  for  the  working  patiei 
heavy  shoes  are  provided;  to  such  as  go  oat  in  the  winter,  boots. 
Rubber  boots  are  ]mrclia9ed  for  those  wlio  work  in  the  hmudry. 

For  patients  who  are  inclined  to  violence^  there  is  a  certain  olot 
shoe  manufactured  with  a  soft  sole,  also  of  cloth  qtdlted  and  lined.    TI 
sh<ie  is  warm  and  very  serviceable,  is  laced  up  in  fronts  and  while  it  givoA 
comfort  to  the  patient,  it  prevents  any  injury  from  kicking  or  throwii 
the  shoe.     A  similar  slioe  is  also   worn  by  night  attendants  in  oi 
that  they  may  noiselessly  visit  the  hall  by  nit^ht. 

The  women  are  also  supplie<l  with  underclothing  of  the  same  getii 
character;  chemises,  long-sleeved  waist,  drawers,  two  skuts  and 
dress,  usually  of  gingham,  although  for  some  few  patients  worsted 
dre^^^es  are  bought.  Tht'v  are  also  furnished  with  ribbons  and  with 
apr<uis.  31  any  of  the  women  patients  are  also  supplied  with  shoulder 
tdiawls.     The  womi^n  wear  shoes  of  soft  leather,  aod  some  of  ibem  are 
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pfToridcfl  with  btittoticii  bcwUs.  Usually,  however*  the  shoe  woni  by 
tbem  cotiBi»t>s  of  a  bzillf-lace  shoe  uf  tljin  leather,  liiiecL  They  are  also 
pff<9Ttded  with  hats  for  summer  aud  winter  use. 

l^  What  is  the  general  character  of  patients^  bedding,  and  how 
[uently  are  tlie  sheets  and  pillow-cases  regtdarly  changed  ? 

Ilie  bed  in  |3feti€rul  nm  here  is  a  straw  bed*  Each  bed  h  furnished 
with  two  pillows,  one  of  felted  cotton  and  one  of  straw.  Many  of  the 
piJiciwsy  also,  are  filled  with  hair.  Each  bed  is  furnished  with  two 
«]iC4^t§  and  from  two  pairs  to  three  (in  sjiecial  cases  of  sick  or  feeble) 
wovlen  hlankeld  and  a  while  outside  Marseilles  spread.  We  have  aUo 
ID  1UPC  mttttreHSos  made  of  hair,  felted  cotton^  curl^^-eork  threads  and 
com  hu!4ki».  There  are  also  several  woven-wire  mattresses  and  a  few 
boD  bedsteads.  One  pillow-case  and  one  sheet  is  changed  weekly,  or 
uflrner,  if  soiled.  In  regard  to  the  sufficiency  of  bed  clothing,  if  the 
pBtttiit  cnm|«lains  of  cold  lii.s  allowance  is  increa-^ed;  but  during  the 
i«-7T.t**r  months  a  night  tiixTuau  is  employed  to  see  that  the  temperature 
1^  the  night  18  from  sixty-seven  to  seventy  degrees. 

the  bedding  changed  during  the  night  in  case  of  soiling! 

We  have  not  made  a  practice  of  regularly  changing  the  soiled  bed- 
dinjc  during  the  night.  As  the  asylum  is  arranged,  we  have  no  room 
tr"  n   he  devoted  to  iufinnary   purposes,  and,  consequently,  what 

ft-  patients  we  have  arc  scattered  through    the    house.     This 

llic(mv«*Dience  will  be  obviated  at  the  new  asylum  by  th^  use  of  the 
mfimiaries  provided  for  that  purpose. 

XiGHT  Service. 

State  in  full  your  aiTangemetits  fur  night  service  as  to  attend- 
MXiU^  nurses  and  wut-chmen,  and  the  duties  ])rescribed  for  each 
Are  tilthy  patients  regiilarl}^  taken  up  during  the  night? 
what  extent  are  the  wanls  under  medical  supervision  at  night  ? 

We  have  regularly  emjdoyed  five  night  attendants  and  watchmen 
wild  ant  on  duty  all  night.  One  of  this  nurat>er  is  more  properly  a 
fin  iJian  h»  his  duty  in  to  see  that  the  wards  are  kept  in  proper  condi- 
•  if  temperature  and  is  in  the  boiler-house  where  he  receives 
rvpu rts  from  the  wards.  We  aim  to  keeyt  a  uniform  temperature,  or 
nearly  so,  of  from  sixty-five  t*)  sixty-eight  degrees. 

Au  oiitfade  roundsman  makes  a  patrol  of  the  asylum  to  see  that 
patients  are  not  exposed  at  open  windows^  to  note  the  presence  of  dia-

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twrbaiK**-'  'HI  t!!.*'  worns,  lo  afuii''*l  against  atleiiiptK  at  rs,»;4p*^  nr  <u'pri'»i 
tioiis  frrun  the  outside.  He  also  notes  temperature,  wind,  etc,^  ai 
ro])urt9  to  firemau  auy  uiei^sage  from  the  wards.  He  makes  on#  roul 
every  balf  hour  beginning  at  7  p,  m.  Tti  the  morning,  at  5  iu 
»«mnn.*r  and  5.30  oVhjck  in  the  winter,  he  rings  the  rising  bell 
starts  the  morning  fires^  etc.  He  also  calls  thone  whose  duties 
oerasion  early  rising.  He  then  does  duty  iu  the  basement  corrid 
until  breakfast  and  makes  hie  report  to  the  inside  watchman. 

The  ittftide  watchman  makes  thi*ee  roundf*  every  two  hours  unl< 
delayed.  He  visits  ever}*  ward  and  seeg  every  patient  and  attends 
their  wan t,H.  He  doeM  not  enter  rooms  of  pat ient?  im less  aoeompani 
by  another  attendants  Thi«  rule  is  made  ueeesBary  by  the  cbaraci 
of  many  of  our  j)atient8.  He  administerH  medicines  when  ordered 
to  do*  reports  cases  of  illness  or  aerident,  and  has  a  genei'al  overtag 
of  the  whole  house.  He  also  observes  the  temperature  of  the  wai 
the  quiet  of  the  house,  and  any  disturbance*  He  records  the  ho 
and  minute  of  each  visit  by  vanous  station  punches  on  keys  whi 
legister  in  the  main  otiiee.  Each  watchman  and  night  attendant  a 
regularly  records  his  whereabouts  during  the  night  in  the 
maimer. 

On  each  i>f  our  disturbed  wards  there  are  two  night  watchm^ 
atterjdants  who  visit  each  patient  every  fifteen  minutes  from  7  p. 
untd  10  p.  M.  At  10  r,  m.  another  attendant  goes  on  duty  relieving  \ 
first  I  wo  attendants,  who  remains  on  duty  on  each  ward  for  disturb 
and  suicidal  cases  (wards  6  and  7)  all  night,  making  visits  or  rouuda 
ea*^h  patient  every  fifteen  nduutes  observing  the  sick,  feeble  and  sui 
dal  and  repotting  to  the  general  roundsman  any  event  of  importJince 
whieh  might  require  the  presence  of  a  i»hysician,  such  as  sudden  ilhiess 
accident  or  serious  disorder.  Up  to  10  p.  m.  the  attendantt^ 
cxpei'ted  to  see  that  all  patient«  are  clean  and  iu  order  for  the  dig 
We  have  very  few  filthy  cases,  most  of  them  being  sporadic 
exceptional  and  we  liave  no  regular  practice  of  taking  patients  up 
night  and  have  no  infirmary.  At  the  new  asylum  conveniences  of  t 
character  and  also  hospitals  for  the  sick  are  provided  where  with 
large  number  it  is  expected  that  greater  occasion  will  arise 
their  use. 

The  medical  officers  are  always  witliin  call  of  the  night  watchtn 
and  respond  to  calls  personally.     They  are  also  expected  as  t>ft.en 
once  a  fortnight  to  make  a  visit  or  round  at  10  p.  m.,  and  also  at 
rising  hour  in  the  morning  to  observe   the   condition  of  the  patiei 
and  wards.

Have  you  wanl  or  agsociate  dining-rooms ;  are  the  dining-rooms 
in  charge  of  sj>ecial  attendants  (if  women  are  in  charge  of  men's

i>r  separately,  and,  if  the  latter,  before  or  after  the 
patients'  meals  ai^  served  ?  To  what  extent  is  the  dining-room 
licrviee  aiiperviscid  by  a  medical  officer  ? 

We  have  no  wai'd  dinitig-roonis,  the  old  dining-roonis  having  been 
nhftnduiKH}  eoTTie  yearw  ago  and  an  associate  dining-room  built  under 
tbe  dtji|if  I  which  will  acuomniodule  about  230  men.  Adjoining  the 
dining-rriom  ior  m^n  is  a  similar  one  for  women,  which  will  accommo* 
dftte  »hout  lwt?nty.  Tho  male  dining-room  is  iu  t'hnrge  of  a  special 
male  attendant  who  conductH  it  with  the  assistance'  of  patients  fn>m 
tlii^  wanU.  The  women's  dirnng^rooni  is  in  charge  of  a  special  wnman 
attendant  who  conducts  her  dining-room  in  the  same  manner.  The 
Attendants  dine  separately  from  the  patients;  half  of  the  attendants 
being  on  duty  while  the  other  half  are  at  meals.  After  the  attendants 
have  dined  the  patieuls  are  brought  from  the  wards  accompanied  by 
tlK«  attendant*?  who  take  their  stations  about  the  dining-room  and  wait 
upon  the  paiieniH.  Tlie  attendants'  meals  are  sensed  before  the  patients. 
ITic  dining-room  is  visited  at  each  meal  by  one  of  the  attending  phy§i- 
rJans  whose  duty  it  is  to  be  present  to  see  that  the  food  if*  properly 
Mrved,  that  the  patients  are  allowed  proper  time  for  eating,  and  that 
tlio^e  inclined  to  fast  are  properly  fed»  and  that  the  feeble  who  do  not 
or  can  not  eat,  are  furnished  with  proper  diet,  and  to  be  present  in  iht 
event  of  any  diAturbanoe.  It  in  also  the  duty  of  the  supervisor  to 
sent   at   each    nu^aL

mitted to  visit  the  wards  promiscnonsly  \ 

We  have  no  special  days  or  hours  for  visitation  of  patients  by 
friends.  Most  of  our  patients  have  relatives  and  friends  residing  at  a 
diatanc«,  and  whenever  they  call  they  are  allowed  to  visit.  We  do 
mot,  however,  receive  such  visits  on  Sundays;  nor  are  visits  allowed 
before  0  o'clock  in  the  morning  and  after  5  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 
ITie  aJifvlum  is  closed  to  visitors  between  12  o'clock  and  2,  while  the 
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patients  and  attendants  are  at  meals.  General  visitors  are  allowed  to 
go  upon  the  wards  between  the  hours  of  2  and  6  of  any  afternoon  in 
the  week  excepting  Friday  and  Sunday,  Friday  being  bathing  day.  It 
is  our  yearly  custom  to  invite  the  members  of  the  grand  jury,  board  of 
supervisors,  and  such  other  public  bodies  as  may  be  in  session  in  the 
city  of  Auburn,  to  visit  and  inspect  the  wards.

Patients'  letters  are  never  delivered  unopened.  All  newspapers 
and  packages  are  also  opened  and  examined.  This  being  an  asylum 
for  the  criminal  insane  we  exercise  a  strict  inspection  of  the  incom. 
ing  mail,  in  order  to  prevent  any  weapon  of  offense  or  any  instrument 
that  could  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  escape  from  being  sent  to  the 
patients  through  the  mails.  In  a  general  asylum  for  the  insane  the 
necessity  for  a  like  surveillance  would  not  exist.  Here  it  is  a  precau- 
tionary measure.

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CHAPTER  % 
Lands  and  Roads, 

Whatever  lands  are  liereafter  required  for  the  use  of  State 
hospitals  should,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Commission,  be  obtained 
by  condeiiiiiati(tn.  From  its  observations  it  is  satisfied  that  the 
State  has  sometimes  paid  large  sums  m  excess  of  the  fair  val 
tion  of  such  hinds.  Generally  it  is  easy  to  come  to  an  agreement 
only  u  hen  the  price  of  the  seller  is  a*?cepted.  No  jxissible  hard- 
shi|i  c<mld  be  involved  in  the  proposed  change.  There  is  no  more 
reason  why  in<lividuals  should  not  accept  a  fair  price  under  con- 
demnation proceedings  iv*v  lands  sold  to  the  State  for  State 
hospitals  than  that  the  lands  required  for  the  erection  of  the  capitol 
should  have  been  secured  by  private  purchase.  The  Commission 
regar<is  the  latter  pmctice  as  entirely  wrong,  and  therefore  sug- 
gests that  the  statute  be  amended  so  as  to  provide  for  the  p 
chase  of  lands  by  condemnation. 

Such  pi^oceedings  ore  inexj)ensive,  but,  even  making  a  liberal 
allowance  for  these  expenses,  the  gain  to  the  Stat^  could  not 
of  being  very  large. 

For  various  reasons  roads  are  sought  to  be  made  through  the 
grounds  of  State  hosi^itals,  and  the  Commission  believes  that  in 
many  instances  such  roads  have  been  located  to  the  detriment  of 
the  State.  The  State's  interest  m  a  matter  of  this  kind  should 
not  be  left  to  the  h)cal  authorities.  The  State  is  interested 
in  the  unity  of  its  system.  The  Cymmission  would,  therefore, 
recommend  that  no  street  or  road  should  1)e  o]>ened  through  the 
grounds  of  a  State  hos[>it,al  unless  by  sp<^ei(d  act  of  the  Legislature 
or  consent  of  the  Commission. 


CHAPTER  3. 

Enlaroement  of  State  Hospitals.

'hich  course  the  State  hospital  system  under  the  old  methoils 

indirectly  u])held  for  yeai's  towards  at  least  twenty -five  [)er 

jnt  of  the  insane  poor  of  the  State  outside  the  counties  of  Xew 

ork,  Kings  and  Monnje. 

Yet  probably  eai^h  year  since  the  erection  of  the  Utica  State 
[ospital  the  cry  has  gone  up,  and  possibly   with   some  justice, 
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though  inn  iM  the  extent  claimed  by  the  superintendent! 
and  nmnagei*s  of  these  Itospitjils,  that  the  institution 
were  crowded  in  excess  of  their  capacity.  The  claim 
is  no  more  true  this  year  than  on  previous  years,  an( 
indeed  it  pmbably  can  be  said  of  it  that  it  has  less  truth  to-da^ 
than  at  any  former  period  in  the  history  of  the  State.  Thi 
neglect  to  i>rovido  sufficient  accommodations  has  been  a  dis- 
credit to  the  State.  It  revived  and  jie»'|>etuated  the  wret-ched 
county  system.     It  pcnnitted  most  serious  abuses  to  grow  up 

The  "  State  Care  Act,"  soKialled,  chapter  12<5  of  the  Laws  0 
1890,  presents  a  broad  and  compi'ehensive  system,  well  ooa 
sidered  by  its  authors,  which  shradd  exterminate  the  abuses  o 
the  county  system  and  absolutely  prevent  their  recurreuc«i 
One  of  the  first  requirements  in  the  practical  i^eform  embodiec 
in  this  statute  was  tJiat  accommodations  commensurate  with  tlw 
annual  increiise  of  the  insane  population  should  be  supplied. 

♦Section  lu,  of  said  chapter  12t>  of  the  Laws  of  1890,  enacts 
follows : 

"  The  state  ronimission  iu  lunacy,  whenever  it  shall  deem  it  nt*ot*§ 
sary  aud  expt'dieiit,  hy  reason  of  uveniruwdiug,  or  in  order  to  prcvcm 
the  same,  shall,  m  its  annual  report  to  the  governor  (the  statute 
requires  it  shall  l»e  made  to  the  legislature),  recommend  the  erectioi 
of  such  a4MitioDai  buildingn  fin  the  grounds  of  any  or  all  state  asylanu 
then  existing  as  shall,  in  the  judgment  of  said  commiseioii,  provide 
8ut)icietit  aoeouunodations  for  the  immediate  prospeetive  wants  of  ih 
insane  of  this  state;  or,  if  j?ai<l  commission  deem  it  more  expedient,  I 
shall  recommend  the  eBtablishment  of  another  state  asylum  or  a«yl 
in  «uch  part  of  the  state  as  in  its  judgment  will  best  meet  the  require 
loentH  of  the  pauper  aud  iudigent  iusaue. 

Section  4  of  said  act  enacts : 

"  The  building  or  buildings  ao  proposed,  and  the  cost  of  the 
ujcludiiig  the  necessary  e«juipment  for  heating,  lighting,  ventilation, 
fixtures  anrl  furniture,  nhall  iu  no  case  exceed  the  proportion  of  fir 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  capita  for  each  of  the  patienta  to  b 
aceonnnodated  therein. 

Plainly  stated,  then,  since  the  passage  of  the  State  Car.'  Act< 
in    LHV»o,  the  statute  provides  that,  as  to  all  future  increasi.-  u 
accommodations    for    the     insane,     first,    the    extent  of 
increased  accommodation  sliall  be  determined  and  reported  h 
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le  Conmiiseion  in  Lunacy ;  and,  second,  the  per  capita  cost  of 
I  the  buildings  shall  not  exceed  $550,  inclusive  of  furniture  and 
Lother  equipment. 

The  appropriation  of  $454,850  made  by  the  last  Legislature, 
)gether  witli  the  sums  heretofore  appropriated,  gave  effect  to 
;he  State  Care  Act  and  furnished  accommodations  for  so  many  of 
10  indigent  insane  and   the   insaue  in   cotinty  poor-houses   as 
;ht  require  theni,  up  to  the  1st  of  January,  1892.     The  bmld- 
which  have  been  erected  under  this  appropriation  supply 
►my  and  comfortable  quarters,  which  promise  to  serve  the  pui'- 
)se  for  which  they  are  designed,  equal  to  those  which  the  State's 
>UDty  has  furnished  to  its  insane  for  the  past  twenty-five  years. 
At  the  time  that  appropriation  was  ]xissed,  it  was  expected  that

The  foregoing  estimates  are  based  upon  the  actual  capacity 
of  the  State  hospitals,  as  officially  stated.  The  SLatc^  hospitals, 
however,  as  will  be  observed,  bad  an  excess  of  3I>1  patients  orer 
the  reported  capacity. 

But  the  Commission  begs  loJive  to  state  that,  in  its  judgment,  the 
State  hospitals  are  not  seriously  (>vercrowde<l  at  this  time ;  indeed, 
it  would  bo  hazardous  to  say,  if  the  population  of  the  whole  were 
evenly  distributed,  as  contemplated  l)y  the  Statet'are  Act,  that  they 
would  bo  overcrowded  at  all  Overcrowding  is  a  relative  terra. 
Without  a  most  careful  survey  of  the  sjmce  actually  available  in  the 
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inspitals,  which,  so  far  as  the  Coramission  is  aware,  has  never 
tuailu,  it  would  be  difficult,  perhaps  impossible,  to  say,  with 
[any  de^n'ee  of  ex^vctitnde.  what  the  actual  uapa^nty  of  tlie  various 
hospitals  for  the  insane  of  the  State  is.    As  compared  with  the 
gr»  linns  of  Xew  York  and  Kings  counties,  the  State  bos- 

pii:    _  not,  in  any  real  sense,  overcrowded.     But  if  the  Legis- 

llmture  should  consider  that  the  position  taken  by  the  State  hospital 
managers  and  su])enntendent«  is  tenable,  and  that  it  would  he 
vrise  to  niake  appropriations  to  increase  the  actual  capacity  to 
what  it  is  claimtHl  it  should  be,  up  to  the  1st  of  Octol>er,  1S93  — 
and  it  must  be  borne  in  raind  that  this  includes  provision  for  all 
patients  which  may  be  admitted  up  to  that  date,  although,  if  the 
rec)uisite  gums  are  a[)propriated,  accommodations  will  be  ready 
somewhat  jirevious  to  that  date  — it  would  be  necessary  to  make 
appropriations  for  641  patients,  as  stated  above,  which  at  a  cost 
of  JiViV*  }ier  ca|»itii,  includiu^^  furniture  and  all  fixtures,  would 
aroount  to  1297,550.

Two  matters,  however,  may  properly  be  brought  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Legislature  in  this  relation : 

Fir^t.  I'hat  the  St.  Lawrence  State  Hospital  is  a  new  institu?^ 
tion,  now  in  process  of  erection,  which  will  have  accommodatioi 
by  the  first  of  April  for  54u  patients,  and  when  complet^ixi 
accordance  with  an  act  of  tiie  Legislature  j>asstHl  some  years  since' 
:fixing  the  number  of  patients  which  it  should  accommodate 
(1,500)  it  will  supply  accommodations  that  will  absorb  the  annual 
increase  for  some  years  to  come;  therefore  there  can  be  no  reason- 
able objection  to  the  Legislatur-e  making  ap])i'opriation  for  the 
increase  at  this  time*  if  it  chooses  so  to  do. 

Stcontl,  In  justice  to  the  Buffalo  State  Hospital,  it  should  be 
stated  that  the  money  assigned  by  the  State  Care  Act  for  tlie 
erection  of  buildings  at  that  institution  was  not  used  tliere, 
because  the  Attorney-General,  by  reference  to  decisions  of  the 
highest  courts,  concluded  that  any  enlargement  of  or  addition  to 
the  hospital  must  be  built  accorfling  to  the  original  contracts,  and 
that  to  attem])t  to  erect  the  buihlings  contemplated  by  xh^  State 
Care  Act  at  the  cost  mentioned,  necessarily  requiring  a  great 
modification  of  the  plans,  would  result  in  a  series  of  law  suits  f( 
damages  which  could  not  fail  to  be  successful  against  the  Stal 
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"  meutione<i  iiifideT^taUy  that  the  ni<mey  originally 
aii-.i-  -  Lj  tliis  institutiun  was  use<l  at  the  Utica  and  Hudson 
Rlvur  Beate  Hospitals. 

The  c5ommh$sii»u  could  hardly  fail  to  be  gratifieil  if  most  lil>eral 
aecoinincHlations  were  ]>rovide<l  at  the  8tate  hosjiitals  for  the 
ingaae,  but,  in  justice  to  the  State  and  iji  ooufurmity  to  its  own 
JQ^gmegit,  it  would  be  recreant  to  its  daties  if  it  failed  to  point 
out  wltli  preciKioTi  the  exact  need  of  accommodations  at  theee 
itioua. 


CHAPTER  \, 

Officers  and  Employ ks. 

The  successful  care  and  treatment  of  the  insane  is  so  largely 
<]o|i«ndent  u|)on  the  cliaraeter,  (|ualitications  and  zeal  of  officers 
mnd  ciiii)ioyes  that  the  iinportiince  of  the  subject  can   hanlly  ho 

ov'-' 1.      To   the   extent    that   otlicers  are   highly   trained, 

e.\  <\  and  humane,  in  that  degree  will  the  standard  of  cai-e 

atid  treatment  at  any  given  institution  approximate  to  the  ideal. 
So,  too,  tlie  im]K)rtance  of  having  experienced,  well-trained, 
bmnane  and  zealous  attendants  can  not  l>e  overestimated. 

Without  such  ntticers  atid  em|>loyes  no  system  however  good 
can  bo  efficiently  or  successfully  carried  on;  hut  to  secure  such 
ofiicers  and  employes  the  State  must  be,  if  not  generous,  at  least 
jmsl.  Invidious  distinctions  in  rank,  in  compensati<>n  an<l  in  con- 
ditions of  promotion,  should  not  be  permitteiL  It  is  sufficient  to 
lnj  ciMvn  the  proposition  that  |)erson8  in  the  employ  of  the  State 
have  a  right  to  ex]>ect  and  to  receive  e<|uality  of  treatment  in  aU 
things.  This  principle  has  been  so  long  recognizecl  that  it  seems 
strange  that  any  should  have  the  Imnlihood  to  dispute  it,  or  to 
deny  itfe  justness  or  its  general  applieahility  to  the  entire  hospital 
system*  The  very  word  *' State*'  involves  the  i*elegiitir»g  of 
locality  and  individuality  to  the  background  for  the  public  good. 
The  8tat<3  predominates  because  of  a  universally  i*ecognize<i  neces- 
sity, amply  attested  by  all  human  experience,  that  localism  and 
indiviiluality  for  certain  pur|>t>ses  must  give  way  in  order  to  pre- 
Ven  t  1 1  isorganiza  t  i  o  n . 
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'*The    State"    is    a    relative    term    differently    applied    in 
ditr^rent  caKos.      It  swings    from    the  extreme    of    des|x>tism 
to  the    largest    individual    liberty ;    but    through    it    a!l    the 
underlying  principle  that  all  of  its  servants  are  equal  in  all  things 
in  their  reupectivG  grade  has  always  prevailed.     It  is  as  singular 
as  it  is  unfortunate  that  in  one  of   the  greatest  interests  of  the 
State,  this  principle  should  have  been  substantially  set  at  naught ; 
that  in  great  institutions  for  the  care  of  one  of  its  most  depen-^ 
dent  elasses,  othcers  and  emjjloyes  should  be  nxjuired  to  |>erforiix 
widely  riilferent  ilegiH3es  of  service  and  should  be  paid  widely] 
different  compensations.     So  far  back  as  the  statutes  run,  thCkj 
judges  of    the   State,    the    general   officers    of    the   State,   th© 
military  officers  and  s<jldiei*s  of  the  State,  have  been  required  to 
perform  in  their  class  duties  equal  in  kind  and  degree  and  have 
received  thert^fi>r  o<pm.l  rates  of  compensation. 

But  notwithstanding  this,  the  medical  officers  of  the  State 
hospitals  ^ — and  iti  gi-eater  or  lesser  degree  the  same  is  true  of  all 
other  grades  of  employes  at  these  institutions  — are  requiretl  im 
perform  services  which  vary  greatly  in  amount  and  in  character, 
their  number  differing  at  different  institutions,  and  thereliy  a 
greater  extent  and  variety  of  work  have  devolved  on  some  than 
on  others  in  the  same  grade  of  service,  and  the  compensatioa 
they  receive  varies  in  a  similar  way,  being  fullv  sufficient  in  84:>me 
cases  and  in  others  quite  inadecjuate,  a  condition  which  has  proved 
a  source  of  marked  dissatisfaction  and  discontent. 

If  the  ratio  of  physicians  to  patients  is  not  more  than  sufficient 
in  one  institutitm,  it  follows  that  it  is  quite  insufficient  in  another 
_(now  that  tJie  institutions  are  all  on  a  liospital  basis),  and  this 
may  be  sakl  with  equal  truth  in  regard  to  their  com|)cnsatioa. 
No  fixed  theory,  order,  system  or  arrangement  seems  to  havidj 
been  followed  in  these  matters.  Each  institution  has  apjmmntly 
been  gt)verne<l  by  its  (»\Nn  |>reference,  or  by  its  success  in  obtain- 
ing appropriations.  The  suj>erintendent  of  the  Binghamton 
State  Hospital,  one  of  the  hirgest  institutions  in  the  State,  and 
having  a  population  of  l,ltiO,  receives  a  salary  of  $3^5oo.  while 
the  superintendent  of  the  St.  I^wrence  State  Ilospitftl,  the 
latest  in  the  State,  receives  a  salary  of  8/i,000,  F*>r  the  pur- 
pose   of    illustration    it    may    be    interesting   to  note  in   this 
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icv  viiiiirly  interesTPd  will  find    full   data  under

tat  the  salaries  and  wages  <if  the  other  resident  officers  and 
eiii|i]oye8  vary  stiJJ  more  widely.  The  Comnussion  has  recently 
endeavored  to  hring  ahout  a  refonu  in  this  direction,  hut  thus 
fu*  without  success.  The  edl  is  a  constant  source  of  complaint 
jjfhtnit  the  State,  and  one  Avhich  the  Commission  frequenth^ 
^^...,.;i liters  hi  the  discharge  of  its  duties.  But,  if  no  other  re^ison 
U^KmI  for  a  change  in  this  respect,  the  fact  that  the  Stiite  now 
l^nires  that  the  charge  for  maintenance  of  the  dependent  insane 
Hijall  he  uniform  for  all  the  counties  of  the  State,  demands  that  an 
equalization  of  salaries  «if  (jflicers  and  employes  should  l»e 
s]>eedily  brought  about. 

On  July  14,  18*J1,  a  conference  was  held  bv  the  Commission  in 
le  city  of  New  York  between  itself  and  the  trustees,  managers 
id  8upennt^*ndents  of  the  State  hospit-als,  re]>resentatives  of  all 
the  hospitals  of  the  State  being  present.  In  its  last  annual  report 
le  Commission  had  calle<l  jtttention  to  the  subject  of  the 
^^{uality  of  ollicers*  salaries  and  had  recommended  to  the  Legis- 
latttre  that  such  salaries  be  fixed  by  statute.  A  bill  was 
Introiiuced  in  the  Assembly  having  this  end  in  view  but  failed  of 
enactment,  as  it  is  nndersto<Mi,  because  a  motion  was  made  to  fix 
le  com|)ensation  of  superintendents  at  the  highest  rate,  namely, 
^,000.  It  is  trust4i?d,  how^ever,  that  some  action  may  be  taken 
at  the  present  session  of  tlie  Legislatuie.  At  the  conference 
above  referred  to,  the  Commission  stated  that  the  conferetice  had 
been  called  to  consider,  among  other  things,  the  folhjwing: 
**Ait  increase  in  the  rate  of  comjiensjition  paid  to  attendants, 
t>ecially  to  female  attendants,  with   a   view  to  having  their 
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wages  a]>pri)xiniale  more  nearly  to  tbe  rate  paid  male  att 
ant^s;  also  to  consider  the  ratio  of  attendants  to  patients,'*  1 
Commission  belie ved  that  this  was  a  matter  which  the  hos|i 
managers  should  n^guhite.  and  that  ui)<»n  their  attention  be 
called  to  it  tJiey  would  adopt  some  xiniform  system.  A  comi 
tee  consisting  of  hospital  officers  was  appointed  t^i  consider 
question,  which  adopted  the  following  resolution : 

"7?<jro/i?^f/,  That  it  is  inex]>ed!eiit  and  inij^ractioalile  to  adop 
uniform  ncale  of  compensation  to  be  paid  to  employf^;  and  also 
adoption  of  a  uniform  nile  aa  to  the  rates  of  attendants  to  patients.' 

The  matter  came  up  for  consideration  at  a  meeting  of 
hos]>itaI  trustees,  managers  and  sn]>erinteDdents  at  the  Binghj 
ton  tState  Hospital  in  Uctob«>r  last,  and,  while  it  was  h 
discussed,  a  detennination  was  reached  that  it  was  impractioa 
to  attempt  any  uniformity  (jf  compensati<m  or  any  imiformitj 
the  amount  of  work  to  be  perfru*med,  although  this  decision  \ 
vigorously  condmted  l)V  some  of  the  nianagei's  present.  Eacp 
encse  has  fully  (k^monstrate<i  that  uniformity  of  ]>ay  for  Hira 
grades  in  the  t»id>lic  service  is  not  only  practicable  but  extrem 
desirable.  It  was  cliiirned  with  much  earnestness  by  those  ' 
op])osed  the  change  that  the  mutter  is  one  to  l>e  governed  by 
law  of  supply  and  demand,  and  that  tlie  dis]>ro|Kjrtions  in  wa 
are  cansed  by  local  conditions  }x*culiar  to  each  lios])itiil.  *! 
falljK^v  of  this  proposition  is  clearly  shown  in  i\\v  fact  thai 
Stitte  hotipitals  within  the  boundaries  or  closely  adjoining  g! 
cities  of  the  8tate,  the  rates  of  compensatitm  for  shnilar  serr 
varv  verv  widely. 

A  word  nuiy  ]>roperly  be  said  here  in  regard  to 
com|>ensation  of  women  employes  and  attendants.  Nob< 
will  dispute  that  eijual  services  should  justly  requu*e  eq 
compensation,  whi*ther  in  the  case  of  men  or  wcmiem  N^ 
ing  to  the  discredit  of  the  State  be  it  said,  is  more  mai^ 
than  the  great  m equality  which  exists  lietween  the  compel 
tion  paijl  to  men  and  that  paid  to  women  for  precisely  the  S4 
kind  of  services.  And  yet  this  practice  is  justiticd  anci  defen^ 
on  the  ground  that  the  State  slmuld  pay  no  more  than  it  is  a 
pel  led  to  pay.  In  other  words,  that  the  law  of  might  shd 
apply ;  that,  because  few  avocations  are  open  to  women  as 
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jKirerl  with  those  open  to  men,  and  because  the  number  of 
women  who  de^sire  employment  is  great,  therefore  the  8t4ite  with 
all  its  power  and  resources  sboidd  uajiistly  disiTiuiinate  ugiiinst 
a  helpless  class  of  wage-earnei's,  a  class  which  is  denied  the  legal 
nglii  of  rectifying  the  wrongs  to  which  it  is  subjectetl.  This  is 
an  evil  in  the  State  hospital  system  which  the  Commisssion 
l>elieve8  shouUl  be  Bpeedily  corrected.  Tlie  dis])ro|Mjrtion  in  the 
case  of  the  State  hospitids  between  the  corajiensation  paid  to 
men  and  that   ]>aid   to   w<imen    is   fully    thirty -three   per  cent. 

[ure4.iver,  it  may  be  said   in   behalf  of   women   employes  and 

ttendants  that  they  usually  give  more  hours  to  the  service,  and 

are  more  industrious,  faithful  and  painstaking,  as  a  class,  than 

Bijual  number  of  men;"  it  therefore  seems  unjust  and  parsi- 

loniouK  on  the  part  of  the  State  to  permit  a  mntinnance  of  this 
tride  ine^^uality  between  the  sexes  in  tlif  mattrr  of  coTupensiition. 

A  careful  study  of  tbe  special  reports  made  to  the  Commission 
by  each  of  the  State  hospitals,  and  treated  under  chapter  1^ 
**Siate  Hospitals/'  will  show  how  wide  these  ine(pialities  are. 
The  Commission  therefore  respectfully  asks  the   Legislature  to 

ovide  by  statute  for  equidity  of  compensation  for  all  officers 
md  em|»)c>yes  of  similar  grade  in  the  State  hospital  service,  in 
owh^r  not  only  that  justice  may  he  done,  V>ut  that  the  stability 
of  the  service  may  not  constantly  be  impaired  by  the  temptation 
set  before  these  employes  to  go  to  other  institutions  where  the 
eompeiisation  is  greater. 

The  appointment  of  medical  ollicers  after  a  competitive  exam- 
ination has  thus  far  justified  the  holies  and  beliefs  of  those  who 
urged  the  adoption  of  this  change. 

In  its  report  for  isHO,  the  Civil  Service  Commission  said  : 
•'The  appeudiceg  preHeiitt«d  herewith  reveal  seveml  changes  io  claKsi- 
ficatioQ,  the  roost  iraportant  of  which  refen*  lo  the  trantifers  of  asM^tant 
pbyxit^bius  iu  State  hnKpitult*  from  the  non-conipetitive  lo  the  com* 
p«titive  liHt — a  racUcal  change  urged  liy  the  State  Coinmbsion  in 
Ltiriiicy»  and  believed  to  he  fraught  with  great  good  to  all  the  iustitu* 
mb  concerned.'* 

This  was  a  result  of  observations  made  by  many  of  those  who 
were  peculiarly  qualilied  to  speak  upon  the  subject.  It  was  not- 
ably true  of  physicians  who  had  been  employed  by  the  Civil 
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Service  Couiinission  t<»  pass  u|M>a  the  examination  papers 
ai»[jlieants  for  appointment.  They  were  pnmounood  in  favor 
the  competitive  plan. 

It  can  not  be  denied  that  a  uuijimty  uf  the  superinten<ients  o 
the  State  hospitals  were  opposed  to  the  change.  As  a  result  of 
experience,  three  of  these  superintendents  now  saj  that  they  are 
warmly  in  favor  of  the  present  method.  One  whose  oppr>sitioii 
was  particularly  a^nive  now  desires  that  the  change  be  incf»rpo- 
ratt*<l  \n  tlie  stiituTe*  so  as  to  make  sure  that  the  present  system 
will  continue. 

Whatever  ditferences  of  opinion  may  be  honestly  held  by  indi- 
viduak  regarding  the  value  of  the  Ci\iJ  iService  law,  probably  no 
one  will  dispute  that  the  non-competitive  system  was  evasive  and 
hence  mischievous  in  its  tendencies. 

There  is  much  misoonceptictn  still  j)re vailing  in  ixjgard  to  Xh 
effect  of  the  civil  service  regulations.  It  is  gi*avely  asserted  th 
hospital  employes  should  possess  certain  mental,  moral  and  oth 
qualifications,  aside  from  purely  scholastic  or  technical  knowl- 
edge, which  can  not  be  detennined  by  civil  service  examination* 
This  is  not  disputed,  but  jvcrsons  who  make  these  assertions  can 
hardly  be  aware  of  the  law  which  governs  these  appointments. 
There  is  not  a  wonl  which  provides  for  the  retention  of  any 
person  who  is  shown  to  lack  other  requisites.  Moreover^ 
apjjointnierits  are  made  from  the  eligible  list  f<ir  a  probationary 
pericMl,  and  the  superintendents  being  required  to  select  frO] 
such  lists  are  entirely  free  to  reject  a  person  so  ajipointed  if  he  i 
subsequen tly  found  tr»  be  unfitted  fcu'  the  service.  It  may  be  sta' 
for  the  iiifornuiti<m  of  those  who  are  unfamiliar  with  the  subj 
that  an  applicant  for  appointment  under  the  competitive  sys 
is  re<piired  to  sht»\v  gtxKl  character,  and  to  l)ring  amt'le  in  do 
ments  hi  this  regai-d.  He  is  also  required,  undur  the  rules  of  th 
department,  to  be  of  a  proper  age  and  to  have  had  a  reasonable 
degi*ee  of  experience,  before  he  can  be  eligible  for  examimitioii. 

The  Commission  would  recur  to  the  position  taken  by  it  in  pre- 
vious reports  as  to  the  division  of  responsibility  in  the  appoint- 
ment of  i>rticei-s  and  emj>loye8  in  the  public  hospitals  for  the 
insane.  It  feels  that  power  should  be  concentrated  in  order  to 
secure  the  best  results  in  these  institutions ;  that  the  managing 
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mi  sbouid  appoint  t)ie  superintendent  and  treasurer,  hut  that 
supori^t*^^dent  Hh»>uld  apjxjint  all  resident  otticers  and  sub- 
ordinate omployes  and  should  have  the  sole  power  of  discharging 
them.  In  evrery  instance  in  which  the  Commission  has  had  its 
.tenXUm  called  to  the  suhjeetund  where  niisgovernrnent  has  been 
to  exist,  it   li'is   biMMi    tnuM*;il»lt'    Uf   tliis   iiWin*  tlmn  tn  :inv

The  Commission  would»  therefore,  recommend  that  the  statute 

inendetl  so  as  to  provide  for  the  pro]*er  divis!<in  and  concen- 

i  <»f  responsibility  in  the  power  of  apjn  rintinent  and  diiicharge.

CHAPTEK  5. 
Houses  for  Attendants. 
le  experience  thus  far  had  in  the  matter  of  providijig  qu^u-ters 
for  tlie  accommodation  of  attendants  in  buddings  apart  from  tlie 
^anbt  or  hospital  buildings  proper,  would  seem  to  demonstrate 
\e  propriety  of  a  further  extension  of  the  system.  With  few 
exceptions  the  rooms  for  attendants  and  nurses  in  the  State  hos- 
litalis  are  immediately  on  the  wanls  and  usually  adjacent  to 
ttienU*  rooujs.  AVben  it  is  rememl)ered  that  tlie  duties  of  this 
ila9»  of  employes  require  them  to  remain  in  hnmediiite  contact 
with  the  insane  for  many  consecutive  liours  daily,  and  necessitAta 
submission  on  their  part  to  rigid  rules  of  discipline  and  constant 
introl  of  demeanor^  it  will  be  seen  that  whUe  on  duty  they  must 
of  necessity  be  under  constant  and  severe  stniin.  Hence  it  will 
bo  conceded^  both  as  a  matter  of  Justice  to  a  worthy  class  of 
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employes  and  in  the  interest  of  the  service,  tJiat  these  emplo^^es 
diouUl  be  provided  with  comfortable  quarters  quite  apart  frtjm 
the  wards,  thua  insuring  to  them  when  off  duty  that  undisturb* 
rost  and  quiet  which  is  so  essential  to  their  mental  and  physi< 
well  being. 

Then*  too»  by  providing  for  attenchints  and  certain  othei 
employes  ill  detached  buildings,  which  may  be  simple  in  chamctei 
and  eonipanitively  inex]>en8ive,  the  r<jom  space  now  occupied  bi 
attendants  will  be  available  for  patients,  thus  incresasing  thi 
capacity  of  the  hospitals  to  that  extent  and  at  a  less  |)er  capit 
cost  tiian  could  ntherwise  be  provided. 

Separate  buildings  have  been  prcjvided  for  attendants  at  the 
New  York  city  asylums  for  the  insane,  botii  at  Ward's  and 
Black  well's  islands,  and  are  now  in  sucxiessful  oj>eration.  The 
general  superintendent  informs  the  Commission  that  the  results 
are  already  inost  gratifying. 

YoY  the  reasons  above  givep,  the  Commission  would  *  recom- 
mend the  gratluai  extension  of   this  system  of  "attendant 
liomes"  at  the  State  hospitals. 


CHAPTER  6. 
Official  Visns  of  Commissioners. 

The  statute  under  whicfi  the  Commission  is  organized  provide 
that  its  members  shall  meet  with  the  managers  of  the  hospil 
and    crmsider    ijuestions    relating  to   the  government  of  th< 
institutions. 

Whatever  may  have  been  the  intention  of  the  framera  of 
statute,  the  Commission  has  found  it  exceetlingly  difficult  tocom^ 
ply  with  it.     Each  Commissioner  is  rec^uired  to  visit  etich  hospil 
at  least  twice  in  each  year,  and  each  may  visit  such  hospital 
company  with  his  associates  or  alone,  in   his  discretion.     As 
matter  of  fact,  it  is  exceedingly  difficult  for  the  Commissiom 
to  always  make  these  visits  together,  owing  to  the  fact  that  th^j 
live  at  great  distances  from  each  other  and  the  hospitals 
located  in  various  parts  of  the  State.     Furthermore,  in  order 
find  opportunity  for  the  performance  of  necessary  work,  aside 
from   that    of    visitation  —  that    is,    conferences,    office    work. 
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.—^  great  economy  of  time  becomes  inirts]>en8uble.  On 
W*  iAhoy  hand,  it  is  e(|ually  undeMrablc,  im  anybmly 
iving  tho  subj<*et  a  m*niiont's  reflection  wouhi  prolmbly 
limit,  f(»r  the  members  of  the  Oommij^siim  U»  send  word  in 
ilvance  to  eaeh  hospital  of  tlie  dute  of  their  visit,  in  order 
lAt    the    trniite»>8    and    mann^^ei'ti    might    meet    them    at    the 

ipiUil.      Moreover,     in     most     instane»»s     the     man.^igers     of 

$|>itabt  reside  in  dilTerent  |mrts  of  the  State,  many  of  whom  are 
•tively  engiipnl  in  business  pin^uitn.  They  serve  witlioiit  compen- 
itiim,  and  nfi  iwleqiuite  penalty  is  attached  if  they  fail  to  ap^war. 
[oreover.  it  is  questionable  whether  it  would  be  pn.>|>or,  excopt 

special  occasions,  to  send  word  in  advance  of  a  contemplated 
rbwU  although  this  has  lieen  done  in  some  instances,  because  it 
'ai(  dcMMued  necessary  to  see  the  superintendent.  But,  even 
kitting  the  propriety  of  sen<ling  word  in  a^lvance,  the  notice 

best  would  he  short;  and  whei*e  this  has  been  done,  it  has  been 
impf>ssible  to  see  more  than  a  very  small  number  of  the 
^ni  at  any  particular  hos]utal  at  one  time.  There  are  a 
iiderable  number  of  managers  whom  the  Commission  has  never 
lei  and,  so  far  as  the  otTieial  pniceedings  of  these  boards  show, 
line  of  the  maiuigers  rarely  attend  the  meetings  or  visit  the 
LOspitaL 

For  the  pur}»ose  of  endeavoring  to  overcome  this  difficulty,  the 
'ominis^ion,  on   Sej)teniber   i^,    1891*  sent    a  circular   to  each 
Inuinager  as  follows : 

Whkrkim,  The  statute  creating  the  State  Commi««ic»n  in  Lunacy 
|JWjttirtw  that  it  ''shall,  from  time  to  time,  meet  the  managors,  trnetees 
or  tt»|)onsiblc  nuthorities  of  each  institution,  or  as  many  of  the  nam- 
Wf  an  pnintii'idilp,  iu  conference,  and  consider  in  detiiil  all  quostioni*  of 
tnauajjKiuent  and  uf  improvement  of  their  respective  institutions;" 
'^"•^-  •'  TV-,  he  it 

(w/.  That  on  thf  seroinl  Thursday  eaeh  of  Nov»4Uiber  and  May 
*»ttm^ion  of  the  ConuniHsion  be  held  for  tlie  parposes  sot  forth  in  the 
Pn*aiulile  of  thin  n!Solijtion,  at  the  caj»itol  in  the  city  of  Albany,  unless 
^'tli^nvis©  ordoiTd,  and  that  the  managers,  trasteefi  or  respon^ibla 
••^thnritit*!*  of  eaeh  hospital  or  institution  for  the  care,  custody  or  treatr 
^•^at  of  the  insane  he  re<]ne8ted  lo  send  a  repref»entative  tliereto. 

In  adopting  this  resolution  it  was  believefl  that  it  woidd  meet  the 
^^\^  uf  the  managers  of  the  State  hospitals,  as  in  some  quarters 
29 
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exception  ha<l  been  taken  to  tlie  fact  that  such  confoi*ences  had  not! 
been  held.     The  matter  came  up  for  consideration  at  a  meetings 
of  the  managers  and  superijitendents  at  Binglianitrjn  in  October,^ 
1891.     A  resolution  was  tliere  adopttni   requesting  tbe  (Nniimis^j 
sion  to  meet  the  numjigers  at  the  State  hospitals  and  to  send' 
word  in  advance  in  each  instance,  the  claim  l>eing;  ufj^'wI  thatj 
the  views  of  the  Coiumissinn  wei'e  not  in  accord  with  the  intent  (*f^ 
the  statute.     The  Commission   feeling  that  it  conld  not  pi-c^per'ly 
accede  to  the  propi tuition  of  the  managei's  as  .set  forth  in  the 
resolution  referred  to,  woukl  here  express  the  hope  that  the 
Legislature  may  adopt  some  provision  which  will  <ihviate  this 
difficulty. 


CHAPTER    7. 

Maintenance. 

The  maintenance  or  support  of  the  insane  in  the  State  hoa-^ 
pitals  —  in  fact,  anywhere,  or  in  any  institution  ^  is  the  point 
around  wJiich,  heretofore  at  least,  all  other  questions  and  interoBta 
relating  to  the  care  of  the  insane  have  revolved.     I'])  to  with) 
a  recent  period,  the  question  htis  liecn  largely  one  of  cost,  an< 
the  light  of  hninanitv  and  of  true  economy  has  shown   over 
subject  only  in  dim  perspective.     The  cost  of  raiitntenance,  often"^ 
regarded  by  superhcial  and  unreHecting  minds  iis  excessive,  ha«l 
kept  multitudes  of  honest  and  industrious  people,  wbf>  through 
no  fault  nf  tlieir  own  liecanie  insaup,  in  places  sometimes  scarcely 
suthcient  for  tfie  projter  care  and  treatment  <»f  animals,  enduring- 
nakedness,   squalor^   neglect   and   tilth,   denitnl    the   c*>mmonest 
privileges,  and  sup|>lied  with  only  the  barest  necessities  of  life. 
From  the  time  of  the  passage  of  the  lirst  State  <'are  Act,  for  a 
period  of  nearly  fifty  years,  it  residted  in  the  enforccil  legal 
recognition   of  ''  incurability/'  and   compelled   the   removal   of  j 
unfortunates  who  were  obliged  to  live  at  public  charge,  fromj 
State  hospitals  to  county  pooi'-h(nises  where  they  must  undergo 
the  ordinary  care  of  the  pauper.     All  this  was  a  r-esult  of  unen- 
lightened selfishness.     Upon  no  other  theory  can  this  singidarly 
disastrous,  unfortunate  and  inhumane  policy  be  explained  ;  in  fact 
the  truth  of  this  conclusion  has  never  been  successfullv  contro- 
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verte^l.  In  all  the  arguments  that  have  been  made  ii]x>n  the  sub- 
|pci  during  the  whole  of  this  period,  it  has  not  been  claimed  to  be 
lything  else.  Economy  of  cost  was  the  watchword,  with  little 
or  no  reganl  to  the  hitmane  aspects  of  the  subject. 

The  passage  of  the  second  State  Care  Act,  in  1865,  was  the 
embodiment  in  law  of  a  more  humane  and  a  more  truly  eco- 
nomic fHilicy ;  liut  the  light  was  not  yet  sufficient  to  admit  of  a 
full  discernment  of  the  real  re(|uirements,  so  that  a  quarter  of  a 
oentnry  more  was  seeded  to  }>ring  about  a  change  in  methods, 
which  with  more  or  less  of  aggravation  had  continued  since  the 
foundation  of  the  government,  although  it  is  Init  truth  to  say 
that  a  slow  and  gradual  progress  had  been  maintained  from  the 
beginning. 

In  the  conside!*ation  of  this  question  humanity  should  have  the 
tirst  plac«,  hut  it  may  \n\  fri'cly  rwhnittwl  that  tlio  economical 
Ride  of  the  4picstio!i  most  iiLst>  have  a  pi'ominent  place.  There- 
fore,  it  t'nllows  tJiat  the  |K>licy  which  will  secure,  lirst  of  all, 
everything  that  is  ess*?ntial  iu  [n'o[>er  care  and  treatment  and  at 
the  same  time  will  limit  exjieuditures  to  such  sums  a^s  the  truest 
eeoiupiny  fi»r  the  State  iua>'  suggest  ought  Uy  be  pursued.  In 
this,  as  in  otlier  lir-auches  nf  the  State  government,  constiint 
watchfulness  is  reijaireil  in  order  that  extravagant  tendencies 
may  be  kept  in  check. 

It  should  he  clearly  borne  in  mind  what  maintenance  implies. 
Broadly  regarded  it  inchrd(*s  I'ckkI,  elotfiing,  me<lical  atteudanoe, 
wages,  fuel  and  lights,  ordinary  repaii-s  io  buildings  and  e<iuij> 
ment,  traveling  expenses  <if  otticers  and  managers,  in  short, 
everything  ex[)ended  in  and  about  the  care  and  treatment  of  the 
insane,  exclusive  of  the  cost  of  new  buildings  and  furniture  and 
extraonlinarv  repairs.  .IVIucli  misconception  has  existed  in 
regjird  to  this  matter,  DilFerent  methods  of  estimating  this  cost 
have  been  adopted  in  dilTerent  institutions.  For  example,  in 
some  it  included  officei's'  salaries,  while  in  others  this  item  is 
omitted.  It  is  clear,  however,  that  what  is  demanded  for  the 
information  of  the  Legislature  and  the  public  is  the  total  cost 
inclusive  of  everything,  with  the  exceptions  above  noted. 

Previous  to  the  passage  of  the  third  State  Care  Act,  in  1890, 
the  law   on   this   subject,    which    had    remained    substantially 
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unchanged  since  the  organization  of  the  Utica  State  Hospital, 
was  as  follows : 

**The  price  to  be  paid  for  keeping  the  poor  or  ajiy  iH^rsim  in  iiuhj^t'iit 
circiimFlanees  in  iho  aFyhim  Rlxall  he  ftnnuallv  fixed  hy  the.  nianajfei 
and  shall  not  exceed  the  aetnal  eost  of  support,  and  attendanrt\  exrJtisiv^ 
of  otfieers*  fialaries. 

Under  this  mischievously  flexible  st^atute,  it  will  he  readily  seen 
that  the  only  limit  to  the  cost  of  thesuppfirt  of  the  insane  was  the 
discretion  vested  in  the  local  l)oard  of  trustees.     Ko  restrictioni 
whatever  were  ]>laced  upon  them.     If  a  majority  of  any  partieuh 
board  happened  to  he  extravagant,  careless  or  iTri]>rovident,  th< 
the  expenses  would  rise  to  an  undue  height.     On  the  contrary 
when  the  opposite    tendencies   existed   the  cost  wfiulrl  fall  hclo^ 
what  it  pro]>crly  should  have  been,  which,  however,  is  lielieved 
have   seldom    happened.    Thus  oppoi-tunity    was    furnislied  foi 
abuses  in  both  directions.     It  is  Ijelieved  tlint  tins  has  been  tl 
basis   of  much  of  the  occasiitnal  well-grounded  criticism  of  th< 
management  of  the  State   hos|>itals.     The    prices    lixe<l  must  h 
paid  by  the  counties,  the  law  aifording  them  no  discretion  hut  U 
send  certain  of  their  insane  to  these  institutions  and  compellii 
tliem  to   maintain    them    there    at   varying   ]>rices    fixed  hy  t\\\ 
respective  boards  i)f  managei*s.     Moreover,  it  slionld  he  borne  h 
mind  that  the  prices  fixed  did  not  include  all   the  charges.     Fc 
example,    in    most    of    these    institutions    clothing,    Vireaka^ 
huriid   exjienses  and   various  othei*  items    were    added   to  thi 
hills  presented  to  the   counties,  thus  running  the  c<>st  up  to 
disproportionate  figure. 

ITowever,  so  h>ng  as  there  was  hntone  State  hospital — a  perio( 
of  nearly  twenty-five  years— the  evil  etTect  of  this  statnte  did  m

begin  to  be  ajipreciiited.  It  was  not  perceived  or  realized  iintl 
aft^rthe  establishment  of  the  second  so-called  "  acute''  hospital 
1870  ;  for  the  ffpening  of  the  Willar*!  State  Hospital  for  "  chronic'*' 
insane  was  an  economic  expeilient  resorted  tofor  as|>ecial  pur]>ose 
and  did  not  afford  any  basis  of  comparison  as  to  cost  with  the 
management  of  an  *' acute"  hospital.  Moi-eover,  as  the  number 
of  State  hospitals  for  "acute"*  patients  increased,  the  objection- 
able results  were  magnified. 
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is  interesting,  as  \rell  as  curious,  to  note  the  comparatiTe 
of  matntentince  in  the  fr>nnerly  so-calle^l  a^ute  asyhmis  for 
the  iiiJMinf,  iiaiiiely,  at  Uticxi^  Pi ui^a^hkeepsie,  MidcUetown  and  Buf- 
falo, The  care  aiul  treatment  of  the  insiine  in  each  of  these 
institutiona  was  conducted  on  the  so-called  curative  basis.  They 
rec^^iveiJ  presumably  only  '*  acute'*  cases.  They  transferred  at 
pleasure  so-called  "incurable''  patients  to  the  "chronic-'  asylums, 
AJid  thereffire  the  expt^nditures  might  fairly  l>e  expected  to  be 
substantially  eijual.     Tlie  rue<lieal  officc^rs  of  each  of  these  insti- 

is,  ^vith  the  exoei>tiun  <»f  Middletcnvn,  liad   receivml  their 

, liigat  or  had  grown  up  in  the  traditi*jns  of  the  old  Ttica 

State  Lunatic  Asyluni.  In  fact,  tlie  whole  conduct  of  these 
kter  h(>8[iitals  was  largely  mcxleled  after  that  institution.  One 
of  the  most  ubvnous  conehisions  in  relation  to  this  subject  is  that, 
lui  the  number  of  fiatients  increases  the  cost  i)f  maintenance 
ftliouhl  dec!rease;  and  an  ecpially  natural  inference  would  be  that 
thu^*  institutions  favoretl  with  the  greatest  quantity  of  tillable 
lAnd    should    ?*Ik)W    a    pro|>orti(mate   decrease   in   expend itui*es, 

tlie  existence  of  these  cnnditions  seems  to  have  fxprristnl 

or  no  iaHuence  in  the  determination  of  results.

Theso  figures  arc^  liiglil.V  instructive  and  suggestive.  But  one 
illusti'ation  n<^ed  be  pointed  out,  namely,  the  Buffalo  Stat^j  IIos]>ita]. 
This  institution  ha<l  the  smallest  number  of  patients  and,  with  one 
ex(;epti(>n,  the  fewest  acres  of  tillable  land,  but  its  per  c<a])ita  cost  of 
maintenance  is  the  lowest,  whereas,  according  to  the  acceptinl  rule, 
its  cost  of  maintenance  should  be  considerably  in  excess  of  all  the 
others.  Nobody  who  is  ac<]uainted  with  the  subject  will  for  an 
instant  pn^tend  that  the  care  and  treatment  afforded  to  ])atients 
at  the  TUiffah)  State  Hospital  wa^in  any  respect  below  that  given 
at  any  of  tJu^  others,  and  yet  here  is  a  difference  in  cost  so  wide 
as  to  be  remarkable.  Moreover,  this  institution  is  compelled  to 
buy  neai'ly  all  of  its  vegetable  su[)plies  in  city  markets.  Its  land 
is  of  iK)or  (juality,  difKcult  to  cultivate,  and  only  a  very  limited 
([uantity  of  ve<:;(^tabl(;  products  can  be  raised,  the  soil  being 
pi-actically  a  bed  of  clay.  The  Commission  regrets  that  it  is  com- 
pel hnl  to  make  what  might  ap])ear  to  be  an  invidious  com])arison 
showing  economy  of  management  in  one  institution  over  others 
of  the  same  class ;  but  it  deems  it  important  to  call  the  attention 
of  the  Legislature  to  the  matter. 
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In  cjonnection  with  tliis  topic  the  following  table,  made  up 
from  data  funaished  by  institutions  of  other  States,  is  interesting. 
It  shows,  if  an\'thing  more  were  required  to  emphasize  the 
necessity  of  a  i*eform  in  this  direction,  that  either  one  of  two 
cx>nchisions  must  be  reached  :  First,  either  that  the  institutions 
of  tbe  State  of  Kew  Yoi-k  are  extravagantly  managod,  or  that 
the  standard  of  care  in  institutions  nanietl  in  this  table,  is  below 
what  it  should  l)e.  This  can  not  be  successfully  shown,  it  is 
believed,  in  any  instance.

For  years  tliis  matter  hius  l>een  fitfully  the  subject  of  official 
attention.  In  1879  Coraptroller  Olcott  made  it  the  snbject  of 
official  investigation  and  arrived  at  the  conelnsion  that  very 
decided  reforms  iu  this  direction  were  needed.  The  substance 
of  his  views  was  as  follows  : 

Ftrst.  That  all  rei*eipts  of  iustitiititms  should  be  paid  into  the  State 
treasury;  iliat  apprt)priation8  siifliciently  larj^e  to  cover  all  other 
exfierifioy  shinild  be  made  t<»  he  ailvaneed  by  t!ie  Comptroller  npon 
monthly  estiujates. 

Se^OTfd.  That  all  annual  appropriation  should  be  estimated  for  and 
ftuliniitted  to  a  cent  ml  IjojuhI,  and  tliat  said  board  should  exainine  said 
estimates  and  certify  the  amount  ueeded  hy  each  institution  to  the 
lA»g^islature,  nnd  that  no  appnij/nntious  should  be  made  for  any  p«r- 
po8e  exeept  those  bo  certitie^l. 

Thirtl.  Makiuij  it  the  duty  id*  the  central  hoartl  to  reipdrt*  of  the 
inntittttious  an  annual  report,  clasHitied  as  to  the  iteniij  of  expense  and 
reeeipts,  eovering  Murh  details  as  the  board  mit^ht  di'eni  wisej  al»o  a 
6tateuient  of  the  quantity  and  prices  of  the  various  articles  used. 
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In  18B3  a  select  committee  appointed  by  the  Senate  of  1880-81 
let  investigate  tlie  condition  of  tiie  asylums,  composed  of  Senators 
Willmm  B.  Wcw^iclin,  Charles  A.  Fowler  ami  Edmund  L.  Pitts 
(Senate  Documenitj,  vol.  ♦!,  No,  68),  in  their  rejw)!*!,  among  other 
tiiiiigs,  stated  as  follows  :

In  England  tbis  commissiuu  lias  existed  between  tbirty 
and  forty  yearn,  and  it  hafl,  in  tliat  time,  wrought  many  cbangtfit  aod 
instituted  many  vabi;d>le  reforms  in  spite  of  8Ui»erintcndente  and 
oftircr*  of  asyliiniSj  '^^bo  at  first  were  jealous  of  any  interference.

is  at  all  acquainted  with  the  management  of  the  State 

[s  at  this  time,  will  hardly  claim  that  since  this  statute  has 

jh  in  operation  the  insane  have  not  been   as  well  cared  for  as 

lerly ;  that  they  have  not  been  supplied  with  as  much   food, 

igpod  quality,  or  that  their  clothing  has  not   been  sufficient 

ith  quantity  and  ijuality.     Only  one  instanc-e  need  be  cited 

prove  the  truth  of  this  claim.     At  the  Willanl  State  Hospital 

to  the  passage  of  this  statute,  the  annual  per  capita 

of  clothing  was  ten  dollars  and  eight  cents.     During  the  past 

this  cost   has  dropped  to  eight  doUai^  and  seventy -eight 

The  saving  must  be    attributed    to   more    economical 
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methods  and  to  the  further  fact  that  each  patient  upon  his  dis- 
charge is  not  permitted  to  carry  away  all  the  clothing  which  had 
been  furnished  at  the  expense  of  the  county.  In  some  instances 
it  was  found  that  public  patients  had  on  hand  upward  of  twelve 
suits  of  under  and  outer  clothing.  Kow,  upon  the  discharge  of  a 
patient,  the  extra  clothing  which  has  been  providefl,  and  practi- 
(ially  is  novr  being  paid  for  by  the  State,  is  savetl  for  the  use  of 
others  —  a  practice  in  no  wise  objectionable. 

How  great  this  saving  to  the  public  has  been  is  shown  by  the 
following  comparison : 

Utica  State  Hospital,  weekly  per  capita  cost  for  1890,  four 
dollars  and  eighty-three  cents ;  weekly  per  capita  cost  for  1891, 
four  dollare  and  sixty -eight  cents;  a  difference  of  fifteen  cents, 
which  represents  an  annual  saving  upon  a  daily  average  number 
of  786  patients  of  $6,130.80. 

Hudson  Kiver  Stat-e  Hospital,  w^eekly  per  capita  cost  for  1890, 
five  dollars   and  fifty-eight  cents ;  |5er  capita,  cost  for  1891,  fivi 
dollars  and  thirty-three  cents;  a  difference  of   twenty-five  cen 
which  represents  an  annual  saving  upon  a  daily  average  numb 
of  7.33  patients  of  $9,529. 

Middletown  State  Homa^opathic  Hospital,  weekly  per  capita 
cost  for  189(»,  six  dollars  and  three  cents;  per  capita  cost  for  1891, 
five  dollars ;  a  difference  of  one  dollar  and  three  cents,  which 
represents  an  annual  8a\nng  upon  a  daily  average  number  of  709 
patients  of  $37,973.94. 

Buffalo  State  Ho*spital,  weekly  i>er  capita  cost  for  1890,  four 
dollai*s  and  seventy-two  cents;  per  capita  cost  for  1891,  four 
dollars  and  fifty-three  cents;  a  difference  of  nineteen  cents, 
which  represents  an  annual  saving  upon  a  daily  average  number 
of  509  patients  of  $5,082.92. 

With  the  present  facilities  of  transportation  the  differences 
in  the  cost  of  maintenance  at  the  respective  State  hospitals  can  not 
be  explaine<l  on  the  ground  of  locality.  Nor  can  they  be 
accounted  for  on  the  ground  of  any  material  difference  in  the 
standard  of  care  maintained  in  the  several  institutions,  for  that 
standard  varies  in  no  essential  particular. 

But  it  is  believed  that  a  full  reform  can  not  be  effected   in 
direction  until  either,  first,  all  of  the  money  received  by  th" 
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|Mt4il8  i»  pau&i  into  the  Stntf*  trfusury  and  a]¥|HH»|>riaied  hv  thu 
frfegwJjiture,  to  he  exj«?n(le(l  upon  inmitlily  estimates,  a«  i^  now 
tbt' «ts«»  wHlj  all  ivtiier  institiitiiitiH  sn|i|K>rtefl  liy  tho  Stiit*';  op, 
ae(*oad^  that  no  t'Xpendi Lures  Ik"  niado  except  up«»ri  ih'«ni/rd 
estunaten  to  bo  apjtrovecl  monthly  hy  the  Com | )i roll n 

Eithiir  of  the  foregoing  conditions  could  hardly  fail  to  i*esultin 

most  important  sjivin^.     It  would  eiudile  the  chief  Uniincial 

icer  of  the  iStiite  to  tnake  intelligcru  ciMTiparisons  in  the  cost 
necessity  of  tljo  articles  to  he  furnislu«<l  and  tii  olijeot  in 
ndvance  to  unnecessary  ex]wnditu res.  For  example,  during  the 
past  fiscal  year,  by  reference  to  the  s])ecial  re]»orts  furnished  by 
the  State  hohpitals  and  to  the  cfmiijarative  suitiinary  at  the  end 
of  tlK»se  re)K>rt«,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  price  paid  for  fi*esh  lieef 
varies  in  uunie  ctises  as  much  as  two  and  a  half  cents  ])er  |>onndy 
and  that  ajs  great  or  greater  differences  exist  in  the  ]irice  paid 
fur  many  other  articles.  It  is  certain  that  siich  variatiims  wtmld 
attnict  the  attention  of  the  <'4>]iipt  roller,  and  th;ii  [»i"oprr  remedies 
would  he  found  and  applied. 

When  all  of  the  ]>uhlic  insiine  become  a  charge  u[ion  the  State 
thiji  reform  ia  inevitable,  and,  therefore,  there  is  no  Moccjisitv 
tor  a  postjKjnament  of  the  time  when  it  shall  take  effect. 

But  since  this  statute  fixing  the  uniform  price  to  be  charged  to 
ciamties  t-ook  effect*  at»propriatiuns  for  ileticiencies  in  mainte- 
nance have  been  asked  by  certain  of  the  State  hospitals.  While 
tile  co«t  f»f  maintenance  has  been  somewhat  reduced,  it  h\m  not 
\n  equalized,  and  hence  tht^se  applications  for  deficiency,  in 
ition  to  wliich  it  Is  pro])er  that  the  Commission  shtaild  static 
views. 

In  the  case  of  the  St.  Lawrence  State  Hospital,  by  reason  of 
its  recent  organization  and  the  comparatively  small  number  of 
paiientft,  it  is  inevitable  that  a  ileficiency  should  exist. 

In  the  Bingham  ton  State  Hospital,  even  under  the  old  system, 
there  has  t)een  a  <leficiency  for  years.  This  \\  as  made  necessary 
hy  operation  of  the  former  law  which  recpiired  that  the  price  trt 
be  charged  to  counties  should  be  the  same  as  that  charged  at  the 
Willaixl  State  IIos]>ital,  which  hail  a  much  larger  population  and 

irger  acreage.     Nocessarily,  w  ith  half  the  number  of  patients 
md  lacking  the  same  facilities,  the  cost  of  maintenance  won  hi 
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exc^d  timt  oi  tlie  fi^nnor  hiKtitution.  Bingbaraton  cnn tains  but 
a  small  ]>eiM*eiitage  of  |iatients  recently  atlmitttMl,  nearly  all  of 
tbem  liaving  been  there  for  three  years  or  over,  and  thereby 
coming  witliin  tbe  class  for  which,  under  the  sliding  scale  of 
charges  established  pursuant  to  the  State  Care  Act  aji<i  wliich 
mnat  be  maintained  until  the  State  aasumog  the  entire  cost  of 
maintenance,  only  two  dollars  and  lifty  cents  per  week  can 
ri'criveiL  In  consetjiience,  the  margin  that  would  be  sufficient  a* 
other  hospitals  does  not  suHice  at  I>inghaint<in  ;  yet,  it  is  true  tliat 
since  this  scale  of  charges  was  estal>lished,  the  defioiency  at 
Ringhamton  is  no  larger  than  it  was  under  the  former  systom. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  of  the  former  so-called 
** acute"  hos|)itals  operating  under  this  sliding  scale  of  prices,  a 
(U^ficiency  w?is  asked  by  the  Tluds^m  River  Stutc  Hospital  ahino. 
The  Mulfalo,  the  Middletown,  and  the  Utica  Strata  Ilosjutals 
were  ai»]c  to  ]>ropeHy  nuiititain  themselves  at  the  prices  recciveil. 
Tliisyearan  appropriation  for  <K4icioury  lia-s  been  again  iiske<l  in 
theeasiMjf  the  Hudson  River  State  Hospital.  Tbe  ronuuission 
feels  that  as  U\  this  institution  an  appropriiition  for  this  pur]>ose 
is  unnect'SsarVt  as  its  cost  of  nuiintcnancc  is  exceptionally  liigb 
in  comparison  with  IhilTalo  and  Ptica,  where  the  amount  of  l«iid 
is  conn>ai*atively  limited. 

TJiit  assufuing  that  a  proper  standard  of  cai^  and  treatment  of 
the  insjvnt^  should  necessitate  eaeli  year  a  small  a|i]u*f)priation  f(*r 
deticiency,  the  C'i)mmission  believes  that  it  wouli!  be  far  better  that 
the  present  nietluxl  should  continue  than  that  a  ivturn  to  the  old 
system,  as  eainiestly  requested  fjy  the  boanl  of  managers  i>f  the 
lluds4»u  River  8tate  IJospitah  should  be  hatl.  As  j)ointed  ou 
almve^  the  sure  conseijuenc^  of  a  return  ti)  that  sysU^m  would 
extmvaganco  and  waste. 

In  any  event,  whatever  deliciencies  may  iiri.se,  ihi'v  are  to  l>e 
paid  out  of  the  State  treasury  ami  are  w  lesser  [uiblic  bunh.*Q  then 
when,  as  heretofore,  borne  by  the  several  counties ;  in  either  case 
the  cost  must  come  out  of  the  proceetls  of  public  taxation 

llie  propriety  and  equity  of  each  county  paying  the  s;uiie  \n*r 
capitn  sum  for  tlie  care  of  its  public  insane  patients  would  baiHlly 
seem  Uy  admit  of  dispute.  It  was  the  previous  inequality  and 
injustice  of  the  charge  to  different  counties  which  contributed 
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ises  which  «■(  ^mi.-  time  tljiriJi'nr.i  tc.  !»reak 
up  liie  gtw>d  results  already  attained  and  to  make  necessary 
a  rotara  to  the  old  ct»utitv  care  system.  Xo  reasons  could 
l>o  ;idvarire<i  whirh  would  satisfy  these  counties  of  the  justice  nf 
fdsu^h  [Kirtii'ular  hospital  fixing  its  owr»  ratos  to  suit  its  own  idejis 
oi  Its  necesnities.  Moreover,  it  vva.s  not  to  Ik>  wondered  at  that, 
seeing  tlie  wide  discropencies  that  existed  between  a  sinuliar 
class  of  State  inKtitntionis,  the  countiei  shouht  cont'lUde  tliat  no 
ooudcience  could  he  j>iace<l  in  the  staloinents  put  forth,  and  that 
tfad  charges  might  Ik?  excessive,  thua  abiding  strength  to  the 
iMsliaf  that  the  counties  might  und*jrtake  to  properly  care  for  their 
ic  at  much  less  rates  than  those  that  were  paid  U\  the  State. 

'8ince  the  passage  of  the  tJnrd  State  Care  Act,  j^nd  the 
complete  removal  of  the  public  insane  from  some  of  the  c<^iunties 
lo  Ktate  C4tro,  it  ha^  been  clearly  shown  that  the  published  State 
Act  rates  at  which  many  county  authorities  clair!ie<l  tolmve 
li  for  their  so-<'iilled  chronic  insane  were  very  wide  of  the 
mark. 

VV^hen   it  is  consideretl   that,  excepting  the  counties  t»f   Aew 

n*k  and  Kingn,  there  is  hut  one  of  the  exemjjted  counties 
leenit)  where  the  cost  of  maintenance  of  the  insane  an»l  the 
paupers  is  not  inextrical^ly  mixed  together,  it  is  not  easy  to  see 
how  any  reliable  determiTuitioti  of  the  rjiiestion  of  eost  could  have 
l>€»en  given  out,  much  less  how  attyone  could  seriously  claim,  bb 
was  dune  in  some  cases,  that  the  cost  of  caring  for  insane 
inmatecs  of  ccmuty  i>oor-houses  diil  not  exceed!  one  dollar  and 
Eft*Mm  cents  |K*r  week.  The  fallacy  of  this  claim  nuiy  be  shown 
Uy  citing  two  cases  of  r€*cent  revehition.  The  insane  poor  of 
Clinton  and  Lewis  counties  have  jdl  lieeti  removed  to  the  8t. 
Lawrence  State  Uospital  On  intpiiry  from  reliable  sources  and 
after  a  careful  investigation,  it  was  found  that,  as  to  Clinton 
county,  the  actual  per  cajnta  cost  of  maintaining  its  insane  pf>or 
prior  to  removal  from  the  county  alms-house  was  nearly  tive 
dollars  per  week ;  while  a^  to  Lewis  county  it  was  two  dollars 
and  forty-eight  cents  per  week. 

Since  the  third  State  ( 'are  Act  went  into  partial  effect  on  Octo- 
ber 1,  1890,  the  counties  have  paid  for  the  support  of  their  public 
in^ne  in  State  hospitals  according  to  the  rates  Hxefl  by  the  com- 
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nussi(ni,  namely,  tour  dollars  and  twenty-five  cents  for  the  first 
three  years  of  continuous  custcnly  and  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents 
for  any  period  in  excess  of  that  time  —  these  rates  to  include,  as 
above  stated,  all  items  whatsoever  that  could  properly  be  charged 
to  maintenance.  Under  the  o]>eration  of  these  mtes,  many 
counties  have  claimed  that  they  were  paying  largely  in 
excess  of  what  they  previously  paid  under  the  varying 
rates  (ixed  by  the  State  hospitals,  in  addition  to  the  "  extras  "  for 
clothing,  breakage,  etc.  It  is  rjither  curious  to  note,  however, 
that  in  some  instances  the  Stat«  hospitals  claim  exactly  the 
I'everse  of  this  proposition,  namely,  that  they  are  receiving  less 
income  than  und^r  the  old  system.  Both  allegations  can  not  be 
true ;  on^  one  side  or  the  other  there  must  be  error.  For  the  pur- 
pose of  procuring  some  definite  information  ui)on  this  subject,  the 
(>>mmission  a<ldressed  the  following  letter  to  the  treasurer  of 
each  county :

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Such  returns  as  lutve  beon  received  —  the  Conmiission  \\k%  no 
power  to  coii»])el  the  furnishing  of  infonnaticjn  by  county 
ti^xi^urers  —  show  suhstantially  tfiat  no  consiilariible  ohauge  has 
taken  f>lace;  the  counties  are,  as  the  t'ommission  estimated 
bef<jre  the  ]>rices  were  Hxod,  paying  praetieally  the  same  as  they 
had  previously  ])aid.  It  may  be  added  tliat  in  very  few  cases 
ha8  the  ftuni  now  ]>aid  been  sh(»wn  to  !)e  in  excess  of  tJiat 
formerly  paid,  while  in  very  many  instances  it  is  fuateriaJly  le^s, 
Tho  thinl  Stete  Care  Act,  passed  in  I89<>,  provido<l  that  upon 
fidJillment  of  certain  conditions  which  are  contemplated  in 
A  act,  the  State  shall  assume  the  entire  cost  of  tlie  8U])]K>rt  of 
insjine  poor. 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  state  tliat  this  principle  is  beiniir 
>gnized  and  folio we<i  in  other  States  of  the  Union,

apjM'opriatiiin  for  the  ssupjx>rt  of  its  public  insane  for  the  year 
beginning  June  1,  l8iU^  of  ?S5o,(»00,  the  sum  appropriate*)  to  be 
paid  the  State  institutions  in  quarterly  papuents. 

In  Wyoming^  chapter  l»:?,  <»f  the  Laws  (jf  ISIH,  provides  tiiat  all 
pablic  patients  are  to  be  maintained  by  a  State  tax  of  three-

No  apjiropriatioM  for  the  erection  of  buildings  under  the 
State  Care  Act  of  180D»  vva^;;  made  until  the  foUowmg  year. 
(Laws  of  1S*>1,  cluiptvr  1>1.)  The  appropriation  then  made  wai» 
based  upon  estimates  furnLshe<i  by  the  Commission,  of  the 
accoratnodations  retjiiired  for  the  niunber  of  patients  who  would 
lie  in  cnstody  Januaru  1,  189^,  exclusive  of  the  accommodations 
which  would  be  furnished  out  of  a])])ropriatiDns  already  miide^ 
and  inclusive  of  the  old  State  Asylum  IVu*  Insane  Criminals,  at 
Aobnra,  which  it  >vas  believed  would  be  vacated  by  or  befo; 
that  time.  It  was  expected  that,  if  the  appropriation  were 
made^  it  would  be  made  in  time  for  the  completion  of  the  build- 
ings by  that  date.  The  appropriation,  however,  was  made  so 
late  in  the  season,  and  so  much  difficulty  was  experiencetl  under 
the  statute  in  the  preparation  and  ap]>roval  of  plans,  which  has 
been  adverted  to  elsewhere  —  the  statute  as  well  as  gocnl  faith  ^ 
requiring  that  these  buildings  should  be  erected  and  furnishtxl 
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within  the  cost  named  in  ihe  statute  —  that  the  time  will  have

From  the  fore^jrdiTijLT,  it  will  readily  Im'  sjm.'u  tiuu  ih*'  cerriju.-aie 
diretitt.HJ  to  l>e  miide  coidtl  not  be  tiled  in  time  to  permit  of  the 
estimates  being  ma^le  l»y  the  Comptroller,  as  i^etjuired  in 
section  12,  for  the  8up[K^rt  by  the  State  of  the  public  insane  for 
the  year  beginning  October  1,  1HI>2,  because  at  the  time  the  certi* 
fieate  should  have  been  tiled,  it  could  not  be  iletemiiniKl  that 
**  the  accommodations  are  sufficient  within  the  purvnew  of  tliis 
dection^' (12),  It  follows  that,  strictly  within  the  terms  of  the 
statute,  the  Legislature  at  its  present  s<»ssion  will  not  be  requir -f 
to  make  an  appropriation  **  for  the  support  of  the  insane/' 

Tlie  Commission  lui^  prepai*ed  with  much  care  estimates  of  the 
cost  of  maintenance  of  the  insane  jioor  of  all  tbe  counties  of 
the  State,  with  the  exception  of  ^ew  York  and  Kings,  for  the 
year  beginning  October  1,  ISVH.  In  determining  this  cost,  the 
estimates  have  had  as  their  basis  the  present  per  capita  cogt  in 
the  State  hospitals,  exclusive  of  St.  l^iwrence,  which  has  a  small 
number  of  patients  and  is  not  fully  organized. 

The  following  table  shows  the  weekly  \yev  capita  cost,  the 
daily  average  ]>o])ulation,  and  the  income  for  the  year  ending 
September  30,  l^Ul.

At  this  rate  the  average  yearlv  per  capita  cost  per  [latiefn 
$2HltJi8,  or  sS^^.Oii  pi?r  week.  Th©  income  from  private  paths 
during  that  year  was  $inr»,X(i(h52*  which  muBt  be  dedua 
frtim  the  total  of  1^,222,386.40,  thus  reducing  the  yearly 
capita  cost  to  the  ^UiU*  t^:»  ^195..s3,  or  a  weeldy  jier  capita 
of  three  dollai*s  and  seventy-seven  cents  for  ail  [mtients  of 
public  chass;  but  it  maybe  assumed  that  the  income  from  priv 
patients  will  Iw  reduced  somewhat.  If  it  is  estimated  to 
exceed  seven  dolUirs  ]ier  week,  or  .^:^^U  [)eryear,  the  income  t< 
derived  frojo  the  daily  average  population  of  such  private  pati€ 
(441)  would  amount  to  8100,524,  which  would  raise  the  yearlv 
capita  cost  slightly,  the  sum  being  $197,  or  a  weekly  per  CQJ 
cost  or  three  dollars  and  seventy-eight  cents. 

It  is  not  likely  that  the  numlier  of  private  patients  cared  foi 
Stfxte  hospitals  will  fall  below  the  present  figure,  and  as*  the  St 
may  prt»]jerly  admit  such  cases  as  can  pay  a  moderate  sam 
their  own  sup]X)rt,  seven  dollnrs  per  week  is  believeil  to  ho  a 
average  price  to  be  chaj-ged. 

The  Ct>mnnssion  lias  estimated  the  per  capita  cost  of  mail; 
nance  at  not  to  exceetl  three  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  week 
$ls*2,  fM^r  year,  this  sum  being  only  fourteen  dollars  less  per  ana 
than  the  actual  per  capita  cost  at  the  ]>resent  time  to  the  Sti 
hospitals,  after  making  the  deduction  for  the  income  from  priv 
pritients.  which  cost  in  the  State  liosjiitals  the  Coniniissi 
believes  can,  without  hnvering  the  standanl  of  care  and  tr« 
ment,  l)e  reduced  to  the  estimated  sum.  Moreover,  it  must 
borne  in  mind  that,  whenever  the  State  assumes  this  oost,  t 
money  can  only  be  pa'id  out  on  monthly  estimates  and  vouch 
submitted  to  and  a])proved  by  the  Comptroller,  which  com 
can  hardly  fail  to  materially  lessen  the  present  outlay*

tbe  c<»ut]tit»s,  but  wiiu  reaUy  are  supported  by  friends 
relatives.  Thu  arrangement  m  made  for  Uie  purpose  of  pro- 
curing tlie  benefit  of  low  rates  charged  to  counties.  FriencU 
and  relatives  make  an  airtingement  with  the  snperintecdent 
of  llie  poor  to  reimburse  the  eounty,  many  |)ersons5  apparently 
seeing  no  impropriety  in  subjecting  either  their  friends  or 
relatives  to  whatever  gtigma — and  it  is  to  Ije  regretted  that  fvny 
stigma  whatever  should  attach  to  such  unfortunate  ]>ersons  —  may 
come  from  the  fact  of  these  patients  l»eing  a  ]uiblic  charge. 
Pains  have  been  taken  by  the  CommlHsion  to  ascertain  the 
nunil)er  of  tliis  class.  Returns  to  inquiries  sent  out  to  the  various 
superintendents  of  the  po<»r  in  the  State,  and  in formati<»u derived 
from  other  sources  satisfy  the  ( ■onimission  that  400  is  a  muleiute 
estimate  of  the  number  of  such  ]>ersons.  It  is  believed,  however, 
thatunder  the systemof  State  care.  whereoflicei*s  of  theState  would 
have  no  interest  in  indulging  tlie  parsimony  and  avuriciousneaa 
of  rehitives,  tlie  number  of  self-aupj>urting  patierits  wouitl  be  con- 
idderably  increased,  as  means  would  be  taken  to  discover  all  such 
relatives  as  were  able  to  support  their  friends,—  it  is  believed 
there  is  a  considerable  number  of  such  ^and  to  compel  them 
assume  tbe  cost  of  iiiaiHienuuce.

The  C'onn>tn»ller  informs  tbe  Commission  that  a  tax  of  one  mill 
on  the  dollar  upon   the  present   taxable   [»roperty  of  the   '^ 

would  raise  a  revenue  of  !f;{,7oo,oiMK     Therefore,  a  rax  of  - 

10,001 »  of  a  mill  would  provide  the  sum  requircrd  for  the 
sttpport  of  the  insane  poor,  outside  of  New  York  and  Kings 
counties.

It  will  be  noted  that  witli  three  exceptions,  in  which  the 
cost  will  l)e  a  trifle  greater,  the  saving  to  the  interior 
counties  will  be  enormous,  for  in  round  numbers  the  tax 
upon  the  interior  counties  will  amount  to  but  $600,000,  while 
the  remainder,  $700,000,  will  be  borne  by  the  counties  of  New 
York  and  Kings. 

But  it  must  be  remembered  tliat  the  scheme  of  State  care,  as 
outlined  in  the  tliird  State  Care  Act,  of  1890,  contemplated  the 
assumption  by  the  Stat-e  of  the  entire  cost  of  maintenance  of  all 
of  its  insane  poor  in  all  of  its  counties.  This,  so  far  as  New 
York  and  Kings  counties  are  concerned,  may  be  considered  as  an 
UTicertain  if  not  remote  contingency.  As  a  practical  question  it 
is  doubtful  if  the  State  would  ever  consent  to  pay  the  valuation 
set  u]>{)n  the  property  used  for  the  insane  in  these  counties ;  and 
if  it  wore  willing,  there  is  a  strong  disinclination  in  these 
populous  counties  to  relinquish  control  of  their  insane. 

But  assuming  that  a  general  State  tax  will  be  made,  it  is 
interesting  to  show  in  what  ]>roy)ortion  it  will  be  l)orne  by  the 
several  counties  of  the  State  and  the  gain  or  loss  to  each. 

Tlie  following  table  is  ])repared  on  the  basis  of  the  State 
caring   for   all    of   the    ])ublic    insane   in   all    of   the   counties :

It  will  be  noted  that  the  gain  to  the  interior  counties  would 
still  lie  enonnous;  tliat  in  only  seventeen  of  the  fifty *eight 
counties  would  there  be  any  increase  over  the  present  cost,  and 
with  tw<^  or  three  exceptions  the  increase  would  be  slight  and 
upon  counties  where  the  increiujed  taxation  wiHild  be  lightly  felt. 

Among  the  objections  urged  to  State  wire  of  the  inaane  w»is 
one  sulistitntiully  to  this  effect; 

That  the  moment  that  the  State  assumed  the  entire  charge  of 
the  insane  a  constant  temptation  would  be  furnished  to  the 
counties  to  foist  uptin  the  State  a  large  number  of  ]»ersuns 
strictly  not  insane  within  the  meajiing  of  the  statute,  such  jls 
idiots,  imbeciles,  epileptics,  etc.,  who  would  be  rejected  under  the 
oount^^  system.  It  was  pointed  out  at  the  time  that  this  objoo- 
tiori  was  not  in  the  legist  ilegree  tenalile.  ]VforiX)Ver,  that  the 
tendency  would  Ijc  in  j)?vcist'ly  the  (>])pi)site  dire<'tion  ;  that  the 
State  through  its  more  [lerfect  methods  of  scrutiny  and  its  greater 
independence  of  action  would  not  only  eliminate  this  entire 
class,  but  woukl  exercise  more  cam  in  the  admission  of 
jmtients  than  was  fomierly  exerciseiU  by  requiring  u 
stricter  conformity  to  the  provisions  of  the  statute.  Rut 
there  is  still  another  nu^thod  by  which  any  ]X)Rsibility  o^ 
such  a  I'esult  could  be  effectually  met.  As  illustrating  thi 
point,  it  may  be  st4ite«i  that  within  the  past  year  a  superintea- 
dent  of  the  poor  of  one  of  the  interior  cities  of  the  State  came 
the  office  of  the  Commission  and  stated  that  there  were  a  consider* 
able  number  of  iusiiue  persons  in  his  county  charged  to  the  county 
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as  a  public  tax  who  luocl  friends  and  relatives  who  were 
abl«*  to  }>ay  for  their  maintenance,  but  that  such 
friends  and  rehitives  htwi  shirked  the  reijpunsibility 
and  that  tht.'  influence  brought  tc»  bear  by  thes*?  friends 
wan  sueh  tluit  he  eoidtl  *nut  successfully  contend  ajcrainst 
it;  he  earnestly  uri^ed  that  the  State,  even  under  tlie 
present  methtxl.  »hi.mld  j>rovide  sonieritticor  or  agent  who  should 
Icnik  up  all  such  cases»  report  thetn,  iind  secure  their  support  by 
friends  or  relatives.  This  superintendent  said  tliat  an  attempt  to 
make  any  local  refonti  in  tlii,sdi]'ectii)n  wouUl  l»e  elTectually  batlledi 
and  it  Wiis  useless  to  undertuke  it ;  but  that  the  8tate,  acting  inde- 
pendentJy  of  local  intluences,  coirld  certainly  bring  about 
a  very  decided  change.  Acting  on  this  suggestion  the  C'oninii«* 
aion  directetl  the  folli )vnng  circular  letter  to  the  boards  mT  xwmu. 
agers  of  the  State  hospitals :

iM^  kceptug  811  ch  patieutA  in  the  several  hus[}itals  is  a  eon^dcrable  it'i'm 
in  the  total  charLfe  upon  tlie  |>uhlic  treasury  f<»r  supporting  its  dependenl 
lunatics  :  therefore,  in  or<ler  to  ri'duce  [>!d>lie  taxation  and  to  put  ihi? 
burden  of  «up]»ort  of  nueh  j>atieutH  where,  iiiidur  the  statute,  it  rightly 
bclnfitTTA,  \i  If. 

Jiri'»,mm€tid€tiy  That  from  the  corps  uf  employ eis  Homc  discreet 
ftod  competent  man  be  apjM»iiited  as  agent  of  the  Stale  for  the  specific 
duty  of  looking  up  the  relatives  or  legal  representatives  of  any  and  sU 
public  patients  wh<»  may  be  sup}>osed  to  come  within  the  above  defuKnl 
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category;  of  iuquiring  pc*rsotially  or  by  eorregpoiidt?nct*  into  the*  peiia- 
uiarv  circnnjistaTK'fjs  of  8\icb  jiatientw  or  of  their  relatives  who  niay  be 
legally  c"hargt*ub]i*fortheirRuppt)j*t.;  and  uf  iuvt*8tigal.ingandat*certummg 
any  fact*  relating  to  such  patients  that  may  be  useful  in  determiDing  th 
question  of  liability  for  their  Bupf>ort,  •Siieh  agent  to  report  from  time 
to  tiiiio  to  the  hoard  of  maiiagerji,  who  at  tbeir  ut*xt  iiuMiniug  thereafter, 
may,  if  satisfied  that  the  facts  in  the  oaso  justify  »neh  action,  direct  the 
medical  811  periiitendetit  ro  discharge  any  one  or  more  of  such  patienti^^o 
aseertaiTie*!  t^>  b«»  not  a  proper  public  charge  into  tia*  custody  of  relatives 
or  legal  rt^pi^sentativeg.  Such  agent  should  be  required  to  devote  hia 
Vholc  and  exclusive  attention  to  the  work  and  to  prosecute  it  with  all 
pofltiiliU'  ililigcnce,  energy  and  zeal,  and  an  ade«iuale  compensatiun 
should  l>e  allowed  him.  The  ex|>eut*e  to  he  incurred  for  this  purpose 
need  not  l»e  very  large,  and  i«  reasonnlily  sure  to  he  greatly  over- 
balanced by  tlie  saving  thereby  eifcctt-d.  And  if  the  reyuit  shall 
justify  the  continuation  of  the  service  as  a  permanency,  the  Legislature 
will  l»c  asked  to  a]»pro]»nfttc  the  sum  needed  to  cover  the  co8t. 
liv  the  C'ommiwMou.

At  a  conference  of  the  Commission  Avitli  tin*  numagers  and 
Buperinteudeuts  of  the  State  Inispitals,  hcdd  in  the  city  of  New 
York,  this  niatt*^r  was  di.scussed,  althungh  no  action  was  taken, 
it  apparontly  bt*iiig  the  sense  of  the  In^spital  reprttsentatives  tbat 
it  would  be  unwise  and  impolitic  Ut  provide  for  the  appointment 
of  such  an  agent,  as  it  would  tend  to  arouse  hostility  to  the 
State  hospitals.  It  was  suggested,  bowever,  that  the  Stat^ 
sbould  provide  by  statute  for  the  appointment  of  one  or  more 
general  agents  of  this  chanict^r.  Tbe  (Commission,  while  not 
acxpiiescing  in  the  views  of  the  managers  of  the  SUite  hospitals 
relative  to  tiiis  »}Ut*stion,  sees  no  imprf>priety  in  following 
the  suggestions  ma'<le.  Moreover,  it  believes  that  the 
appointment  of  such  an  agent  would  not  only  r*»lieve  the  State 
and  counties  from  the  sup|M>rt  of  large  nuralwrs  of  |>ersons  who 
pniperlv  should  be  sujiported  by  friends  and  relatives,  but  that 
it  would  materially  aid  bi  cheeking  the  disjxisitiou  to  sbirk 
family  responsibility  and  put  ujx^n  municipalities  or  the  State 
burdens  which  should  be  borne  by  individuals.  The  Commission 
therefore  recommends  that  provision  bo  made  for  such  number 
of  agents  as  may  be  necessary. 
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CHAPTER  S, 
Transportation  of  the  Ixsaxe. 

The  .State  Care  Act  of  1890  pi*ovided,  among  other  thing*, 
that  the  inaintenance  of  the  insane  should  include  tho 
ex|)ense  of  transpcn'tntiou  fmni  their  homes  to  hosjiitalg. 
The  act  was  somewhat  nliscure,  and  a  doubt  may  be 
enterUiined  irv  respeet  to  the  time  when  the  State  should 
ft6SB$ume  tho  cc»Kt  of  tnins|K*rtation.  The  matter  arose  aaa  practittal 
queHtion,  htiwever,  when  the  f\)m mission  nndertook  to  transfer 
tlie  insane  |>oor  fn>m  |K^or-houses  t<i  tJie  State  hosjiitals.  The 
Attomey-Cieneml  then  decided  that  the  counties  could  not  be 
compelled  to  pay  the  ci>st  of  such  trans]x>rtation  under  the 
provisirnis  of  this  act. 

The  last  Legislature,  in  view  of  this  decision  of  the  Attorney- 
G^uerah  made  an  appropriation  liase«l  u|>on  estimates,  made  as 
caiHifully  as  |)ossible,  «>f  the  coat  of  transportation  of  tlie  insane 
from  tiieir  homes  and  also  fn>m  |>oordiouses  to  State  honpitals. 
The  sum  of  !?  1  s/M K Mvas  apjiropriated  for  this  pui*pose,  and  was 
applieil,  as  Hie  law  directed,  to  the  payment  of  all  bills  incurred 
from  the  1st  of  Oct<>ber,  18'.»o,  when  the  State  fare  Act  took 
effect.  The  fimd  is  now  jiractically  exhausted,  having  paid  all 
bills  rendered  for  the  pur[)oHe3  for  which  it  wai*  appropriated  for 
a  penod  of  a  little  over  one  year. 

It  wUl  be  necessary  to  make  an  a|)|>ropn;i;Ti<»ii  inr  this  |iiir[)Ose 
for  the  coming  year,  but  ex|ipricri('i?  has  shown  that  it  shonld  be 
somewhat  larger  than  beftuv.  During  the  present  year  tho 
ex])t^nse  of  transporting  1.2<ni  insane  from  pocir-li^uses  alone,  will 
have  to  be  paid  from  this  fund.  It  should  be  inen^ased  to  at 
leant  $2i),«n)u.  This  appropriation  is  expended,  as  the  State  Care 
Act  directs,  subject  io  api»roval  in  tlie  first  inst^ince  by  the  State 
Commissirm  in  Lunacy,  antl  subsetjuently  to  the  final  audit  of  the 
Oc»mptralior.  All  l>ills  are  rendered  up^jn  fonus  prepared  by  the 
Commis.sion,  and  esiiecial  care  luis  been  taken  tf)  provide  that 
nothing  bat  the  actual  expenses  of  transportation  shall  be  included. 
The  Attorney-Creneral  decided  that  county  f»fficers  receiving  a 
salary  i^r  other  stated  regular  compensation  could  unt  n-pr-ivpt  an 
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a<l<litional  comiwnsatioti  for  services  in  accompanying  the  insanB 
from  their  homos  or  fr<:>m  ]ioor-houses  to  Stat^j  hospitals. 

Complaint  has  been  made  in  some  instances  that 
improper  pei^ons  may  Iiave  been  designated  by  superintende-uts 
of  the  piM>r  to  aecom|mny  the  insjine  t<»  State  h<isi>itiila.  It^ 
has  been  alleged  in  one  instance  that  a  sou  of  u  8U|>en 
teiKhmt  of  tlie  pijor,  an  ex-convict,  and  a  person  of  dissolute" 
habits,  ha8  been  regularly  t-mploypd  to  accompany  the  insane  of 
both  sexes.  The  Coimuissiou  is  jjowerless  in  this  matter,  except 
so  far  as  mere  protest  is  concerned. 

It  would    n.'coniniend  that    tin*   statute    l»e  amended   so  s 
]>rovide  that  the  ( "ommission  shall  have  the  power  to  direct,  f< 
cause,  that  an}'  particular  }iersnn  be  ])rohibited  from  acting  as 
attendant  in  such  a  capacity. 


CHAPTER  l>. 
Fnification  of  Accounts  and  Records. 

After  more  than  a  year  ui  discussion  and  pi*epanition  the  Ooi 
mission  finally   adopted   a  system  of  financiiil  accounts   for 
exclusive  use  of  the  State   hospitals  an<i  a   system   of  medi< 
forniii  and  recorcls  for  the  use  of  all  institutions  for  the  insane. 

In  previous  rejxirts  the  Commission  has  referred  at  some  lengtJi 
to  tins  subject,  and  has  set  forth  thii^  necessity  for  a  uniform 
system  in  order  that  auy  intelligible  coin|)a.rison  of  the  financial 
operations  of  the  institutions,  and  a  likf  comi)arison  of  results  as 
to  care  and  treatment,  may  be  nmde. 

Relative  to  financial  accounts  in  Slate  hospitals,  it  is  not 
believeil  that  flie  changes  recpnred  by  the  adoption  of  these 
accounts  will  cause  any  serious  embarrassment,  or,  if  so,  it  can 
last  hut  a  short  time.  These  foniis  were  adopted  after  moat 
careful  consideration  by  the  Commission  and  repeated  confer.  -  - 
with  representatives  of  the  State  hospitals  and  theCompti'* 
They  were  formulated  under  the  suggestions  of  two  of  the 
treasurers  of  State  hospitals  and  with  the  advice  and  con- 
currence of  the  Com[)troller»  and  embrace  substantially  the 
same  number  of  lx>oks  and  forms  as  are  now  used;  the  only 
conditions  imposed  by  the  Commission  were  that  the  system 
should  be  uiiifonn  for  all  the  hospitals,  and  one  w^hich  should  be 
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fiiinftle  as  would  b<?  consistent  with  practical  utility  and  that 
it  sIjouI<1  1)0  acceptable  to  the  State  Comptroller. 

The  Comptroller  has  kin«lly  fimilsljed  tlie  Commission  with  the 
following  copy  of  the  general  form  of  letter  sent  to  presidents  of 
[toanls  of  managers  and  tnistees  and  su])erintendents  of  State 
bosj)itals:

Uniform  Accounts  for  State  Hospitals. 

Albany,  December  1,  1891. 

The  following  circular  ib  transmitted  as  explanatory  of  and  to  In 
rearl  in  connection  \nth  the  order  of  the  Comraission  dated  SeptembtT 
17,  1891,  in  the  matter  of  providing  a  uniform  Bystemof  finiuicial  bookt 
and  accounts  for  the  use  of  State  hospitals. 

Accounts  of  every  description  shall  be  settled  monthly  only,  tuit 
cover  the  last  day  of  the  month,  and  should  be  presented  on  or  befoii 
the  fourth  of  the  succeeding  month,  iso  goods  shall  be  reviciived  irit^ 
out  accompan>'ing  invoice,  and  in  case  the  8tewai*d  makes  a  purcbaii^ 
and  the  seller  is  unable  to  make  an  invoice,  he  is  to  make  oae  pr0 
forma  and  give  it  to  the  accountant  to  be  regularly  entered.  The 
steward  will  take  receipts  on  all  bills  over  one  dollar  in  amount  for 
goods  purchased  out  of  "petty  caah "  and  present  them  (pr-  ' 
numbered)  as  '*  subvouchers "  with  his  monthly  statement  ♦> 
purchases. 

In  order  to  provide  the  steward  with  "petty  cash"  for  use  m  Huimi 
purchases,  he  should  be  supplied,  from  time  to  time,  on  his  draft,  on 
the  treasurer,  countersigned  by  the  superintendent,  and  account  for 
the  same  as  above. 

All  funds  of  the  institution  will  pass  through  the  treasurer's  handle 
be  entered  on  his  books  and  be  deposited  by  him  in  some  bank,  to  h$ 
designated  by  the  ooraptroUer.  All  disbursements  by  the  treasuTW 
shall  be  made  by  checks  drawn  on  such  banks,  to  order  of  \h» 
claimant,  and  the  treasurer  is  not  to  accept  and  hold  orders  t«  p*J 
third  parties. 

Upon  the  inauguration  of  State  care  for  the  insane,  it  will  be  neoci' 
sary  to  keep  at  each  hospital  a  book  record  of  at  least  as  many  pointa 
as  are  now  kept  under  the  sj^stem  of  pay  by  counties.  For  tbi» 
reason  and  this  purpose  forms  of  book  accounts  have  been  prepared  a* 
minute  iu  detail  as  are  required  under  the  present  system. 
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With  regard  to  the  acmunts  originating  in  the  ''Voucher  Jouraal,"

Tlie  "voucher  jounial"  is  to  contain  the  "payrolls"  and  all  the 
'^fitatementa  of  accounts"  made  to  the  hospital,   whether  for  b 
clcjthing,  etc.,  or  for  materialn   furnished   or  work  done,  or  any  oth 
matter  for  which  vouchers  Inni'  to  go  to  the  C*onipt roller,  and  all  tbes© 
go  through  the  columua  of  ''analysis^*  and  classification  and  are(>ost6d 
to  the  **  Kup|)ly  ledger." 

In  order  ti>  close  the  accounts  of  dealers  furniRhing  eupplien,  and 
who  have  been  credited  with  the  amount  of  those  Bupplies  upon 
accountant'^    tttipply   ledger/'    it  will   be   necessary   to   debit   th' 

!Coinit.8  with  the  amounts  of  their  re8|>ective  vouchers,  wlien  ea 
youchere  have  been  audited  and  passed  by  the  treafiurer  for  payment,  th© 
a^'pregate  atn<iunt  to  be  credited  in  a  "  voucher  account,"  (or  "mainte- 
fi;tn<'c'  account."  diBtinct,  of  course,  from  the  *' special  fund  accounts") 
which  account  will  represent  the  total  disbursements  made  by  the 
treasurer  on  account  of  thoHC  vouchei*s,  the  acxMiutttant  having  no  other 
means  of  liquidatiug,  on  his  books^  these  accounts  which  have  l>een 
paid  by  the  treasui-er. 

In  entering  the  "monthly  stateuienti?  "  in  the  "  voucher  j«)nrnal  "  the 
"geneml  payroll"  (that  is,  the  pay  roll  containing  the  names,  oectt- 
pations  and  wagee  of  the  pennanent  employes)  is  to  be  entered  firet, 
and  take  the  leading  number  for  that  month.  This  pay  roll  is  subject 
to  analysis  the  same  as  other  accountsi,  and  is  classitied  as  wages.

drawn.  If  the  individual  accounts  are  kept  as  proposed,  this  book  will 
sliow  at  a  glance  the  accounts  of  purchagea  from  a  given  firm,  with 
prices,  et<i.,  and  easy  compariaous  may  be  made. 

The  next  two-sixths  of  the  supply  ledger  would  be  required  for 
keeping  the  accounts  named  under  the  heading  of  *'  analysis,"  and  the 
remaining  one-sixth  pH  apart  for  the  accouuts,  under  the  headinsr

It  TJiay  lie  saitl  in  regard  to  these  medical  and  statibiical  lurras, 
that  they  were  substantially  prepared  by  the  superintendent  of 
the  St.  Lawrence  State  Hospital ;  and  while  it  is  not  claimed 
that  they  are  perfect,  it  is  believed  that  they  are  on  the  whole 
practical  and  suitable  for  the  transcribing  of  such  infonnation  as 
is  necessurv,  Imt  the  great  merit  is  tlieir  unif(jrmity,  Tho 
clas-siiication  of  insanity  (see  table  No.  4)  was  adopted  after  a 
conference  with  hospital  superinteVidents,  at  which  nearly  all  of 
the  State  hospitals  were  represented.  It  is  designed  mainly  to 
geeure  unifonnity  in  the  reports  of  these  institutions,  and  is  in  no 
sense  intended  to  represent  the  views  of  individual  superintendents 
respecting  forms  of  insanity,  it  being,  like  all  other  classifications 
of  this  disease,  oj^n  to  certain  fibjections  from  a  purely  scientific 
standpoint. 


CHAPTEE  10. 

Private  Patients. 

Public  sentiment  and  public  sympathy  alike  recognize  the 
obligation  of  the  State  to  make  suitable  provision  for  theousto<ly 
care  and  treatment  of  the  insane  of  both  the  dependent  and  the 
serai-ile|>endent  classes.  Such  ])rovisiDn  necessfirily  recpnres 
institutions  which  in  construction,  organization,  e*piipment,  su]>er- 
vision  and  conduct  represent  tlie  highest  standards  that  would  be 
pre^scribed  by  modern  medical  science  or  demanded  by  enlightened 
humanity,  as  essential  to  the  full  measure  of  care  and  treatment 
needed  by  these  sorely  afflicted  members  of  the  community. 
There  is  a  broad  distinction  always  to  be  kept  in  view  between 
poverty  and  pauperism' — a  distinction,  moreover,  which  the 
State  should  clearly  recognize  in  dfialing  with  its  dependent 
insane,  the  great  majority  .of  whom,  whUe  thoy  may  be  classed 
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►r,  Qixvi  n<>t  rigbtfully  be  consiilei'ed  as  |mupri*8.  Tliere  is 
another  class,  the  semi-<lo[x?ndent  insane;  thoae  whoso 
means  would  not  enable  them  to  meet  the  minimum  cost  of 
private  uare  (ten  dolhirs  jHir  week),  yet  who  may  be  able  and 
willing  Ui  contribute  something  towaixl  their  own  maintenance. 
This  clftj^s  may  properly  be  admitted  to  public  hospitalH  *'  whenever 
viicancies  exist,"  there  to  be  supported  partly  at  public  expense. 
But  obviously  tliis  should  not  a|)ply  to  the  wealthy  class,  who  ar^ 
abimdan  tiy  able  to  seen  re  sucli  pri  vate  care  and  treat  men  t  as  ca  n  now 
be  had  in  institutions  under  charge  of  com|»etent  and  experienced 
physicians^  licensed  by  the  State  and  subject  to  its  supervision  in 
the  iwime  manner  and  extent  as  public  hospitals  are.  The  policy 
of  the  State  to  digcouiafj^e  tliin  class  from  seeking  or  obtaining^ 
public  aid  should  l>e  steatUly  maintained.  It  is  based  on  obvious 
comiidenitions  of  right  and  justice  Uj  the  tax|)ayers  on  one  hand 
and  t<j  the  first-named  classes  of  insane  on  the  other  hand.  The 
9eli-8Up|K)rting  citizen  should  not  be  required  to  maintain  those 
who  can  pay  for  their  own  support,  and  the  accommodations 
designeil  and  prepared  for  the  dependent  or  semi-dependent  classes 
ahould  not  he  occupied  by  those  who  are  absolutely  able  to  obtain 
private  care. 

It  may  be  that  in  some  more  advanced  stage  of  public 
sentiment  n]x>n  this  subject  the  State  will,  in  view  of  the 
dreadful  nature  of  the  malady  of  insanity,  enlarge  its  views 
and  extend  its  philantliropy  so  far  as  to  be  willing  to  pro- 
vide for  all  insane  persons  within  its  borders,  irrespective 
of  their  |>ecuniary  condition.  But,  whatever  be  the 
strength  of  reasoning  which  Avould  justify  such  a  procedure, 
there  can  be  no  doubt  that,  as  at  present  situated,  the  indis- 
criminate admission  of  i^rivate  patients  to  State  hospitals  otfers 
an  incentive  to  relatives  of  insane  i>er3ons,  who  are  pecuniarily 
able  to  provide  for  their  care  and  treatment  and  who  are  morally 
and  oftentimes  legally  liable  for  their  support,  to  evade  this 
responsibility.  Instances  of  such  evasion  have  been  brought  to 
the  notice  of  the  Commission  where  the  facts  were  palpable  and 
unmistakable ;  and  doubtl^s  many  other  cases  occur  where  the 
legal  liability  is  evaded  by  taking  advantage  of  technicalities 
and  loopholes  in  the  law  or  in  the  methods  of  procedure.    That 
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an  abuse  in  this  i^articular  ia  possible  and  that  abuses  of 
nature  are  actual,  the  Commission  has  bad  occasion  to 
With  the  shaping  of  the  law  that  governs  this  matter  it  hi 
nothing  to  do;  its  own  function  and  duty  are  simply  to  see, 
as  prM<?ticable,  that  the  law  is  enforced  and  that  the  S*  *  ' 
tutions  founded  and  maintained  for  the  benefit  of  d^ 
»entti-<iependent  insane  be  not  diverted  to  the  benefit  of  those 
can  pay  for  their  maintenance  in  private  asylums. 

In  its  second  annual  report  the  Commission  stated  at 
length  its  views  upon  this  subject,  and  since  that  time  it  hai 
no  occasion  to  modify  them  in  any  essential  particular, 
it  may  repeat  that  it  regai'ds  tlie  reception  of  private  patiei 
State  hospitals,  which  were  primarily  establishecl  as  char; 
institutions  for  the  use  of  the  dependent  and  semi-depe 
insane,  a«  unjust  to  the  State  and  in  its  pmctical  effects  a 
to  the  cla^^s  for  whom  these  hospitals  were  designed. 

It  may  be  freely  admitted,  however,  and  to  this  the  Conmi: 
talceci  no  exception,  that  no  serious  evil  is  likely  to  come  fro( 
admission  of  patients  whose  means  will  not  permit  them  to 
sum  much  in  excess  of  the  actual  cost  of  theii*  care  and 
tenance,  say  five  or  six  dollars  per  Aveek.  Of  course,  tliis 
will  not  need  any  greater  amount  of  room  than  is  acooi^ 
public  insane  patients,  nor  will  it  require  any  extra  atte 
or  care, 

It  is  conceded  by  all  who  have  given  attention  to  th 
ject  that  the  admission  of  private  patients  to  Stata  hospi 
the  insane  should  be  suiTounded  by  all  proper  safe^uart 
order  to  {prevent  abuses  incident  to  the  unrestricted  use  of 
institutions.  But  it  is  an  exceedingly  difficult  thing  to  deter 
what  these  restrictions  should  be.  It  would  be  impractical] 
hase  them  on  the  amount  of  space  occupied,  for  the  size  of  rt 
in  these  institutions  varies  so  greatl}^  that  that  would  be  cl 
impracticable.  The  only  feasible  solution  of  the  difficulty 
to  be  to  fix  a  maximum  price  which  private  patients  shouli 
permitted  to  pay,  a  sum  somewhat  in  excess  of  the  cost  of 
tenaivce  but  not  sufficiently  so  to  justify  the  managers  of 
hospitals  in  giving  up  more  than  one  room  for  the  use  of  a 
patient  or  in  providing  the  exclusive  services  of  an  atteni 
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hen  not  absolutely  required  by  the  pa,tient*3  condirion.  For 
le  purpose,  bo\revej%  of  obtaining  the  views  of  the  managers 
il  wuperiutendents  of  the  State  hospitals  ujjon  this  and  other 
subjects  the  Commission  called  a  conference  of  the  trustees,  maii> 
^ei*s  and  superintendentSj  which  was  held  in  the  oitjr  of  New 
ork  on  July  14,  1^91. 

After  a  very  full  discussion  df  the  subject,  the  following 
jsolution  was  offered : 

"  Jiesofve/l,  Tbal  it  if*  iho  Ren8e  of  this  ineetinEj  that  the  State  hospi- 
ih  should  he  pf rmitti'd  to  receive  private  patients  from  any  part  of 
State  without  restriction,  the  rate  not  to  exceed  ten  dollars  per 

The  vote  rm  the  resolution  was  as  follows,  each  hospital  being 
He  ted  to  one  vote : 

1  favor — ^Binghamton  State  Hospital,  Buffalo  State  Hospital, 
It.  I^wreuce  State  Hospital,  K(x)heater  State  Hospital,  Utica 
State  H.>spit4il,  Willard  State  nospital. 

Middletnvvn  State  Hospital  declined  to  vote. 

The  Hudson  Kiver  State  Hospital  was  not  represented,  but 
be  superintendent  and  one  of  the  managers  subsequently 
iformed  the  Commission  that  they  were  heartily  in  favor  of  the 
^solution  as  adopted. 

The  Commission  would,  therefore,  earnestly  recommend  that 
le  statute  be  amended  so  as  to  provide  for  the  admission  of 

ivate  patients  at  a  rate  not  to  exceed  the  sum  mentioned  in  the 
>regoing  resolution,  and  that  no  exti^  expense  whatever  should 
re^juired  or  allowed. 


CHAPTER  11. 
Pathology  ik  State  Hospitals, 

subject  wa^  referred  to  in  the  last  rejKirt  of  the  CommlBsion, 
in  which  its  views  were  freely  expressed.  During  the  session  of 
the  Legislature  of  1891  the  subject  came  up  for  discussion  in 
committee,  pi-evious  to  which  time,  in  conformity  to  the  Commis- 
sion's report,  it  had  been  substantially  agreed  that  a  pathological 
department  should  be  established  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the 
entire  State  hospital  system,  and  to  that  end  a  bill  was  reported 
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providing  for  the  appointment  of  such  a  special  patholo^ 
be  apjx^inted  by  tlie  (Commission  after  a  special  civil  sei^ 
examination;  such  pathologist  to  hnve  his  oiiice  an<l  hilmra 
in  the  ITtica  State  Hospital. 

During  the  paat  year  the  medical  superintendeut  of  the  U 
Stat^  Hospital  has  demurred  somewhat  U)  the  proposition 
that  hospital  should  be  specLficallj  named ;  involving',  aa 
feared  it  would,  the  consequence  that  the  compensation 
such  official  should  be  made  a  charge  xx^n  the  i'tindi 
that  institution.  The  Commission  feels  the  force  of 
objection,  and  it  would,  therefore,  recommend  that  such  otfiQ 
created,  to  be  located  at  some  State  hospital  to  be  determ 
from  time  to  time  by  the  ConimiHsion,  according  as  the  loca 
shall  be  deemeil  best  atlapted  to  the  needs  of  all  State  hosni 

It  may  be  stateil  that  the  statute  now  provides  for  a  sp< 
pathologist  at  both  the  St.  Lawrence  and  Utica  State  ho8pi 
Clearly  it  i.s  not  necessary  that  two  should  be  employed.  M 
over,  the  services  of  a  full}'^  competent  pathologist  could  no 
procured  and  retained  for  any  desirable  length  of  time,  ex< 
upon  the  payment  of  a  reasonably  competent  salary,  and  it  wi 
be  an  unnecessary  expense  to  |iro\ide  for  more  than  one 
office  with  its  attendant  laboratory  and  equipment. 

The  Commission    woidd,    thei'efore,    renew    the     recomn 
dation  that  provision  be  made    for  a   special    pathologist 
the  use  of    all  the    State    hospitals,  to   be   appointed    by 
Commission  —  obviously,  it   would    be    objectionable    that 
app«>intment    should   be  made   l»y  any  particular   local    ba 
of  managers — ^and  that  he  shoidd  receive  such  compensatior 
would  secure  the  devotion  of  his  entire  time  to  the  service  of 
Sute. 


CHAPTEK  12. 

Insane  in  County  Poob-houses. 

Even  after  all  of  the  insane  shall  have  been  removed  from 
county  poor-houses,  there  will  stdl  remain  a  considerable  num

i\'8t4.Hii.     Moreover,  where  the  services  of  eei-tain  insane  inmates 

4  the  eounty-hous^es  are  valuabh^  for  various  |mr]>oses,  evidence 

has  rjcit  been  wanting  of  a  irreat  reluctance  tr»  have  them  removed 

State  hfiK[>ita)s.     Several  such  instances  have  l>een  hrougfht  to 

:be  attention  of  the  C'ommissiun. 

As  a   means   of  preventing  a   recurrence   of   tins   evil,    it   is 

jcommended  that  some  jirovision  be  made  in  the  statute  for  an 

[annual  examination  of  the  inmates  of  the  poor-houses  of  the  Stat© 

[by  properly  qualilied  examiners  in  lunaoj,  in  order  to  determine 

[the  existence  of  such  persons,  and,  if  any  be  found,  to  secure  their 

»m(jval  to  State   hospitals.     It   is   hopeil   that    l»y    the   1st  of 

!tobor;  1892,  the  State  will  be  finally  rid  of  this  most  wretched 

jystem.  and  it  certainly  is  desirable  that  no  opportunity  be  left

CHAPTER  13. 

By-laws,  Tli  les  amj  Regitlations. 

In   endeavoring   to  understand   the    system    of    government 
the    State    httspitals^    one    of    the    most   ditHcuIt  parts  to 
imprehond   and   ap]>ly   is   the   by-laws  and  rules  and  regula- 
:ions.     ('Onceding  that  each   institution  should   have   its  own 
>y-laws    and    rules    and    regulations,    then    it    certainly    may 
he  at!1nne<l    that  that  system  has  reached  as  high  a  develop- 
ment in  the  State  of  New   York  as  in  any  other  part  of  the 
civilized  world,  for  nowhere  can  more  contradictions  be  found. 
iut  no  one  Avill  seriously  pretend  that  it  is  desirable  that  each 
Institution  should,   without  let  or  hindrance,  be  pennitted  to 
[exercise  its  unirammeled  wishes  in  such  a  matter,  for  to  those 
[who  are  i*e(]uired  to  exercise  supervision,  to  public  olReers  gen* 
jrally,  and  to  citizens  of  the  State  who  desire   to  understand 
te  ayatem,  not  less  than  to  citizens  of  other  States,  to  officers 
md  employes,  the  whole  is  most  embarnissingly  confusing.     Tlie 
t*»nd.*nf'v  of  uKMlern  tim«»s  is  towards  unitv  and  unifonnitv,  and 
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It  would  seem  that   there  could   be   no  reasunablo  ground  for 
exception  in  this  instance. 

At  the  conference  held  hy  luid  between  the  meniiK^i-s  <.i  \ 
Coinniission  and  the  trustors,  iiuuni^ers  and  su|>erintendeiJtst  of 
the  State  hospitRls  in  New  Yi>rk  on  July  14,  18^1,  among  otlier 
thinjLC»  considored  was  '*the  adoiHion  of  a  unifonn  system  of  rules 
an<i  reguhitioas  for  the  internal  government  of  State  hiispitnls." 

After  a  full  discussion  of  the  necessity  of  the  establishment  of 
uniform  rules  and  regulations,  a  committee  was  appointed  to 
prepare  suitable  rules  and  regulations,  which  committee  shauld 
Import  at  the  n»etaing  t)f  the  managor.s  and  superintendents  m 
Bingham  ton  in  October  last.  At  this  meeting  in  Binghamtan 
the  whole  matter  was  deferred  until  some  date  in  the  fitinre, 
pending  the  action  of  the  present  Legislature. 


CHAPTER  14. 

pRi-IJMIVAHV    DeTKXTION*    nF    AND    ReIHOVAL    T1>    A^WAili-,     l 

Insane, 

Tiie  preliminary  detention  of  insane  patients  and  the  removulj 
the  same  from  their  homes  to  institutions  for  care  and  treatmeuS" 
is  a  matter  that  has  given  rise  to  much  serious  consideration  and 
considerable  legislation.     It  is  still  in  a  condition  far  from  satis- 
factory, and  the  Commission  believes  that  very  important  irapro^ 
ments  might  be  nuide.     A  person  becuraing  suddenly  and  danj 
ously  insane  frecjuently  must  be  removed  at  once  from  his  hoi 
for  the  better  protection  of  himself  and  his  family,  l)ut  it  Ik  not 
always  practicable  to  remove  him  to  an  institution  at  onoe.     H« 
must  undergo  an  examination  to  determine  whether  he  is  in 
within  the  meaning  af  the  statute.     It  must  be  detennin«.u   . 
what  class  of  patients  he  l)elongs,  poor,  indigent  or  self-supjiort- 
ing.     It  Is   iiecess*»ry  that  he  shouhl  be  provide<l  with   piH>per 
clothing,  and  arTangeraents  must  be  made  for  liis  reoej>tioD.     All 
these  mattei*s  require  time,  and,  in  the  meantime,  the  i|ueKtiun 
arises  where  shall  the  patient  be  detained,  pending   the  deter- 
mination of  these  questions.

It 

my  be  unfortutuite  that  it  should  be  so,  but  nevcrtlieless  in  the 

iblic  mind  a  cei-tain  i»j^noiiiiny  and  degratlation  dtjcs  attach  to 

\ny  hitUiV  classs ;  atul  it  is  lament^ible  that  perso!»s  wlio  l>ecome 

Insane^  in  moat  cases  through  no  fault  of  their  own,  should   be 

flaaiied  with  and  placed  amidst  the  degra<iing  surroundings  of  the 

pauper   in   poor-houses.     Thifi   remark   ap])lies   in   a   large 

lajority  of  instances,  for  of  those  who  become  insane  very  few 

ire  true  paupers.     They  are  mostly  seir-res|iecting  people,  who, 

mt  for  this  unfortunate  malady,  would  l»e  self-sustaining,  or,  at 

would  he  8ustaine<l  and  cared  for  by  friends,  and  in  no  wise 

udd  they  l»e  regjirded  as  under  the  taint  of  pauperism. 

From  the  earliest  times  it  has  been  unfortunate,  that  the  care 

id  treatment  of  the  insane,  large  numbers  of  whom,  from  the 

lOur  when  they  were  deprived  of  reason,  could  no  longer  provide 

for  themselves,  should  be  associated  in  the  public  mind  \vith  pau- 

irism,  and  even  sometimes  with  crime.     But  for  this  association 
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8ome  of  the  woi'st  evils  manifest  a  half  century  ago  in  the  ti'eat^ 
nieut  of  the  insane  might  never  have  existed ;  and,  but  for  tht» 
continuing  misconception  bv  the  general  piibbc  o£  the  wide  dig* 
tinction  between  indigent  insane  und  paupers,  some  bad  features  in 
the  present  system  of  managing  insane  pei-sons  would  disfip- 
|»car.  Hence,  in  oi-der  that  any  mejisnre  of  real  reform  in  this 
direction  may  'be  obtained,  it  is  of  ]>nme  importance  that  tboro 
shall  be  an  entire  separation,  legal,  muml  and  actual,  between 
the  insane  u.s  a  class  and  all  other  clasnes  of  the  Stale's 
de|>endcnt  citiy.ens.  Into  the  problem  of  caring  for  the  in«an© 
in  the  most  humanitarian,  and  at  the  same  time  the  tmiet 
truly  ectinoinical,  way,  the  pfH:)r-hou8e  arid  the  adjuncts  of 
|woi|»erism  should  not  l>e  allowed  to  enter  as  an  apprcciabla 
facto?\  But,  if  the  [)i»or-liouse,  town  lock-up  and  the  county  jail 
are  eliminated  fnjm  this  question,  some  other  place  of  det 
tion  mnat  lie  provided  for  purposes  of  observation  and  pxa 
tion.  In  the  city  of  New  York  this  difficulty  has  been  met 
])roviding  what  is  known  as  a  r(*ct^iving  jmvilion  f(>r  thedeti 
and  examination  of  persons  \vh<>se  cumhict  t>r  condition  ri  ^ 
them  to  be  placeti  under  contml,  ]iendlngadetenninatioii  of  theic 
ment^il  cimdition.  This  receiving  pavilion  is  under  the  charge  of 
a  trained  ph^^sician,  sujjplied  with  all  the  modern  facilities  »if  a 
hos[)ital,  and  |»ersons  brought  there  fiir  examination  at*e  e^vrad 
for  by  experienceil  and  skilled  nurses;  there  patients  may  rema&L- 
for  a  pericMJ  of  sevend  days  until  their  mental  condition  can  b© 
deteruiined  :  there  they  are  provided  witli  [trnper  clothing,  faciK* 
ties  foT*  liatJiing,  and  proper  medical  care  and  attendance  until 
the  final  dis|)osition  of  the  case. 

It  is  ])ertinent  to  ask  why  a  receiving  pavilion  should 
be  established  in  all  other  counties  of  the  State  where,  more  i 
in  the  city  of  New  York,  such  a  place  of  detention  is  nece 
In  inosl  of  the  interior  counties  of  the  State  there  is  not  even  i^ 
hospital  or  any  ]>lace  of  detention  for  this  cla.ss  of  pr 
Distances  are  great;  the  ditticulty  of  ]7rocuring  medical  esMi. 
tion  is  often  considerable ;  and  the  whole  matter  is  surrounded  with 
serious  embarrassments.  But,  if  a  receiving  pavilion  were  provided, 
to  be  located,  for  example,  at  the  county  seat,  and  to  inchide  a 
small)  inexpensive  structure,  properly  cared  for  by  a  matron  and 
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one  or  two  ex}«irionced  atteadauts  and  siipplitMl  with  pmjier 
facilities,  these  dilticulties  would  largely  diRji}>]K:^ai\  When 
person  becomos  violently  insfine  an«l  dangerous,  he  could  be 
removed  at  one€  to  this  pavilion  and  there  cared  for,  at  least 
^lintil  hiij  mental  condition  could  be  legally  detenu ined.  He 
[could,  as  the  law  requires,  be  jdaced  in  a  condition  of  bodily 
sleaniiness,  which  in  many  cases  is  now  extroniely  ditlicult  of 
fullillment;  he  could  be  given  proper  clothing,  and  the  danger  of 
intniducin^i:  contjigious  and  iiifeetioiis  disensi's  and  vermin  into 
IhospitiLls  for  the  insane,  which  is  |)ossilil»'  uiuhM-  th*»  i^n-st'iit 
lethods^  could  be  entirely  obviate<l. 

It  should  not  be  forgotten  that  in  each  county  a  jaii  is  coiisid- 
[ered  necessary^  even  for  the  detention  of  pi^rson^s  awaiting  trial 
md  imprisonment,  and  forHnudl  oflfenders,  although  in  some  ooun- 
the  number  of  such  offenders  is  not  large,  yet  to  look  after 
;hem  the  law  provi<les  a  slieriff  and  seveml  public  functionaries, 
linclnding  a  physician,  a«  well  as  a  more  *jr  Ihss  costly  and  ext.en- 
ive  sDMicture  for  a  jail.  The  questiciu  naturally  arises  why  should 
[not  a  special  otfict^r   l>e  provided  by  statute,  tu  be  designated 
[EUf)erintenileid   of  insane  or  some  other   appropriate   title,  who 
shall  have  the  sole  charge  of  cases  of  lunacy  prior  to  admission  to 
hospital.     Even  for  this  the  necessity  could  be  obviate<l  by  a 
WV  simple  chaitge  in  the  statute  whereby  in  the  ease  of  a  ])erson 
'omiug  insi\ne  lus  re*lativi*8  or  friends  ruight,  or,  in  the  case  of 
tn  insane  pei'son  found  wandeinng  at  large,  peace  oftlcei^  should 
kpply  til  the  county  jtidge,  speciid  county  judge,  or  surrogate,  for 
neces8Jiry  order  of  detention.     The  judge  could  direct  that 
he  person  be  examined,  couhl  determine  at  the  siime  time  the 
[Uestion  of  his  maintenance,  whether  it  should  be  public,  indigent 
\T  private.  an<l  in  the  order  give  the  necessuiry  direx^tions  for  com- 
pliance with  the  teiTus  of  the  statute.     Actually,  now%  w  hen  any 
insane  person  is  committed  to  a  hos]>ital  one  of  tlie  otticers  above 
lamed  is  rcipiired  to  approve  a  medical  ceriilic^te  of  lunacy  prior 
fto  the  ailniission  of  the  patient,  and  the  officer's  duties  wau Id 
iot  be  materially  increased  in  determining  the  other  questions 
eferred  to. 
The  Comnii«sion  wouhl  therefore  i^commend  tliat  the  Legisla- 
ire  provide  for  the  erection  of  suitable  plac^es  of  detention,  to  be 
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known  as  a  roceiving  pavilion  in  each  c<:>tinty  of  the  State,  with 
the  exception  of  the  county  of  New  York ;  that  tlie  statute  be 
aniendeii  s4o  a*?  to  provide  eithor  fur  a  special  c^ffioer  in  ejioh 
county,  to  be  appointed  by  the  county  judg^-,  subject  to  approval 
of  tliH  ( •ommissiun*  to  have  the  preliminary  char;^  of  ««oh 
insiin«>.  MY  for  taking  fi'c.»ni  rlie  j^uiM:*rinten«lent  of  the  poor  and 
placing  n|>on  some  judicial  otlieer  the  duty  of  dtUeruiining  ihe 
questions  which  relate  to  the  comniitmeut  of  any  insane  person.

CHAPTER   Ul 

Statk  Cauk  ov  the  Ins  an  k. 

Ill  \sM  the  first  8Ute  Care  Act  was  passed,  the  acts  supple- 

lentary    thereto   lieing  considere<l   as   the   original  act,   which 

►roviiled  for  the  ostublighment  of  the  New  York  State  J^unatic 

.8yhnu.     By  the  estnbliHhment  of  that  inHtitotiou  the  principle 

\f  Slate  care  was  recognizeil  in  contra*listinction  to  thw  principle 

town  or  county  care.     The  establish nient  of  tlds  instittition 

leserves    to    be   held   nieruoralde,  for   it    was  a   veritable    new 

le|Kirtui'e  in  the  State's  policy  toward  its  dej>enilent  insane,  put- 

|uag  into  concrete  substance  Uie  principle,  theretofore  an  abstrao- 

ion  in  New  Vork,  that  by  caring  for  and  treating  insane  patient.^ 

mt  of   the  amplitude  of   its  own  resources,  better  results  at  less 

['gregate   cost   could    be    secure<l,    than    any    town   or   county 

other  municii)ality  could  be  ex|)ected  to  secure.     Less   than 
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government,  the  State  had  recognized  a  similar  ]jrineijde  in  ^iro 
viding  State  prisons  for  its  coDvicte,  as  it  bad  l»een  clearly  swB 
that  tJie  town  ami  county  ||enal  system  \ras  a  failure.  Coneed* 
ing  in  local  affairs  all  that  inay  pro|)erly  he  claimed  f<)r  the  para- 
mount princi[)le  of  local  self-government,  there  are  interefits  WTti 
which  only  the  sujjerior  powers  and  resources  of  the  State  caa 
co|»e.  The  delnite  i>ver  the  «|uesti!>n  of  State  care  for  the  insane, 
now  happily  lairied  among  the  issues  of  the  past  seems  to  have 
attracted  the  minds  of  many  |»eo]>le  as  to  a  new  aiiil  unwcim 
topic,  wLile  in  fact  the  doctrine  or  principle  it  presents  wag 
declared  and  embodied  in  stiitntory  enactment  nearly  biilf  a 
century  ago,  am]  again  in  isr»5  by  thepassiige  of  the  second  Stale 
Care  Act  the  principle  was  realHrmod  in  the  establishment  of  tli> 
Willard  State  Hospital;  although  weighe<tbywhatseemstobc  Ui* 
best  judgment  of  the  present  day.  the  l)asis  «»n  which  that  insti- 
tution  was  foimded,  a  legal  recognition  of  the  possilnlity  of  tietert 
mining  that  at  some  definite  |>enod  certain  of  the  insane  Jiro 
incurable,  this  idea  l>eing  expressed  in  the  statute  by  the  wcknI 
*'cliri»uic,"  is  untenable. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  liere  that  the  opponent's  of  the  gretii  j.i.„ 
ciple  of  State  care  for  aU  of  the  insane  have  endeavoi-ed  to  oust 
ridicule  ujion  it   by  gravely  asserting  that   cases   uf  *' chronic" 
or  ''  inculpable  "  insanity  can  not  be  ]>revented  and  it  is  idle  t« » talk 
of  abolishing  it,  as  if  anyone  could  seriously  assert  that  the  foroe 
of  law;  however  great,  couM  change  the  nature  or  aif ect  the  omt* 
ilitions  of  so  sonous  a  disease.     It  has  also  been  urged  that  the 
words  "* chronic**  and  *Mncnral>le'*  do  not  mean  the  same  thing* 
In  a   medical  sense,  this  may  be  freely  admitted,  but,  neverthe- 
less, for  all  practical  purposes,  their  common  and  popular  signiti' 
cation   is  the  same.     The  sUitutes  have  fre«iueMtly   usecl    them 
in  tliai  way.     Jhe  law  estiiblishing  the  Hinghamton   State  IbTs- 
pital  di<l   this  s|3ecitically  in   its  oorpomte  title  wluch  was  the 
"  Binghamton  Aiiylum   for   the   Chronic   Insane."     No  one  otB 
seriously  ]>retend  that  it  was  Jind  is  not  well  understood  that  bi>tb 
the  Willard  and    Binghamtoii    State  Asylums   (Hospitals)    were 
established  fu-imarily  and  exclusively  for  that  class  of  the  insane^ 
a  class*  supposi^l  to  be  beyontl  the  hope  of  recovel*y.     Both  of 
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tijese  institutions  were  by  law  confined  to  the  wsception  of 
r]in*nic  cases  and  within  the  spirit  of  the  hiw  neither  i.*ould 
receive  tho«p  cmnmonly  dc!chircil  to  he  *•  recent "  <»r  "ntiite"  \\x\({ 
'«p\oxiyiWim&\x  8U|>pose<l  to  be  curable  ames. 

In  its  lavSt  annual  report  the  Cuiuniission.  when  commenting 
U|)on  the  estal>lislituent  »>f  ttie  Wilhird  State  IIospitaL  referred  to 
tbiis  particular  point*  and  stjiti^d  substantially  what  it  here  reit- 
|eratei$.  tlmt  the  princi]>le  u{Kjn  which  the  institution  was  founded 
wai«  wrnn^,  and  it  expressed  its  Hatisfactitm  that  Willard  now4  in 
commnn  with  all  other  State  liospitals,  tri'atsall  of  its  insane 
ients  with  reference  to  their  eural>ility.  It  was  not  inteutled, 
gome  friends  of  that  institution  set^m  to  think,  to  cast  any 
reflection  iipcm  its  nijinn|Lr^'n>enr.  or  njron  tjic  zeal  and  abdity 
wliicii  it.s  early  friemls  ilisplayed  in  its  behalf,  or  upon  the 
.good  work  done  during  its  operation,  for  while  established  u|ion 
a  wrong  principle,  it  clearly  wrve-il  a  mi>st  useful  purpose  in 
bringing  about  the  ultimate  triuinj»h  of  State  etire.  The  only 
trouble  was  that  it  did  not  go  far  enough. 

It  in  curious  to  note  that  the  only  reason  given  for  attempting 
forcibly  to  divide  the  ins^me  by  law  and  practice  in  the  two 
classes  was  n  ]»itifidly  strained  plea  for  economy,  x\7./.  tlie  |»re- 
sunuiblo  saving  which  might  be  effected  u]ion  the  assumption  that 
[ii6  insane  who  wore  believed  to  be  beyond  curt*  might  neefl  les« 
medical  attendance,  possibly  a  less  generous  diet,  less  diversion 
and  amnsements,  less  of  all  other  comforts  and  enjoyments  which 
go  to  make  life  bearable  to  this  u nf or tuiuite  class,  doometl  t(>long 
continued  [leriods  of  deprivation  of  liberty.  At  best  for  all  prac- 
tical purjHjises,  with  any  given  niiml»er  of  patients,  the  Siiving 
would  be  scarcely  appreciable.  Persons  who  have  been 
insane  for  a  number  of  years,  and  whose  chances  of  recovery 
ap|»e4ir  to  be  slight,  require  as  much  care  from  a  hospital  point  of 
view,  except  (»erhaps  in  the  nnttter  of  medication  which  is  nt>t  an 
imjK>rtant  item  of  cost,  as  those  who  have  recently  become  insane. 
Granting  that  by  proper  classification  and  the  removal  of  quiet» 
harndess  cases  and  of  those  whose  disease  have  been  of  long 
suin<ling,  an  actual  saving  in  attendance,  in  cost  of  medical  c^rei, 
etc.,  might  be  e(fecte<l,  it  would  be  too  small  to  deserve  serious 
consideration. 
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But  if  the  only  objection  to  such  a  iliserimination  was  thai 
one-b»ilf  of  the  States*  tle|X3Utlent  iiigane  —  at  the  tline  of  the  pa^ 
sage  of  the  State  Care  Act  in  i^i.^).  about  one-half  of  the  whole 
number  were  contine«i  in  s<>ciillo<l  *' chronic"  asylums — would 
thereby  be  <le]>riv«*fl  of  a  little  extra  diet,  a  little  extra  tnedicai 
treatment,  a  little  personal  attetitifin,  the  matter  could  b«  clia- 
missetl  as  of  not  very  serious  consequences,  for  it  coulil  bantu  ^u^ 
disputeil  that  inniates  of  *'  chronic  **  State  asylums,  while 
saiily  denie<l  some  advantages  enjoyed  by  the  inmates  %yt  tiie 
''acute'*  asylums,  yet  were  comfortably  housed,  fed,  clothed  ^w^ 
cared  for,  anil  were  spared  the  infUcli<in  of  even  the  least  uf 
the  evils  inseparalde  fi'oni  the  county  system.  Tho  Comr. 
mission  desires  to  reiterate  that  both  Willard  and  Bingham  ton, 
under  the  operation  of  the  old  system,  su]iplie<l  to  their 
ifimates  substantially  all  the  comforts  which  the  State  wji« 
ex|MX'ted  to  jirovide*  The  real  hardship  lay,  not  in  the  depriva- 
tion of  certain  thin|[^s  which  were  regardetl  as  desirable  for  tha 
other  half  of  the  insane  po|>ulation  outside  of  New  Tork  and 
Kings  counties,  but  in  the  infliction  of  a  most  positive  and  cruel 
wrong  and  of  needless  sufferings  upon  a  class  of  uiifortunat^J 
who  should  have  been  s})ared  tliese  things  by  the  State.  It  hiV 
in  the  iidiiiman  tleclamtion  of  the  law  which  said,  in  the  ca>so  of 
tlie  dependent  insane  —  the  Commission  has  yet  to  learn  of  suol^ 
an  instance  in  the  ca,se  of  an  inmate  of  a  State  institution 
ported  by  himself  or  fiiends — who  had  been  in  custoilv 
only  a  few  months,  or,  at  longest,  rarely  more  tlian  a  y 
or  two,  that  his  chance  for  recovery  wa«  gone,  and  th*t 
with  large  numbers  of  his  fellows  he  nmst  be  removed  to 
iui  institution  which  was  by  law  dechireii  to  be  for  the 
** chronic"  or  ** incural)le/'  It  does  not  help  the  matter 
say  that  those  insane  so  removed  from  the  possibilities 
recovery  wouhl  not  recover,  for  that  is  a  question  which  it  is  not 
possible  in  any  case  to  positively  determine.  Let  the  jniblic  con- 
sider how  ]>ersons  suffering  from  ordinary  diseases  would  re^^aivi 
treatment  of  this  character,  to  be  publicly  abandoned  by  law  to 
incurability.  And  all  for  what?  For  the  savatig  of  an  incon- 
siilerable  sum.  How  mean,  poor  and  small  all  this  seems  when, 
looked «at  in  the  light  of  the  needless  suffering  involved  in  it. 
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Slioulil  the  humblest  resident  in  the  State  he  denied  any  possi- 
ble opportunity  <»f  recovery  fnnn  sucli  n  fri^Jitfid  malady  ?  It  la 
a  travesty  i>n  reason  and  justice  to  remove  one  t^f  ihh  class  from 
under  the  inttiiences  which  favor  recovery,  at  the  ei\A  of  some 
arbitrary  period,  three  months,  six  months  or  a  year.  In  a 
neighboring  State,  which  is  acting  on  this  ]>rinciple,  the  limit  by 
law  is  tixed  at  one  year. 

It  having  been  publicly  denied,  with  some  show  of  resentment, 
thjit  such  suffering  was  inflicted,  or  that  patientti  objected  to 
being  tniusferred  to  institutions  estaldisheii  on  the  **  chronic*'  or 
^'incumltle'"'  Imsi-s,  the  Commission  has  been  nsked  to  furnish 
evidence  on  this  point. 

The  following  letters  will  be  louml  exceedingly  interesting  to 
'thoHc  who  have  given  attention  to  this  suljject.  They  ai*e  entirely 
fair  and  conservative  in  their  tone,  and  throw  a  ]»owerful  nide- 
light  on  tlie  evil^  of  the  old  system.  The  letter  of  Dr.  Blumer, 
in  j^iirticular,  while  extremely  circumspect  and  conservative  and 
evidently  written  in  a  spirit  of  the  uiinost  fairn«»ss  is  :iri  inu^iv 
egting  and  remarkable  conunentary  on  the  system 

Dr.  Judson  W  Andrews,  the  pmsent  su|«»rintendent  of  the 
Buffalo  State  Hospital,  who  for  many  years  was  th*»  firnt  assistant 
physician  at  the  lUica  State  Hos]>itiil.  writing  utulerdate  Decem- 
ber thirty-first,  says : 

*' A  liu'tr*'  TiMiuljer  of  jiatii'tits  were  rcuioved  from  the  aont^  asylnms 
without  any  knuwli'dge  of  their  dosUiiaiiiui,  Thort*  remairiK  In  my 
mind  A  ]^i*ncral  inipr^^ssion  th.it  in  simie  ca^es  there  wa«  a  di^tiiko 
^«xpreHfled  to  l^eiiig  went  ti»  tht*  chronic  asylumg  uu  ihegrtiund  that  th<nr 
condition  was  consid^^rcd  inriirablf,  and  that  these  would  be  iheir  per- 
inanonl  homes.     I  oan  not  rt'call  specific  iuKljiuct's." 

Dr.  G.  Alder  Blnmei%  the  present  medical  superintendent  of 
the  Iltica  State  Hospital  and  formerly  an  assistant  physician  in 
that  institution,  writes  under  date  of  Jamiary  twenty-sixth^  as 
follows  r 

"  While  it  is  undtHihtcdly  true  that  in  i^nnte  instance**  objection  to 
transfer  has  been  madr,  tht^re  is  not  fixed  In  my  memory  the  ease  of 
any  particular  ]»aticnt  who  ba^ed  snch  objection  on  the  inj]>licd  ho|)€- 
leB»ne«»  of  his  or  her  recovery.  I  have  tjnestioned  the  matron  and 
the  male  and  female  supervisors,  neither  of  whom  ia  able  to  name  to

te9t<  Such  CAses  were  neoessaril^r  of  rare  ooourreiK^,  for  tlie  roiuoii 
that  the  great  Imlk  of  the  patients  for  trauf^ft^r  liail  liecome  rr<Jtic4?fi 
to  such  a  Htat«  mentally,  as  to  be  inrapiiblp  ftf  any  emotion  of  wliii^ 
Rtrt»tmoiiH  objection  coiild  }ye  jiredlcatefl.  Arnl  when  sncli  feeling  wi8 
niaiufoftte*!,  I  believe  :iii  armlysis  of  its  groiinde  would  bave  di84^losiC*d 
othtT  additional  fat'lors,  MUi'h,  for  instance,  us  greater  distance  from 
relatives*  changed  conditions  in  regard  to  diet  and  treneral  surroiutd* 
in^s,  the  severance  of  ticy^  etc.,  although  tbt^  jtros|jeet  of  tifekm^ 
detention  may  have  lK»en  the  paramount  eoujiideration.  There  is 
another  reason  why,  in  the  nature  of  things,  gneh  caflea  were  few  xm 
nund>cr,  naraely,  that  the  medical  officers  of  the  inHtitution  in  scnne 
lUHtances  and  the  county  authoritie«  in  others  not  infrequently  dSuh 
erimiuated  in  favor  of  certain  patients  whose  feelings  were  likely  to 
be  wounded  by  such  trnn«fer,  notwitbstandirjg  the  fact  of  estalilished 
chronicity.  Expediency  waii  tbuB  permitted  to  supersede  a  sti'ict  coa> 
vt ruction  of  the  two-years*  rule,  and  there  are  in  the  hospital  tondbk^ 
not  a  few  patients  in  whoHu  behalf,  under  the  aanotion  of  autboriti€!# 
here  or  ebewbere,  such  a  policy  of  forbearance  and  intert3ei=;sioii  W9A 
allowed  to  opefate.  In  other  words,  it  roust  be  frankly  aclmitte^^ 
the  officcrri  were  oftentimes  too  glad  to  avail  themselves  of  tb<-'  on 
tunity  of  making  a  choice  as  to  which  patients  f^honld  be  <i«»r>l 
ebonic  and  in  so  far  suitable  cases  fur  Willard  or  Binghamt^n 
this  *rKcrimination  the  good  ofHces  and  co-operatiun  of  iuflitt^jt 
friends  and  superintendents  of  the  poor  have  been  suu^Ijt  and 
obtained.  At  time,s»  moreover,  the  friends  of  patients  have  paid  thi 
diflference  lietwecn  the  cost  of  care  at  Willard  and  Bingbamton  and 
that  at  Utica,  in  order  that  the  patient  might  continue  at  this  iriHtitn*- 
tion.  It  is  not  surprij^ing,  under  these  eircuinstauces,  that  I  can  rtnaJl 
no  s]tecitic  instance  of  strenuous  objection  on  the  part,  of  the  patit^nl, 
growing  out  rd"  imjilied  hopelessness  as  regards  recover}^ 

^*  In  regard  to  the  allegation  that  patients  have  been  kept  in  i|rnQ-^ 
ranee  of  the  fact  that   they   were    to   be   transferred  to    Willard 
liingbaiutun,  I  would  say  that  the  county  officials  were  by  no  m 
solely  reqionsiblo  for  this  state  of  affairs  when  it  existed,     A»  al 
stated,  the  great  Vmlk  r>f  transfer*  were  too  demented  to  apj>reciate 
Bitimtion  in  any  way,  but  in  some  cases  there  w^as  a  disposition  on 
part  of  the  officers  of  this  hospital  to  connive  at  silence  and  stabterfuge 
on  tlie  part  of  the  attendants  with  reference  to  the  destination  of  the 
patients  to  be  transferred.

Dr.  Walter  Kempster,  a  physician  of  \a.vge  experience  in  the 
wire  and  treatment  of  tlio  insane,  and  for  many  yeara  an  a«Histant 
diVsician  at  tlie  Utica  Stat<?  Hospital,  \Trot«  under  date  of 
fanuary  twenty-ninth,  an  foUtJws:

from  j4*oing  to  Willard.     Whether  they  were  i^orrecl  or  mtt,  they 

ttnly  re3>ardcd  that  institution  at  onu  which  marked  them   ae 

iuciinihfe,  and  from  vrhich  there  was  no  releajie  until  death  ended  their 

lulleringa. 

"It  is  difficult  for  me  to  recall  the  names  of  individuals  who  protested 

nd  begjred  that  th«y  might  uot  be  sent  there,  but  there  were  many 

luch. 

Upon  one  occasion  it  became  my  duty  to  accompany  a  party  who 
tninsferrecl  from  Uttca  to  Willard,  and  1  shall  n«-ver  forget  the 
ip,  which  was  wurely  a  journey  of  tiorruwitjg  to  them.  When  we  left 
train  to  take  sleighs  for  the  atiyhim,  the  overtures  of  several  of  the 
ifoH  attrjtt'ted  the  attrrition  of  bywTandcrK  to  whom  they  protected 
id  bigged  for  asflihtance  that  tliey  might  be  kept  from  going  where 
»y  V»elit've<l  they  were  to  be  regarded  m  hnpeloj^s,  Tt  w»«  not  inoom* 
m  for  patients  to  deelare  that  they  would  much  nit-her  go  to  Uie 
!OUnty«hou.se  than  to  be  taken  to  the  Willard  aeylum,  bocauue  they 
looked  upon  It  a»  an  in»tiluhou  which  branded  tiiem  a*  *imujnibi«' 
ind  from  whicli  they  could  never  return  to  their  homes. 
**The  attitude  of  the  late  Dr.  .hihn  P.  Gray  toward  the  principle  of 
for  chronio  eaftes  of  insanity  in  separate  in»titiitionH  did  not 
imit  of  doubt.  Hin  potiition  upon  thin  subject  wa^i  ontj  of  un(|ualified 
|oppo*iition  to  such  separation.  From  the  lime  such  a  proposition 
first  made  relative  to  the  intiane  of  New  York  until  the  day  of 
dn  death,  he  opposefl  it  at  all  times  and  in  all  places;  in  lectures,  in 
uentific  artielex,  in  erui vernation,  In*  denounced  the  ]iropoeition  in 
»nn«  that  left  no  doubt  in  the  miiid^  of  those  who  listened  to  him, 
37 
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or  read  kis  articles,  of  his  earnestness  in  combating  a  principle  which 
he  believed  to  he  wrong,  iiDsojentific  and  irifjninane.  The  position 
now  taken  by  the  State  of  New  York  in  making  prorisiou  for  all  tbe 
insane  in  State  institutiona  is  the  very  one  he  contended  for,  and  to 
accomplish  which  he  devoted  his  tinn^  >"<1  ttlmtH  ni.l  fiiP  uIm.!*  h*- 
was  always  a  mofit  s^ealoUB  advocate. 

"Concerning  my  own  views  upon  this  vx^ry  iiuportani  nuhjtvtj  (MiFiuti 
me  to  say  that  after  an  experience  of  more  than  twenty -one  y^^aro  in 
care  and  treatuienl  of  the  insajie,  I  am  convinced  that  the  pcdicy 
in  such  successful  practice  in  New  York  in  the  correct  one.  SxvlXjo 
in  State  institutions,  and  aflFording  provision  for  both  acute 
chronic  ca^es  in  the  same  institution  aud  under  the  same  manage^ 
inent»  i«*  in  my  judgment,  the  hest  possible  method,  Becuring  |»ropi>f 
oversight,  judicious  treatment  and  humane  care  for  all,  at  a  minimi 
expenditure  of  the  public  funds. 

**The  s<^v-called  'Wisconsin  plan'  does  not  meet  the  couditiuns  w' 
an  enlighted  peo[tle  demand;  an<l  sooner  or  later  will  he  supplani 
by  Bome  such  management  as  the  great  State  of  New  York  has  wisely 
adopted,  and  which  I  believe  to  be  just  and  right," 

Dr.  T.  S.  Armstrong,  the  late  superintendent  of  the  Binghi 
ton  Stiite  TTospitiil,   in  his  annual  report  to  the  Legislature 
1888,  referrwi  to  the  necessity  of  ehuiiging  the  niiine  (►f  the  ii 
tution  from   the  "Binghamton   Asylum  for  the  Chronic  [nsane_ 
to  the  *' Bingham  ton  Asylum   for  the  Insane,''  and  stated 
follows : 

"'Many  patientH  coming  to  this  institution  gel  the  idea  that  they 
incurable  (aa  mau}-  of  them  are),  auel  that  they  must  n^main  hi^rci 
long  as  tJiey  live,  Thts  idea  becomes  intensifieil  from  the  fart  tlial 
is  cralled  an  •asylum  for  the  chronic  insane.'  They  construe  the  ©oi 
rate  word  *chrunic'  as  ft^monymous  with  incurable. 

"To  them  it  blote  out  all  future  prospects  of  recovery,  and 
return  lo  their  honit*  and  friends.  The  mental,  mond  atid  phj'nical  e 
of  this  is  most  unfortunate.  In  view  of  the  above  rt'sulls,  will  it 
be  humane  to  have  a  bill  introduced  into  tbc  Legislature  this  wit 
amend  Bei-tion  firM-  (l8t)  *>f  chapter  two  hnndred  and  eighty  (2R0) 
the  Laws  <if  1870,  by  striking  out  the  word  *  chronic,'  so  that  the  incw- 
poratAj  name  shall  read:  *The  Binghamton  Asylum  for  tbo  loflaiQof^ 
We  are  unable  to  *iee  how  such  an  amendment  wfudd  do  injury  or 
injustice  t<r  any  ono^  or  inateria.lly  drtnict  fnmi  ihr  oiit.^in.'il  oKu*r'»  of 
the  institution." 
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lences  upon  this  point  might  be  multiplied.  It  is  believed^ 
loweven  tJiat  by  the  passage  of  the  third  State  Care  Act  this 
[-real  ^y\\  ha^  finally  terminated,  and  that  it  never  mil  return  to 
le  State  of  New  York  to  trouble  the  unfortunates  who  might 
►therwise  bo  subjected  to  its  baneful  influences. 

The  agitation  for  a  complete  fulHUinent  of  the  early 
iromise  of  1830  by  the  passage  during  that  year  of  the 
irst  State  Cave  Act,  which  promise  was  only  partially  redeemed 
[I  18l'5  by  the  passage  of  the  second  State  C'are  Act, 
as  kept  up  by  philanthropic  and  patriotic  citizens  until 
y  the  State  by  the  passage  in  1890  of  the  third  State 
Act,  which  as  its  title  clearly  shows  — ^^Jki\  Act  to  promote 
the  care  and  curative  treatment  of  the  pau|>er  and  indigent 
isane^* — breathed  alike  the  spirit  of  philanthropy  and  of  the 
mndest  principles  of  good  government,  fully  committed  itself  to 
the  most  enlightened  of  modem  views. 

This  act,  which  was  |>assed  April  15^  l>ttn^  it'innrni  tiiu  Mate 
jCommission  in  Lunacy  *'to  forthwith  cause  the  removal  t-o  such 
(vlum,  or  agylums,  from  some  one  or  more  of  the  counties  of  the 
listrict  to  vrbicli  said  asyUun  has  been  assigntMl  under  the  pro- 
^tfiicms  of  this  act,  as  many  pau]>er  and  indigent  insane  patients 
can  be  accommodated.- ■ 

It  will  thus  be  observed  that  no  discretion  is  vested  in  the 

rommission.     Patients  must  be  transferred  as  fast  as   room  is 

obtained.     At  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act  there  were  in 

le  county  |»oor-house.s  of  the  StJite  2,188  insane  imtients.

inly  one  coimty  (^'^'ulm-hs)  atrempted  to  nullify  the  Stale  Care 
tCt  by  refusing  to  transfer  sueli  of  its  insane  as  were  ordereil  to 
tmnsferred   by  the  Commission.    This  county  declining  to 
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comply  with  the  orders  of  the  C-onimission,  a  suit  was  Im^j^uj 
against  it  in  belialf  of  the  State  by  the  Attorne3^-General^  which 
was  cieterminecl  in  favor  of  the  State  by  a  Special  TeiiD  of  ibl 
Supreme  Court,  An  appeal,  however,  has  been  taken  liy  thf 
county,  which  is  now  pending,  but  there  is  h'ttle  doubt  tluit  tlv* 
judgment  of  the  court   below   will  be  sustained  in  all  tbinpv.* 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  the  State  provi<itil 
aocommo^lations  for  at  least  827  patients^  by  an  appropdi^ 
tion  of  S^454,iS50,  which  sum  together  with  apjii' 
already  available  and  the  proposed  use  of  tiie  old  8tai_  . 
at  Auburn  w^here  250  patients  could  be  aocommodated, 
designed  to  provide  for  all  the  insane  in  the  county  poor-hoi 
to  the  1st  of  January,  181^2,  the  date  upon  which  it  was  exT 
that  all  of  the  buildings  necessary  to  be  erected  would  I., 
pleted;  and  thus  triumphantly  crown  the  grand  work 
nearly  half  a  century  ago. 

As  soon  as  practicable  after  the  appropriation  uf   thir, 
work  was  begun.     Difficulties  were  experienced  in  some  c  i^ 
prixjuriug  the  submission  of  plans  which  would  be  acceptable  In 
the  hoard   charged   by  the   statute   with   their  approval    aK  % 
security   that  the   buildings   would    be   erected   and     furi*'-^  -^ 
within  the  sum  ajipropiiated.    These  diJtteulties   were    i 
overcome,  and  it  is  confidently  believed  that  all  the  building! 
will  be  ready  for  occupancy  before  the  1st  of  October^  1898. 

While    the    act    retpured    that    accommodations    should 
provided  for  not  le^s  than  827  patients,  the  Commission  is  gnUi^ 
fied  to  be  able  to  state  that  not  only  has  the  expense  involvfrf. 
in  the  preparation  and  approval  of  the  plans  ami   the  c»^    ' 
of  the  business  incidental  to  the  work  been  paid,  l»ut  that  i 
modations  are  assured  for  850,  a  nmnber  considerably  in 
of  the  strict  requirements  of  the  appropriation  act  and  at  a 
witliin  the  sura  appropriated.

The  third  Stiite  (^are  Act,  of   l>i(M>,  exem]jte<!  the  coui 
New  York,  Kings  and  Monroe  from  its  ojjeration  for  the  i 
fre(ptently  stated,  that  for  many  years  these  counties  bad 
ducted  hospitals  for  the  care  of  all  of  their  insane  without  ^ef©^l 
ence  to  the  duration  of  the  maJady.     The  statute,  htjwevc r,  \%r*^ 
rides  that  either  of  these  counties  may  obtain  the  benefit  ^ 
State  Care  Act,  on  condition  that  they  accept  such  valiiatioti  %A\

ligneti  to  it,     ♦)wiuo^  to  the  fact  that  it  wasali^ady  liUed  to  its 
itmoBt  capacity  with  patients  froni  Monroe  county^  the  board 
nr  the  establish  men  t  of  SUite  insane  a^iylum  districts  iwjsigned 
ily    the  toinity   of    Monroe   as   a  district,   with    tile   further 
vantii^e  at  the  time  of  not  disturbing  the  other  State  hospital 
li&trict!^  tliHt  had  been  establinheil  on  tlie  1st  of  October,  1890. 
It  i»  likely,  however,  upon  a  nxlistricting  of  the  State  and  ^vith 
hhI  areonuniMlatiotis  at  this  institution,  tliat  other  counties 
a>i.si{^iK'<l  to  tin*  liOclM'sler  State  Ilospit^il. 
Conmii^sion  in  its  \nst  report  recommended  ns  one  of  the 
leagiires  for  expediting  the  consummation  of  the  intent  of  the 
Jtate  Care  Aet,  that  the  ohl  State  Asylum  for  Insane  Criminals 
Auljurn  l)e  converttni  into  a  SUito  hospital,  as  it  coidd  easily 
jcomnioiiate  250  patients,  and  by  comparatively  small  additions 
IS  number  could   be  nearly  doubled.

L:cu|)ation,      Tfiere   is   ?;ouie    popular  niisappivliension   respwt- 
ig  the  nature  of  tliis  institution,  to  the  effect  that  it  is  closely 
tilled  with,  or  rather  a  |)art  of,  the  Auburn  Rt^te  prison, 
is  not  the  case,  either  as  to  location  or  structund  connection- 
was  organize<l  in  I8r>l'  as  an  entirely  separate  and  distinct  insti- 
tition.   and   hjis  so   remained.     The  misconception   referred  to 
i»6?jibly    grew    up    from    the    fact    that    its    premises   adjoin 
io«e  of  the  Auburn   State  prison,  though   they  are  entii^ly 
»purated  by  a  high  wall.     The  State,  more  as  a  matter  of  con- 
venience tind  economy  than  for  any  other  reason,   thus  located 
this  institution.    The  new  State  Asylum  for  Insane  Criminals,  at 
Mutteawan,  is  now  pnicticftUy  ready  for  occupancy,  and  it  is 
likely  that  early  in  the  spnng  all  of  the  present  inmates  of  the 
uburn  institution  will  be  transferred  thereto. 
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In  pui^siianco  of  ilu?  recommendation  of  the  Commission  a  bill 
WMS  introduced  in  the  last  session  of  the  Tx?gislature  converting 
this  property  at  Auburn  into  a  State  hospital.  The  bill  passed 
the  Assc^nbly,  hut  owin*^  to  the  (hvid-lock  in  the  Senate  it  failed 
to  ])ass  that  body  and  so  di<l  not  become  a  law.  The  Commission 
is  infornuHl  that  a  similar  bill  has  been  introduced  into  the  j^res- 
(Mit  Le<risla.ture,  and  it  trusts  that  it  Avill  become  a  law.  In  fact, 
if  this  institution  is  not  convcu'ted  into  a  State  hospital,  it  will 
|>rol>ably  become  necessary  for  the  Legislature,  in  owler  to  fully 
cari-y  out  the  Slate  C^are  Act,  tf)  api)roj)riate  an  additional  sum 
at  the  per  capita  cost  of  9i^iyT){)  for  2r)t»  patients,  as  the  State  Care 
proj(vi  ('ontem])lated  the  use  of  this  institution  for  that  purpose. 

At  the  sanuj  session  of  the  Legislature,  namely,  in  ISDO,  by 
which  \.\\{\  State  Care  Act  was  passed,  an  act  was  passed  providing 
as  follows :

li  will  be  observed  iliai  by  tiio  lei'ins  of  this  act  no  pnjvision 
luis  bei.'ii  nuuU'  I'or  tlie  ulilizaliou  by  the  Stale  of  the  property  so 
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led.  In  fact,  with  |U'i'ha[)s  oiu*  or  Lwi>  exceptions,  ho  far  as 
infiant'  ar^  conci^rntHl,  it  coukl  nul  Ij«  «vttUHl)lo  for  any  |>u^ 
po«e.  So  fur  only  Ui roe  counties,  Erie,  UUtor  and  Oneida,  have 
made  ft}»plicrttion  tothootjuinnssion  thus  created,  for  the  appraifuil 
of  their  prr*|H?rty.  Tlie  lto;irtl  ha.s  apprai.sfHl  the  proprrt.v  vk» 
follows; 

Erio  coiuiU%  500  acres,  $50,000. 

Just  previous  to  the  passage  of  the  Stat^  Care  Act,  t!ie  Erie 
county  bi«ird  of  supervisors  purchastnl  a  lart^e  tract  (»f  hind, 
known  as  the  Collins  fann,  situated  al>out  thirty  miles  from  the 
city  of  Huifalo,'  far  the  ]»ur|>fjse  of  establish mg  a  new  county 
infttitutioUj  and  had  procured  u  s]MH'(al  act  of  the  Legislature  for 
that  purpi'se.  The  county,  h4i\vever,  was  not  exempted  from  the 
o])erations  of  the  State  Care  Act,  and  therefore  this  land,  although 
[imrobased  for  a.syluui  pur|M>ses,  remained  unused  by  the  county, 
hence  tlie  county  applied  to  the  conimission  for  its  ap])misal  with 
view  to  its  sale  to  the  State.  It  should  be  borne  in  inind  that 
li^  purehaj><*  di)es  not  involve  any  other  property  usse*!  by  Erie 
mnty  far  the  acxjommodation  of  its  insane. 
Oneida  county,  150  acres,  $104,0(M». 
Ulster  county,  fifteen  acre«,  JH«  1,000, 

Thus  far  n*ine  of  this  pnjperty  has  been  purcliased  by  the  State» 
Ithough  the  spirit  and  intent  of  the  act  binds  the  State  in  good 
to  accept  atid  ]>ny  for  all  tlie  |>roperty  that  may  be  offered 
^in  accordance  \ntli  tlie  terms  of  the  act.  It  is  not  likely,  however, 
that  mucii  more  will  be  offered  to  the  State»  for  in  most  instances 
»th  lamls  aiul  buildings  are  needetl  by  the  counties  for  the  proper 
;areof  the  poor,  as  existing  a<:Tomni<Miation8  ai-e  hirgely  deficient. 
As  liefore  remarketl,  one  of  the  great  advantages  offei'cd  by  the 
Care  Act  waa  the  [)ro vision  made  for  the  transfer  of 
itients  from  one  institution  to  another.  Exjierience  shows  that 
[the  friends  of  patients  eagerly  avail  themselves  of  this  pnivision, 
when  a  family  moves  from  tlie  U»cality  of  one  institution  to 
!.hat  of  another.  The  great  object  in  view,  however,  was  the 
means  which  it  otfei's  to  e^iualize  acconnmodations  in  the  different 
Itate  hospitals.  The  selection  of  the  site  of  these  institutions 
laving  been  largely  determineil  by  local  considerations  and  their 
instructioti  having  proceeded  as  funds  could  be  obtained  by  the 
38 
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luciil  bt>anlH,  some  4»f  wb«>in  have  been  cxcoptioDiilly  sucr* 
while  otliers  were  unfurtiinatt^,  these  institutioiii*  have  grou  *.  ..^.

(.\jii8€Hjuently  some  are  overcnnvtleti  in  cum|>ari8un  \nth  others. 
rrnh_T  tbe  State  ('are  Art,  all  tins  ilifficuhy  cun  be  readily 
obviated^  siiiee  a  eonsideiiilih'  jU'oportion  of  jiatieiits  havu 
neither  frienfls  nor  relatives  \vbo  either  visit  or  care-  for  them, 
and  now  lliut  all  of  the  State  hospitals  are  condnoted  on  a  ciinir 
tive  biisis,  the  ipifstion  where  patients  jnny  lie  locateti  is  a  ni; 
of  smaller  roniM'rn  til  tlienuselveii  or  to  their  friends.  Whi.-n  ...i 
buildings  now  providetl  for  under  the  State  Care  Act  are  eotii- 
plet<?d,  transfers  can  bo  made  so  that  all  of  the  InstittitionH  will 
reeeive  their  [jroper  quota  of  jwitients. 

Some  coin  plaint  ha^  been  made  of  the  Stiite  C^are  Act  in    this^: 
that  it  pi'^vented  a  freedom  of  ehoieeon  thepart  of  patients;  that 
it  restriet^HJ  pjilients  to  a  hospital  within  a  cortaiu  district.      It  ill 
trne  that  the  State  ('are  Act  provide<i  that  a  ]>atient  ini;ijr}i'     - 
beyond  the  limits  of  a  district,   whenever  he  desireti  th«3    i 
ment  of  any  particular  hospital,  provided  that  the  friends  of  th« 
patti?nt  were  willing  to  pay  tlic  expense  of  trans[H>rt-ation  beyond 
the  limits  of  such  district,  ami  with  the  consent  tif  the  sup   •  '- 
tendeut  of  the  hospiUil  and  the  president  tif  the  State  Conan! 
in  Lunaey.     The  nmnlicr  of  ap[)lication8  under  the  prc>\nBioit8 
of  this  act  has  been  exceeflint^ly  small.     During  the  past  vc»ar 
fjniy  twelve  a[>[)lications  were  made,  all  of  which  were  promptly 
granted.     It  is,  however,  a  source  of  annoyance  and  trouble  botli 
to   the    Commission    and    to    patients,    relatives    and    fri<M)d«. 
While  the   Coramissiim   believes   that  the   princifile   of   setting 
aside  a  district  to  each  iiospital  is  wise,  it  also  believes  that  the 
statute   shouid   be   modified   so   that   the    judge  cominitting' 
patient  to  a  liosi)ital  should  determine  the  question  whether 
patient  should  ^o  beyond  the  limits  of  the  district  —  whether^ 
eU'ei't,  he  shouhl   have  the  treatment  of  a   hospital  outside  th^ 
district  iu   which  he  lived.     Tin's  is  a  matter  which  should   be 
determined  at  the  time  of  commitment,  and  tliere  is  no  neci- 
of  referring  the  question  to  two  olfieials,  who  might  disa^ 
While  iu  practice  the  matter  is  shown  not  to  have  been  in 
tant,  judging    from  the  number  of  pei'sons  who  have   made 
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lirations  for  transfer,  it  is  pKjper  that  the  restrictions  ghould 
be  rpuiovetl  by  the  amemhuetit  |>ro|M>{so<f. 

The  State  now  pay^  lor  th<*  transportation  of  the  de|>en<l' 
writ  iiwaue  from  tiieir  hoincH  to  State  hospitals;  hence  U  i« 
important  that  clistriots  should  be  eslablished  in  rf>rder  that 
|)a4,ienl^  shuuld  nut  he  sent  to  a  distant  hospital  thnmgh  mei^ 
caprice  or  the  whims  of  a  8U|»erintendent  of  the  |KJur  or  of  frienda 
who  may  ask  such  removal  at  great  exj)enHe  to  the  State  and  the 
intliction  u[)on  tbe  [latient  of  ueedh*ss  iiardsbip  fnnn  travel.  If 
it  were  not  for  this  fact,  districts*  might  8af«*ly  be  abolisheil,  and 
the  matter  left  to  regidate  itself.  The  Commission  believes, 
however,  that  difficulties*  upon  this  |>oint,  above  noted,  woulii 
arise,  and^  theref«)re,  that  the  system  of  assigning  a  ilistriel  to 
«ach  liospital  should  continue. 

The  pi^sent  act  provides  tliat  the  l>oard  for  the  establishment 
of  State  insane  asylum  districts  shall  assign  a  certain  number 
t>f  |>atients  to  a  district,  and  that  the  districts  assigned  shuuld 
conform  t^  the  requirements  of  the  h<»spitaL  This  statute  should 
be  amended  for  the  re-ason  that  it  is  praoticaUy  impossible,  owing 
to  the  fluctuations  of  pojniiation,  to  assign  a  definite  number  of 
patients  to  a  hospital,  and  also  because  the  State  hospitals  having 
mostlv  b<*en  located  without  refei-enee  to  the  needs  of  th*^  whole 
[State,  it  would  be  difficult  in  some  cases  to  assign  a  district.  For 
example,  the  Willanl  State  Hospital,  in  mund  numbers,  contains 
accommodations  for  2,loO  |»atients.  Practically  it  is  impossible 
to  establish  for  it  a  distnct  hanng  jmtients  enough  to  fill  it,  witJi- 
out  depri\nng  other  ho8|>itals  situated  in  that  part  of  the  State  of 
jMitients  enough  to  kee|>  them  filled.  The  act  should  Ik*  amended 
80  ai^  to  provide  that  districts  shall  be  establishtHl  having  reference 
to  the  capiicity  of  each  hospitil,  it8  locality,  and  tlie  whole  hos- 
pital system  of  the  Btate.  This  is  entirely  feasible  by  reason  of 
the  ay  stem  of  transfers  which  is  provided  for  in  the  State 
Care  Act. 
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NEW  YORK  CITY  ASYLUMS. 


New  York  city  and  countv  from  an  early  period  ha^  been 
pennitted  by  the  State  in  caro  for  all  its  insane,  both  acute  and 
chroiuc.  It  orgiinLzed  its  institutions  on  the  basis  of  c-aring  for 
all  alike,  ]ind  at  no  time  has  the  distingiiighing  terms  "acute" 
and  ** chronic*'  as  applied  to  its  insane  been  legally  recognized. 
It8  asylum  system  now  conniiits  of  four  divisif)ns  or  depirt- 
ments;  one  each  on  Blackwell's,  Want's  and  Hart's  islands,  and 
Oiie  at  Central  Islip,  L.  I.,  about  forty-four  miles  distant  by 
rail  from  New^  York  city.  These  institutions  conijtrise  collec- 
tively the  New  York  city  asylums  for  insane,  and  are  an  integml 
part  of  the  de|mrtmeut  of  ptililic  cljarities  and  correcti(»n8  of  Now 
York  city,  and  are  under  the  general  control  of  tiie  commissioners 
of  charities  and  corrections.  Tlieir  management  is  intrusted  to  a 
genei*al  superintendent,  appointed  by  the  commissioners,  who  is 
the  executive  and  administrative  otticcr  and  physician  in  chief 
and  is  responsible  for  their  conduct  and  condition.  In  addition 
to  this  each  institution  is  under  the  imme<Hale  charge  of  a  medicaJ 
supenntendent  of  special  training  arul  oxperif^nre.  win*  is  sidi- 
ordinate  to  the  genend  superintendent 

In  no  asylum  in  the  State  is  i-e^ponsibility  so  concentrated  as 
in  the  New  York  city  asyhim  system.  At  no  ]>oint  in  this  system 
i»  responsibility  (livided,  and  since  this  concentnition  of  resimnsi- 
bility  has  existed,  the  improvement  in  the  operation  of  the  system 
has  been  most  marke<l  and  gratifying.  The  general  8U|K?rintondent 
is  practically  given  the  unrestrict4»4l  choice  of  his  immeoiate  snb- 
onlinates,  inclutling  the  mcilical  snprrinti*n<ients.  These  in  turn 
cocercise  the  power  of  ap|x>iatiaentand  dismissal  of  their  subordinate 
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officers,  subject  U*  a[»[»roval  of  the  general  8n{>erintundorir 

over, all  of  tlio  otiic*^rs  and  iittoiuJanls  ar<?  nx|uiretl  u.    ^m»a 

special  ciWl  6er\^ce  examination  before  ap)>ointinent 

The  Commission  has  bad  little  occasion  to  exercise  its  pr^rogar 
tives  in  these  institutions,  Tlie  administration  and  discipline  are 
in  the  main  up  to  a  high  standard  of  exc«lkince.  The  propjrtiun 
of  physicians  to  patients  is  greater  than  that  in  other  institutiooi 
of  the  State,  and  a  medical  olfloer  is  on  duty  at  night  in  e&cb  of 
the  principal  institutions.  There  are,  however,  certain  defeats  in 
the  New  York  city  asylum  system  wbicit  the  Commission  believes 
shoidd  he  corrected  at  the  earliest  possible  day.  These  are,  ttio 
unsuitable  character  of  certain  of  the  buddings  and  tbe  dangerofo 
overcrowding  «>f  all  of  the  buildings  on  Ward's,  Blackwell's  and 
Hart*s  islands. 

While  the  claim  that  asylums  are  overcrowded  is  freqnonnjr 
made  throughout  the  State,  the  Commission  is  of  the  opinion 
that,  relatively  speaking,  it  does  not  exist  to  any  alarming  ext^'jit 
except  in  the  institutions  for  the  insane  in  the  city  of  New  York 
and  in  Kings  county.  In  the  New  York  institutions  it  is  mo»t 
pronounced.  Tlie  general  superintendent  has  urgently  called 
attention  to  it  in  his  olKcial  repoits,  deploring  its  existence 
api>e^ling  for  relief,  but  thus  far  without  avaiL  The  Com 
sion  also  called  early  attention  to  it  in  its  notes  of  visitation 
recommended  that  relief  be  granted. 

The  difficulty  in  the  wiiy  of  correcting  ibis  evil  appears  to 
in  the  fact  that  the  commissioners  of  charities  and  corrtfcri 
are  not  supplied    by    the    proper  authorities   with   a  snffici 
sum  of  money  for  tlie  purpose.     New  York  city  in  this  r«8| 
has    failed    to    keep    pace    with    the    increasing  demands 
provision    for   her    insane    wards,    and    the  result    has 
that  needs  in   this    direction     have    heoorae    so    large    aa 
seem    excessive,    and    appropriations    have    accordingly    b< 
denied      altogether     or    reduced     to   a    sum     far     below     t] 
original  amount  required.     The  levving  of  taxes  is  a  raat( 
over    which   the    commissioners  of   charities    atid    correctioni 
havenoRmtrol,    All  they  can  do  is  to  make  the  best  use  the-r      - 
of  the  sum  set  apart  for  their  department  by  the  board  ol 
mate  and  app«.>rtionment. 
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During  tho  past  year  the  Commission  has  bad  sei-eraJ  inter- 
iewg  with  members  of  the  board  of  oommifision  of  charitiea 
ind  corrections  and  the  general  euperin  ten  dent  uf  the  New  York 
sity  asylums,  with  a  view  to  secuiing  the  means  t)f  relief,  as  it 
jsessed  no  power  to  compel  the  erection  of  buildings.  After 
*eful  consideration  of  the  situation  in  all  its  aspects,  the  Com- 
ission  addressed  the  following  comnumicution  to  the  board  of 
?stimate  and  apportionment  as  an  expressinn  ^f  \\^  v1<mvs  oh  tim 
lecessities  of  these  institutions :

lent  of  the  New  York   city  asylums  for  the  insane,  who  are  officially 

larged   with  the  custody  and  care  of  the  dependent  insane  of  Now 

'ork  city,  ai^  faithful  and  efficient  in  the  discharge  of  their  several 

luties  to  a  most  commendable  degree,  it  is  deeply  impressed   by  the 

fact  that  they  are  subject  to  great  embarrassment  and  discouragement 

I  wing   to   the    lack    of   certain   essential    requirements   and    facilities 

rithout  which   they  are  unable  to  maintain  the  management  of  the 

istitutions  for  the  insane  committed  to  their  care  on  the  standard  of 

iciency  which  medical  science  and  humanity  would  dictate,  and  for 

'hich  the  Commission  believes  that  early  provision  shotdd  be  made. 

The  most  serious  evils  of  the  present  situation  are: 

1,  The  great  and  most  deplorable  overcrowding  of  the  inmates  of  all 

le  institiUions  for  the  insane  on  Blackwell'a,  Ward's  and  Hart*s  islands. 

a.  The  dilapidated  condition  of  certain  buildings,  especially  the  old 

rooden  pavilions  on  BlackwelPs  and  Hart's  islands,  which  have  long 

loe  pasfled  the  stage  of  usefulness  and  are  now  in  suoh  a  state  of 

tecay  a«  to  render  them  not  only  unfit  but  unsafe  for  human  habita- 
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tiorj,  calls  for  prompt  action.  In  proof  of  this  inay  be  clteii 
mvoalled  jtavilions  on  Hart's  island,  constnutted  of  hf mlock  boaHa, 
which  were  erected  during  the  late  war  as  temporary  barrackji  fur  ih^ 
sheltering  of  soldiem.  These  buildlDgs,  together  with  aevenU  of 
wooden  Btrnctures  on  Black  well's  inland,  which  were  erected  over  S 
quarter  of  a  century  ago,  could  not  be  regarded  ats  esuit^ible  baildingi 
for  the  innane,  even  wore  they  in  good  repair;  with  all  tlieir  marki 
defects,  however,  they  are  overcrowded  to  a  most  dangerous  degrcf, 
the  beds  bei/ig  placed  bo  close  together  on  either  side  as  to  lea 
absolutely  no  space  between  them,  in  many  inBtancoft,  thua  conipeUiJig 
the  patients  to  crawl  in  over  the  foot  of  the  bed  when  retiring; 
central  aisle  or  sj»ace  between  the  rows  of  beds  on  either  side,  moi^ 
over,  is  also  extremely  limited  and  yet  it  neoesgarily  aervuii  as  day 
room,  being  the  only  indoor  epace  available  for  patients  diiriug  the 
day.  In.  addition  to  this,  the  dining-rooms,  the  bath-rooms,  lavaton<«^ 
water-closets,  etc.,  of  the  buildings  referred  to  are  in  a  marked  atate  ol 
dilapidation  and  decay,  and  there  is  a  great  lack  of  suitable  funiiturt, 
while  the  service  rooms  arc  practically  destltnto  of  uiodt-rn  ^niMT-art- 
appliances  and  fixtures. 

The  general  superintendent  in  his  aniiunl  rc|)orl»  under  i 
January  1,  1H91,  verj'  jjroperly  and  forcibly  remarks,  and  rh 
mission  is  in  full  accord  therewith,  that  — 

"  Tlie  fact  remains,  then,  that  the  number  of  insane  for  whom  jroS 
department  ban  to  provide  is  to-day  greater  by  over  200  than  it 
year  since.  There  exists  the  other  fact  that  provision  haa  not 
made  in  the  way  of  buildings  for  tlie  increase^  still  less  for  any  rodao 
tion  of  the  extreme  overcrowding  which  has  resulted  from  simiiar 
increase  in  years  back,  and  from  similar  omission  to  provide  for  il  liy 
enlarging  existing  buildings  or  by  adding  to  their  number, 

*'  But  one  actual  addition  to  the  capacity  of  the  asylum  bnildinif 
has  been  completed  during  the  year,  the  new  pavilion  upon  riarta* 
island,  with  a  capacity,  fairly  estimated,  of  260  beds.  It  is,  boweTtfr, 
better  able  to  bear  an  assignment  of  300  beds  than  are  many-  of  tii9 
older  buildings  to  bear  the  assingment,  gradually  resulting  from  tlia 
chronic  overcrowding,  made  to  them,  and  300  beds  it  acoordtnglr 
contains.  This  would  appear  to  offset  the  gain  of  the  year  of  i^l 
patients,  and  even  slightly  to  relieve  the  accrued  overcrowding  of 
years  past,  but  when  it  is  remembered  that  the  lodge,  aoHsaJlod,  at 
Blackwell's  island,  so  long  condemned,  was  finally  abandonodf  and 
shelter,  such  as  it  was,  for  120  patients,  so  lost,  it  will  be  seen  that  tl>« 
year  closes  with  a  net  gain  in  the  number  of  patients,  and  no  net  gain 
in  the  space  available  for  their  accommodation." 
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In  view  of  the  foregoing   the  CommiHftion    feeb  that  it  would  he 

reortsint  to  its  duty  if  it  failed  to  reeommt»iid  an  immediate?  appropria- 
tion for  the  erectioD  of  suitable  buUdiiij^s,  etjptfcially  to  Uike  the  jilace 
of  the  old  buildingfl  on  Han's  atid  BlackwclPs  islands.  The  Comraisfiion 
would  abo  comiiit-nd  most  earnestly  the  jnoject  of  a  colony  extension 
the  city*B  admirable  insane  eatabli^hment  at  Central  Islip,  and  it 
respectfully  urges  tlie  enlargement  of  the  plant  at  that  place  as  speedily 
aB  j»oB8ible»  as  a  sure  means  of  relief  fi^om  the  great  and  growing  evil 
of  overcrowding.*  If  the  accommodatiuns  there  provided  were  doubled 
or  trebled,  or  even  quadrupled,  while  the  relief  ko  obtained  would  be 
iDont  important  and  beneficial,  the  cost  might  be  very  moderate. 

Tlie  per  capita  allowance  for  maintenance  of  the  insane  at  thests 
iniStitutions  should  be  increased  by  at  least  fifty  centn  per  week.  It 
should  always  be  borne  in  mind  that  these  inmates  represent  all 
classes  in  the  community  and  come  from  every  walk  in  life;  that  the 
great  majority  of  theru  were  industrious,  respectable  and  self-support- 
ing citizens  before  they  were  overtaken  by  the  attiiction  of  insanity; 
that  they  are  ntit  paujiers  in  any  proper  sense  and  nught  not  to  be  so 
regarded,  but  on  the  contrary  they  are  entitled  as  of  right  to  greater 
consideration  and  better  treatment  than  is  deserved  by  or  accorded 
ihe  true  jvauper,  thus  tnaintaining  the  proper  distinction  between 
poverty  and  pauperism.  The  Commission  is  assured  by  the  officers  of 
the  department,  and  believes  of  its  own  knowledge,  that  such  an 
crease  in  the  weekly  per  capita  allowance  for  maintenance, 
BBpecially  as  applied  to  dietary,  clothing  and  other  prime  items  of 
daily  necessity,  would  materially  help  to  bring  the  stamlard  of  care 
and   treatment  in  these  particulars  up  to  that  which  now  obtains  in 

he  Stat^  hospitals.  In  point  of  administrative  ability,  medical  skill 
and  the  industrial  occupation  of  their  inmates,  the  Commission  is  glad 
to  repent  its  belief  that  the  New  York  city  institutions  for  tJie  insane 
are  already  fully  on  a  level  with  any  of  the  State  hospitals  in  this'  or 
other  States.  The  great  defects  in  your  present  system  are  the  want 
of  comfortable  and  sufficient  buildings  to  proi»erly  house  the  insane, 

f  suitable  furniture  and  of  a  comparatively  small  increase  in  their 
maintenance  fund  so  as  to  better  secure  their  physical  welfare.  With 
these  two  wants  supplied,  the  city  of  New  York  will  have  taken  a 
long  stride  in  advance  toward  the  high  and  humane  ground  of  proper 
and  ample  provision  for  its  dependent  insane.  And,  in  our  judgment, 
it  should  not  be  deterred  froui  taking  this  step,  by  any  appreheneioD 
unduly  increased  taxation.  The  eJtpense  of  providing  such  build- 
ga  as  are  needed,  especially  at  Central  Islip,  and  of   replacing  the 

ooden  structures  on  the  island  by  brick  ones,  while  they  ought  in  any 
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ev«nl  u>  b€  constructed  as  a  nii-asure  in  line  with  the  1 
hamatiHy,  need  nnt  he  sm  large  k^  to  form  any  formiii 

teriug  upon  the  work   with   the  least  possihie  delay. 
Hired,  if  it  be  heUl  that  such  [lermaiient  improvements   i       ' 
not  to  be  paid  out  of  the  pro<?eed!«  of  current  Uixatiou,  I 
borne  in  part  by  the  generations  thai  are  to  share  their  advantagei, 
could  readily  be  obtained  by  ati  ijssue  of  bonds,  for  which    tlie  n .  '    ' 
authority  would  be  granted   an   application  to  the  Legislattire. 

&«yii,  and  all  othcn^  appropriated  to  the  uge  of  the  t^omtni^sioners  Hi 
charities  and  correction  for  the  benefit  of  the  insane  asyhuns.  -' 
«p«M^itica11y  set  ai>art  for  tliat  piiq^ose  and  not  be  liable  to  !>» 
to  any  other  use. 

Without  aHgnmint^  to  give  detailed  information  caneemiiig^  the 
of  the  several  institutions  for  the  insane  and  idiotic  under  the    ii 
of  the  coiumiasionerB  of  oharities  and  correction,  the  welfare  of   whicb 
M  largely  dependent  on  3'our  action,  and  disclaiming  any  de»ire  to 
exceed  the  limit  of  legal  authority,  we  feel  it  incumbent  on  tis  to  again 
urge,  with   all    the  emphasis   which   official   propriety   permits,    (bat 
liberal  and  early  action  be  taken  to  meet  the  pressing  want  of  enlarged 
accommodations  in  the  way  of  new  buildings  at  Central   I«tlip   and  oC 
brick  jiaviliont)  to  replace  the  unfit  wooden  buildings  on  Hart's  mSi 
BlackwelPs  iflland^,  together  with   a  reasonable  increase  in    the    par- 
capita  allowance  for  maintenance. 

In  conclusion,  should  you  desire  it,  the  Comnussion,  or  a  repreaenta^ 
tive  thereof,  would  gladly  appear  before  your  honorable  board,  for 
purpose  of  considering  in  detail  the  mattei*8  herein  referred  to.

For  the  current  year  it  appears  that,  while  some  agita- 
tion looking  toward  a  correction  of  the  evils  has  been  had, 
no  definite  action  has  been  taken,  and  the  attention  of  the 
Legislature  ia  respecfuUy  called  to  the  necessity  of  legislatioa 
upon  this  point. 

The  Commission  believes  that  the  number  of  dependent  insane 
now  in  the  New  York  city  asylums,  being  nearly  6,000,  is  suffi- 
ciently  large   to   require    the   separation  of    the   insane    from 
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ibo  other  public  charities  and  corrections.  If  provision  could  be 
lade  at  Ward's  island  and  at  Central  Iftlip  for  all  of  the  uity'S 
isane  of  both  8f*xes,  and  the  institiitionfi  at  rilack\velJ*s  and  Hurt's 
Jands  no \v occupied  hv  insfinc  begivf?n  n\\  to  other  uses,  <d'  w  hich 
le  depiirtinent  of  charities  and  corrections  has  need,  it  would  be 
,tly  to  the  advantage  of  the  insane,  as  under  the  piiesent 
arrangement  the  internnn^ling  of  the  interests  of  the  insane,  of  the 
iuupei-ii  and  of  the  criminals  has  a  lenrjency  to  reduce  the  social 
itaaof  iill  to  one  level  in  jniblic  estimation,  afi  well  iu»  in  the 
Latter  of  provision  for  their  maintenance.  It  has  frtHpiently  been 
anted  out  by  the  ( 'omniission  and  by  others  who  have  given  the 
iatt<?r  attention  that  the  de|M?ndcnt  and  senn-<lej>endeiit  insane 
lould  not  l)e  confounded  with  non-insane  dei»endents —  the  true 
lUjx^r  who  rarely  becomes  insane—  anil  yet  there  is  such  a  con- 
u.sion  of  interests  and  of  the  status  of  tliese  several  cla^stis  that 
iany  people  in  the  city  of  New  York  fail,  m  to  its  great 
larities,  to  make  this  just  digtinction  ;  hence  in  their  minds  the 
idustrious  ami  self-supporting  pei'sun  wh**  has  b«*c»ime  insam?,  is 
^fteu  i\?garded  as  a  pauper  and  not  entitled  to  :ni\  lu'ifrr  r;irr* 
id  treatment  than  the  onlinary  pauyier  gets. 
Imitances  are  not  wanting  where  insane  persons,  or  their  triendft 
for  them,  have  objected  to  K**i^K  to  the  **  island  '*  becauso  it  is 
uuted  in  their  minds  with  the  work-house  and  the  jKniitentiary, 
to  the  minds  of  many  the  department  of  charities  and  correc- 
rons  represent  the  alms-house  and  the  penitentiary  as  nuich  as 
diM3s  the  asylum. 

Moreover  such  a  se|Miration  of  the  insane  from  the  other 
iterests  of  the  de[)artment  woultl  tend  ti>  insun:*  the  expenditui*e 
►r  their  benefit  of  all  moneys  appropriated  for  that  puri>ose. 


CHAPTER   18. 

Kings  C^ounty  Asvi^ums. 

Kin^'-s  county  for  a  great  many  years  has  been  permitted  by 

I©  State  t/O  care  for  all  of  its  insane,  both  acute  and  chronic. 

asylums  were  very  i»ro|)erly  organized  on  the  basis  of  caring 

ir  all  without  reference  to  the  duration  of  tJieir  disea^sej  that  is, 
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as  to  wJjether  it  wa«  acute  or  cbronic.  More  tlian  any  other 
county  in,  the  State  it  represents  in  its  county  institutions*  <^* 
good  and  bad  results  of  the  systeta  of  coimty  care  for  the  j  s  , 
for  the  asylums  of  New  York  county  are,  strictly  speakinffj  nndor 
the  government  oJ  New  York  city.     In  faet,  Neu-  Yor*  - 

county  are  coteruiiiius  in  area,  and  in  goveraiuontal   rei 
last  relics  of  the  oounty  government  have  completely  diaappearBl 
within  the  last  twenty-live  years;  and  in  consequence  tJje  n 
tions  iif  that  city  and  ceunty  have  received  the   benefit    whi.j 
comes  from  a  moi'e  concentrated  res]ionsibilitv.      Ncit  so  witfi 
King«  county,  however, 

Tlie  asyhini  system  of  Kings  county  consists  of  the  xt\B\\ 
at  Flatbush,  which  contains  488  men  and  857  wamen,  ai; 
county  farm  at  Kings  Paj-k,  or  St.  JohnJaud,  in  Suffolk  i  i 
forty-four  miles  distant  from  the  city  of  Brooklyn. 

In  so  far  as  tinanoial  interests  are  concerned,  the  county  fana 
\&  the  largest  of  the  two  ccmnty  institutions.     It  has  k^S  ^icre<L 
and   its  estimated  cost  to  this  time  has  been  $3,4iM),422. 11. 
contains  357  men  and  324  women. 

The  governmental  system  of  the  Kings  county  insiin 
consists  of  a  general  su|>erintendent,  who,  at  tlie  date  • 
report,  has  general  charge,  at  least  nominally,  of  the  tivo  ir 
tions.  Hubject  to  him,  theoi*etically,  are  the  medical  sujieriiitelh 
dents  of  the  p^latbush  and  St.  Johnland  asylums,  resj>eetivelv. 
The  general  su|>enntendeut,  however,  is  apjx>intecl  bv  tild 
commissioners  of  charities  and  connections  of  Kings  county, 
who  Ukewis<^  have  jurisdiction  over  the  geneniJ  hos|)ital^ 
alms-house,  etc.,  of  the  county.  Unlike'  the  New  \'ork 
city  institntions,  the  general  suiierintendent  has  been  restricted 
in  the  |X)wer  of  ap|K>intment  and  discharge  of  all  anbonli* 
nates,  these  functions  having  been  exei'ciscd  absolutely,  whlJo 
not  jH^rlmpa  theoretically,  by  the  board  of  commissioner  t-f 
charities  and  corrections. 

A  vast  deal  of  criticism  and  complaint  has  from  time  to  time 
been  made  against  the  Kings  county  institutions,  both  as  re^r^rds 
the  medical  and  moral  treatment  of  patients  and  the  g<?noral 
conduct  of  these  institutions.     Of  St.  Johnland  the  criticism  has 
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^en  particularly  s^vi'iv,  but  at  this  time  the  Coinmissum  iiues  not 
A  ciilied  upon  to  pass  jiulgmetit  upon  that  institutinn  »-\ppj»!  nn 
tho  inediea]  and  monil  treatment  thei^e  given- 
It  is  a  matter  which  specially  concerns  the  county  of  Kings, 
id  if  the  fintincial  affiiirs  of  that  departtnent  hHV<^  hwn  badly 
inaged,  the  (Nmimission  is  of  opinion  that  the  remotly  lies  with 
le  people  of  the  locality,  th*!  chief  concern  of  the  C'ominiH8iou 
ning  given  to  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  insane. 
The  (^>Tn mission,  from  a  time  soon  after  its  organizatiwuj  -a\L* 
attention  lu  tlie  management  of  the  Kings  county  institutions; 
was  rery  much  disnatistied  with  their  conduct,  and  it  early 
>acle  reconimen<lations,  which,  if  carried  out^  would  havo 
lence<l  the  vniee  of  criticism.  It  tVmnd,  however,  at  the  end  of 
B  year  that  these  recomuientlationii  liad  not  been  carried  out  in 
[}*  substantial  or  important  particular.  The  ghiring  fault  of 
le  institution  was  the  fact  of  divided  responsibility,  it  being 
laime<l  by  the  general  su[)orintendent  and  the  medical  oHicers 
Uiat  they  ]»ractically  had  little  or  no  control  in  the  tielet^tion, 
f»|M>iahnent  or  discharge  of  any  of  the  subordinate  employes; 
'hile,  on  the  other  hand,  tlie  commissioners  of  charities 
m1  correction  chiiiiuj^ii  that,  while  they  f(»rmally  nmdo 
apj>ointments  and  discharges,  they  were  really  governed 
the  action,  of  the  superintendents.  The  Cotinnission, 
iding  that  aiFaii's  di<l  not  mend,  had  a  itrotnicte*!  con- 
>rence  with  the  commissionei*s  of  charities  and  correc- 
>n  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn  iu  the  early  summer,  when 
whole  ground  of  its  recommendations  was  gone  over 
\d  the  needs  of  the  institutions  were  carefully  di»- 
lhI.  At  this  ctmfereucc  the  comiuissionei's  denied  most  of  the 
givtions  nnule,  and  agreed  to  give  careful  consideraticm  to  thr- 
?on)ntcn«latioTis  and  to  cany  out  eertnin  of  the  reforms  pro- 
ted.  The  ultimate  outcome  of  this  conference  was  nrit  satisfao- 
>ry.  (N^mplaint^  continued  to  be  nmde  by  individuals  and  in 
le  public  pi*ess  until  in  the  latter  part  of  December  matters  had 
yached  such  a  serious  sUite  that  the  Commission  felt  that  it  could 
hmger  in  justice  to  the  insane,  to  the  public  and  to  itself, 
•fer  enforcing  wlmt  remedies  lay  within  its  power.    To  tliis  end  it 
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^u'u'niiinwiupon  a  imlilicinvosti^uion,  and  tli*:*  Attomrv  iTt-iu^mi, 
a8  recjuired  by  tfie  st-iitiU^,  U8sijj:iutd  a  eoimsel  toaitl  m  eondncting 
the  investigation.  A  jirclmiinary  exainination  was  had  in  wliich, 
however,  no  witnesses  were  examined  excej)!  the  general  an] 
tendent  and  the  medical  superintemlent  of  the  FUitbush  i^\  luiu. 
U|>ctn  the  conclusion  of  this  examination,  the  (•omiiiiti«ioii  ^vas 
infonneil  by  its  counsel,  the  rcpresentive  of  the  Attorney-General, 
that  the  commissioners  of  charities  and  correction  would  a^rei*lo 
the  entry  «jf  a  pro|>er  order  and  its  ajiproval  by  a  justice  of  the 
Supreme  Conrt.  This  onler  was  immediately  prepared  by  the 
Commission,  and  in  it  its  views  su;  to  the  needs  of  these  two 
institutions*  so  far  at  least  as  the  care  and  treatniont  of  the 
insane  are  concerned,  were  embmlied,  and  it  was  subsec)n**"tTv 
approved  by  a  justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  without  ino. 
tian.  On  .»r  about  the  14t>i  day  of  January,  1892,  certified  oojiies 
of  these  orders,  as  required  in  the  orit^naK  w«>re  served  iipoa 
the  commissioners  and  all  the  su})erintendents. 

The  Commisision  has  no  doubt  that  this  order  will  be  complied 
with,  s^incij  its  execution  has  pnictically  passed  beyoml  the  dumalfi 
of  the  r<jmmis8ion  ami  has  become  a  mamlate  of  the  Sup] 
Court  of  the  State,  to  which  flisobedience  would  insure  the  ap] 
eatirm  t>f  pn  »per  remetlies  by  the  court. 

As  will  l»e  noted,  the  vital  point  insisted  upon  by  the  Coin^ 
mission  was  the  appointment  of  a  general  superintendeof, 
who  shouUI  have  the  sole  executive  charge  anil  direction  of  the 
entire  institution;  that  he  should  have  the  absolute  po\\. 
apjHMntinent  and  d!schar;y;"e  of  all  physicians,  otHcers  ami  sul>oiHli* 
nate  em]>loye8^  the  ]K>wer  of  appointment  auil  discharge  of  the 
genenil  superintendent  alone  l>eing  reserved  to  the  commissioner* 
of  charities  aJid  c?orrections.  The  Commission  beheves  that  in  qq 
other  way  can  \itally  necessary  reforms  be  effected  in  this  or  any 
like  institution,  and  in  this  view  it  wa.s  fully  sustained  liy  the 
action  of  the  court  in  approving  the  order.  If  the  principle  of 
undivided  resjKjnsibility  is  once  established,  there  can  be  no  ques- 
tion about  the  linal  outcome.  If  the  general  suiKMnntendent  ia 
found  to  be  incomjM^jtent  or  unfaithful  to  his  trust,  he  can  roadilv 
be  removed.     The  onler  is  appendeil :

L  There  shall  be  a  g«?norai  medical  auperintendcnt,  who  shall  he  the 
chief  executive  oflicer,  and  his  duties  fthall  be  solely  confined  to  the 
insane,  and  have  the  power  to  select,  a|ij>oi})t  and  dincharg^  all  medical 
otRcei*!<,  aiteiidjints  and  other  employes,  to  detenniue  the  rmmber  of 
assistant  physicians  and  entployes  and  to  define  their  dutiea.  lie  ahall 
be  empowered  to  direct  ordinarv  repairs  to  wards,  l>ath-room8,  water- 
lOloftets,  heating  apparatiis,  and  all  other  part«  of  the  iustitutionH,  He 
be  retjuired  to  enforce  cumplianoe  witli  the  orders  and  reo^jmnienda- 
^ns  prescril>ed  by  the  Stale  Cominissioii  in  Lnnacy,  fur  l?ie  general 
care  aivd  treat ment  of  the  patieuti  and  the  discii>liiie  of  the  inHtitutiong, 
He  ftlmll  be  required  tn  adopt  a  general  diet  list  for  the  patients,  which 
shall  l>e  of  proper  »juaiity,  quantity  and  variety.

■neh  uj^sistant  physicianw  shall  be  detailed  for  nig^ht  service  both  at  the 
Flatbiii^h  and  St.  Johnlaud  asylums.  The  assistant  physicians  shall  be 
paiil  a  r^aisi^nable  compensation,  and  shall  have  promotion  in  pay  from 
time  to  time  sufficient  to  induce  them  to  remain  tD  the  service  after

be  re<juired  to  pass  a  written  examination  to  be  prescribed  by  the 

leral  ntedical  HUperinl^Tident  and  approved  liy  tbe  State  Commission 
in  Lunacy. 

4.  There  ?*hall  be  appointed  an  apothecary,  both  at  Flatbnsh  and 
St.  John  land,  having  the  qualificationa  prescribed  by  the  State  lioard 
of  Pharmacy,  who,  under  the  direction  of  the  medical  superintend<>Dty 
40 
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shall  liAve  die  sole  charge  of  dispeuBing  the  drugs  and  medictnefr  pft* 
8cril»ed  by  the  medical  officers.  The  method  of  dii^pensing  xliA 
adminifttering  medicines  shall  be  that  known  as  the  ^*  single-dca*  ** 
•yeteni-  The  niedlcal  officers  shall  be  provided  with  eufficieut  elerieftl 
M8btance,  both  at  St.  Johnland  and  Flatbush,  inclusive  of  a  0S4<Dog- 
rapher  in  each  instance,  to  enable  them  in  addition  to  their  duties  OA 
the  wardis  to  properly  attend  to  the  clerical  serv^ices  required  t*j  ^ 
fonncd  in  the  writing  up  of  casebooks,  tbe  making  ont  of  report 
which  are  required  by  statute. 

6.  The  general  medical  snperintendent  shall  prepare  printed  nilt-^  .inrj

direction  of  the  engineer,  who  shall  train  tbe  employes  in  its  use. 
portable  tire  extinguisher  and  not  less  than  six  hand  grenades  ur  pa 
fire  btioketB  shall  be  conveniently  placed  on  each  ward.  '^The  bath  tub§ 
ehall  be  ke[»t  filled  with  water  over  night,  and  buckets  be  placed  Dear 
them.

There  are  now  seventeen  licensed  private  asylums.  Five  of  these

To  persons  unfamiliar  with  the  subject  some  of  the  informatiol 
required  may  seem  to  be  irrelevant.  While  it  is  underst<xKl 
accepted,  as  matter  of  course,  that  licensed  private  institutioi 
are  conducted  for  proHt,  the  amount  of  that  profit  need  not 
oem  either  the  State  or  its  officers,  provided  the  standard  of  c- 
and  treatment  is  kept  up  to  what  it  should  be.  But  vrhen 
claim  is  made  that  the  profits  of  an  institution  will  not  admit 
necessary  alterations,  repairs  and  improvements,  the  furnishing  of 
additional  and  necessary  medical  attendants,  or  the  means  of 
amusement,  fire  pmteotion,  etc.,  then  it  does  become  important 
that  the  financial  affairs  of  such  an  institution  should  be  made 
known  to  the  Commission,  and  then  the  above  questions  have 
obvious  [>ertinency  and  j^ropriety.  It  is  gratifying  to  say  tkal 
with  two  exceptions,  this  information  was  furnished  promptly 
and  without  dissent,  and  that  with  scarcely  an  exception,  the  pro- 
priet«>rs  of  the  licensed  private  institutions  have  shown  at  all 
times  entire  willingness  to  disclose  their  business  affaii*8  and 
methods  of  management  to  the  members  of  the  Commission,  and 
to  comply  with  its  requirements  in  all  respects.

The  licensed  private  institutiona  of  the  State^  whaterer  th^^| 
rotic  views  may  be  enteHaincd  as  to  the  Avisdom  of  their  being  \i^P 
mitte^d  to  exist,  are  in  experience  a  necessity  and  umst  cuntinuo 
to  exist.     <  >f  course,  the  only  substantial  argument  that  can  be 
urged  against  the  existence  of  institutions  of  tliis  character  is 
that  they  are  conducted  on  a  basis  of  profit  alone;  that  a  ootistajit 
t-emptatiou  is  before  the  proprietors  nr  physicians  in  charge  lo 
detain  patients  unduly  for  the  |>ecuniary  gain   which  may  ImI 
derived.      When,   liowever,   the   great  cost  of   properly   mtJBh. 
taining    even    the    smallest    of    these     institutions     is     dnljr 
considered,  and  the  fact  is  recalled  that  their  existence  can  be 
terminated  at  the  will  of  the  officers  of  the  State  charged  with 
the%duty  of  licensing  them,  thus  destroying  the  property  as  w< 
as  the  goo<l  will  of  the  institution  at  a  blow,  it  will  be  seen  h 
little  danger  can  exist  from    this  source.     The  Commission 
required  to  regularly  visit  and  inspect  these  institutions,  and  to 
exercise  over  them   the  same  general   supervision  as  over  the 
public  hospitals  of  the  State,  and  they  must  report  to  it  upon 
such  matters  as  the  Commission  may  from  time  to  time  require. 

There   is  another    branch   of    this  subject,   however,   wki 
requires  some  attention,  namely,  the  existence  of  various  homi 
retreats  and  sanitariums,  which   are  not  licensed   by  the  Co] 
mission  and  do  not  apply  to  be  licensed,  and  which,  perha] 
would   not   be  granted  a  license  if   application   therefor  were 
made.    These  institutions  care  for  all  classes  of  persons  afflicted 
with  mental  or  nervous  diseases.     Whatever  be  the  danger  which 
the  public  nms  from  the  incarceration  of  persons  of  feeble  will 
without  authority  of  law,  the  Commission  considers  that  it  may 
arise  here.

which  unquoalionably  (although  it  h  difticult  to  obtain  proof  in  regard 
[to  the  samt*)  require  occaajonal  aiul  more  or  less  long-continued  restraint. 

The  State  Commiftfiiion  in  Lunacy  has  no  desire  to  extend  ifB  juriadio- 
Lion  beyond  that  whirh  is  imperatively  re<^|uired  by  law.     At  the  eame 

le  it  would  not  wi^h  to  be  charged  with  having  neglected  its  duty  in 
jgjvrd  to  the  inveHtigation  of  caftes  or  the  licenning  of  institutions  of 
le  character  above  referred  to.

k*our  communication  of  the  twelfth  instant  has  been  received,  aeking- 
for  my  opinion  upon  the  following  qnestion: 

"  What  juried i(*tion,  if  any,  has  the  State  CommiBeion  in  Lunacy- 
over  home8,  sauitariumA  or  retreats  in  which  are  treated  persons  of 
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utiHuuiid  mind,  other  tban  those  form&Uy  committed  under  tlie  j^m* 
risioDs  of  the  statute  aa  itumne  porsous  needing  care  and  tre^tnieDt  in 
an  iufitituiion  for  the  cai-e  and  treatment  of  the  insane?  " 

It  appeavB  that  there  are  numerous  institutions  in  the  State  claimed 
by  the  proprietors  to  be  in»titutiong  for  the  care  and  treatment  of 
perftouH  suffering  from  the  opium  habit,  the  alcohol  habit,  insoniom  and 
various  other  fonne  of  physical  and  mental  disturbance,  case.s  which| 
tiuquestionably  (although  it  is  ditticult  to  obtain  proof  in  regard  to  |lii^ 
same),  are  those  which  require  ocw^asioual  and  more  or  less  lang* 
ooniinued  restraint;  and  the  t|uestiuu  reliites  particularly  to  these 
infttitutionfl. 

Section  12  of  cha|)ter  27iJ  ot  the  Laws  of  i'6\n)  pnihibile  a  person  <l^x 
associatiuti  from  establishing  or  keeping  an  iuBtitution  for  the  care, 
custody  or  treatment  of  the  insane  or  persons  of  unsound  mind  for 
compenfialitiu  or  liire,  without  first  obtaining  a  license  therefor  frota. 
the  State  Com!uift«ion  in  Lunacy. 

Section  1  of  chapter  446  of  the  Laws  of  1874  prohibits  the  oornmit- 
ment  to  or  confinement  as  a  patient  in  any  institution*  home  or 
retreat  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  insane  except  upon  the 
cerlilicat-e  of  two  physicians  under  oath,  setting  forth  tlie  insanity  of 
the  person,  and  approved  by  the  county  judge  or  a  judge  of  a  court  of 
record. 

Section  13  of  chapter  273  of  the  Laws  of  1890  provides  that 
State  Commission  in  Lunacy  may  make  an  investigation  in  all  case9 
where  they  have  reason  to  believe  that  any  j^erson  is  wrooj^uUy 
deprived  of  his  liberty  in  any  asylum  or  institution  for  the  custody  of 
the  insane. 

The  terras  "  the  insane,"  or  "  persons  of  unsound  mind,"  as  used  in 
these  statutes  are,  I  think,  jiractically  synonjTnous. 

Insanity  is  a  question  of  fact  and  not  of  law;  and  whether  a  person 
is  insane  ^^nthin  the  meaning  of  the  term  when  used  in  these  laws  must 
depenJ  upon  the  jjroofs. 

"  Persons  suffering  from  the  opium  habit,  the  alcohol  habit,  insomuia 
and  various  other  forms  of  physical  and  mental  disturbance,"  are 
necessarily  insane  as  the  term  is  here  used. 

Nor  do  I  think  that  persons  suffering  from  the  temporary  delirium 
a  fever,  or  an  attack  of  hysteria,  would  be  regarded  as  insane  under 
these  statutes;  although  while  the  delirium  or  the  attack  lasted  they 
might  necessarily  be  subjected  to  physical  restraint. 

If,  however,  there  is  any  institution  in  which  any  person  actually 
iQsane  within  the  legal  signiiication  of  the  term  is  confined  or  is  undtf 
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care  or  tr«atmtFnt,  that  institution  would  seem  to  be  Bubjeot  to  the 
visitation  of  the  State  Commission  in  Lunacy  whether  the  per*»on  bad 
been  sent  there  upon  the  certificate  of  two  physicians  ai)pr'>r»"1  ^v  »!•+' 
judge  or  without  euch  certificate. 

Any  such  institution  which  keeps  Auch  an  insane  person  without 
mving  a  license  from  the  State  Commission  in  Lunacy  would  be  violat- 
|ing  the  provisions  of  section  1:2  of  chapter  27^^  of  the  Laws  of  18^0. 

Any  fiucb  insane  person  kept  at  any  such  institution  which  is  not 
licensed  "is  wrongfully  deprived  of  his  liberty;"  and  the  State  Com- 
lission  may  order  an  investigation  under  section  13. 

Any  such  insane  [>er8on  who  is  kept  at  any  such  Institution  whether 
licensed  or  unlicensed  without  the  certificate  of  the  physiciana  and  tiie 
approval  of  the  judge  required  by  chapter  446  of  the  Laws  of  1874,  ia 
ilfio  "wrongfully  deprived  of  his  lilierty;"  and  th^  State  CoramiBsion 

ky  investigate  in  such  ca»es  as  provided  in  section    13  of  the  act  of

While,  as  will  be  noted,  the  Attorney-General  decides  that 
isanitv  is  a  fact,  and  that  the  Coiiiinission  has  jurisdiction  over 
ill  persons  who  are  committed  as  insane,  nevertheless,  the  Com* 
lission  is  practically  powerless  for  tJie  reason  that  in  cases  of 
this  character  it  is  extremely  difltciilt  to  show  that  any  person  is 
Improperly  detained.  Hence  surinises,  anon>TTious  communica- 
lions  ami  public  reputation  do  not  avail. 
In  order,  however,  to  guanl  against  any  possible  abuses 
this  direction^  the  Commission  lielieves  that  all  homes, 
^treats,  sanitanuras,  or  similar  institutions  where  any  form 
^f  insanity,  imbecility,  idiocy,  inebriety,  opium  habitues,  or  any 
►ther  conditions  which  involve  the  mental  health  or  self-control  of 
le  individual,  except  in  the  case  of  the  duly  adjudged  insane,  should 
>e  licensed  by  some  proper  authority  in  the  State  and  subject  to 
4gid  visitation  and  inspection.  There  is  nothing  to  prevent 
ly  peraon  who  chooses  from  establishing  any  kind  of  a 
p"  "sanitarium  '*  or  "  retreat "  for  the  care  of  sick  people, 
jjPare  under  no  official  supervision  whatever.  It  was  only 
>ntly  that  the  Commission  was  informed  by  a  public  officer  of 
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the  State  that  an  insane  |>ei'son  was  burned  to  death  from 
jcident  in  one  of  the  so-oaUed  homes,  which  the  Coramissi 
refused  to  license.     In  this  case  the  Coinraission  informed 
the  pro|)er  authorities  in   order    that  such   remedy   mi^it  \^ 
applied  as  was  possible.     The  Commission,  therefore  recommends 
that  ail  institutions  of  tiiis  character  should   he  hcensed    and 
placed  on  the  same  footing  as  the  institutions  for  the  care  and 
treatment  of  the  insane.     Indeed,  there  seems  to  he  no  reason 
why  persons  without  proj^er  training  and  ex|K_^rience  and  perhaps 
lacking  m  essential  elements  of  fitness  should  be  i>ermittt>ij   to 
care  for  any  class  of  sick  people  whatever.     If  there  really  is  any 
danger  of  the  inipro|>er  detention  of  any  |>erson,  it  is  in  institu- 
tions of  the  character  referretl  to  and  not  in  licenseil   priva 
asylums  For  tlie  insane. 

While  in  a  majority  of  the  licensed  private  asylums  tJ 
physicians  in  cJmrge  have  had  sufficient  exjierience  in  ti 
care  and  treatment  of  the  instme  the  Commission  fou 
exceptions  that  have  been  a  source  of  much  annoy  am 
and  trouble.  All  the  institutions  licensed  by  the  State  for 
care  and  treatment  of  a  class  of  persons  who  are  utterly  nnal>L 
to  care  for  themselves  or  to  know  w^hen  they  are  well  treated, 
and  which  are  conducted  mainly  or  wholly  with  a  view  to  profit- 
able returns  from  the  money  investetl,  should  be  under  the 
charge  of  the  most  ex|ierienced  and  the  best  educated  class  of 
physicians.  Such  a  condition  shoiUd  be  inserted  formally  in  the 
statute  governing  the  subject.  The  Commission  has  adopted 
rules  and  regulations  which,  if  continued  in  undiminished 
efficiency,  would  correct  the  evils  complained  of  in  this  direction; 
but  it  feels  that  it  would  be  safer  and  wiser  that  the  startute  _ 
should  provide  explicitly  for  |)ogsession  by  physicians  in  theM^ 
licensed  private  institutions  of  substantially  the  same  quali  "  " 
tions  iis  by  physicians  in  the  State  hospitals,  and  that  the  niu. ..  . 
should  not  be  left  discretionary  in  any  board  exercising  judicial 
functions.  The  Commission  would  therefore  recommend 
the  statute  be  so  amended  as  to  p^o^ide  for  the  physicians 
these  institutions  possessing  the  same  qualifications  as  a 
required  in  the  iState  hospitals.

CUMMITMENT  OF   THE   INSANE. 


As  u  primary  |>mp<.»8itiou  it  may  be  siiid  tbal  the  coTniuitment 

[of  the  insane  untinr  cnrefuUy  guarckni  logal  procens  is  wot  more 
leoeasary  to  prevent  the  a<hni«8i<m  of  jiorsonji  not  so  insane  ae  to 

'require  hospital  care  and  treatment,  within  the  meaning  of  the 

[iJtatule,  than  it  is  t(»  prevent  patients  frtun  leaving  the  hospital  at 
ill,  or  to  secuiHi  their  detention  for  a  [)en<xl  long  cntnigb  ti>  be 

|pru(»erly  observed  and  treated,  since  in  the  absence  of  (K>wer  to 
letain  patients  any  systematic  or  etlieient  cMjurse  of  treatment  is 

lobviously  itn practicable.     Even  thi.»  more  rational  an<l  tractable 
patients  would  otherwise  be  liable  to  leave  at  any  time  when 

jcaprice  or  impulse  mi;4:ht  control  them, 

A  liirge  det^ree  of  pul)hc  iiiterest  attaches  to  this  subject,  and 
it  has  been  heigh tentsi  during  the  pa*it  ywir  by  fatal  results  fol- 
lowing the  use  of  bombs,  fire-amis  and  other  dangerous  weapons 

ibj'  hin.Uics  at  lar^e.  As  si  general  thing,  whatever  public  interest 
la^s  hitiierto  been  felt  in  the  subject  waa  excited  by  those  who 
believe  that  sane  j>ersons  are  confined  in  institutions  for  the  insane. 
The  Comtuission  realizes  that  the  subject  is  a  diiiicult  one  with 
which  to  deal,  owing  to  a  consttintly  wavering  j^ublic  sentiment^ 
which  on  one  day  ciauioi'S  for  the  cotifinoment  and  even  punisliment 
insane  persima— especially  those  of  the  tv^ie  known  as  "cranks," 
paranoiacs  and  so-called  **  reasoning  lunatics" — and  on  the  next 

iday  demands  the  release  of  these  same  jiei'sons  in  op|>osition  to 
the  <>pinions  and  [irotests  id*  those  wijoare  best  cjualilied  by  train- 

iing  and  experience  to  detennino  such  questions.    In  fact,  at  almost 
Bvory  session   of    the    Legislature,   in    recent    years^   proposed 

lenactmenls  have  been  seriously  offereil  providing  that  the 
question  of  insanity  and  of  commitment  for  care  and  treatment 
43 
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should  he  det^niiinofl,  in  every  cas*).  l»v  a  jury  of  iirv,.iv.,. 
pro[K>sitioa  ariil  argument  to  snstiiin  it  being  based  on 
alleged  froc(nency  of  improper  commitments  to  asylttms  for 
insane,  either  through  wrongful  intent  or  a  laxity  of  the  1 
provisions  governing  such  commitments. 

The  prevalence  of  this  erroneous  notion  is  largely  due 
unfortunate  agitation  which  is  maintained  in  certain  qnartc*!^ 
and  by  certain  individuals,  some  of  whom  are  themselves  mi«n- 
tally  unbalanced, and  others,  \vh<v  though  doubtless  well-iueaiuug 
and  oousoientions,  are  easily  misled.  This  effort,  to  keep  alive  aai 
foster  the  pojiular  delu5?ion  that  sane  people  are  Lncarcenitc?d  aii< 
detained  in  hospitals  for  the  insane  from  wrongful  intent  is  it 
source  of  great  wrong  to  the  insane  themselves  as  well  u^  Uj 
their  relatives  and  friends  whose  feelings  are  often  painfully 
lacerated  by  the  unjust  allegations  of  wrong  on  their  jwirt 
and  the  undue  |niblicity  given  to  these  domestic  afflictioas,  Un 
the  other  hand  manifestly  insane  ]>ersoT»s,  some  of  whom  an 
knov^^l  to  be  dangerous,  are  sometimes  releaseil  from  the  custo(|| 
of  asylums,  by  means  of  >vrits  of  huhmn  eorpus^  an<l  in  opf 
to  the  testimony  of  the  medical  officei*s  of  the  asylums, 
some  cases  without  taking  the  testimony  of  such  otHce 
consi(U?ring  such  proof  as  could  be  readily  obtainecl  by  e 
tion  of  the  asylum  case  books.  At  tlie  present  time, 
sentiment  seems  largely  incline*!  to  the  belief  that  the  la 
far  too  lax  and  that  greater  safeguards  should  be  prov 
prevent  the  discharge  of  dangerous  la naticB  and  their  going  ai 
large. 

From  its  own  observation  and  experience,  and  from  info 
obtained  from  others  whose  opmions  are  entitled  to  weij^bt| 
Coumiission  does  not  hesitate  to  say  that  far  more  danger 
harm  lie  in  the  too  early  discharge  of  persons  who  have 
adjudgtxl  insane  rather  than  in  the  detention  of  sane  jm? 
The  question  of  })ersonal  liberty  is  necessarily  so  directly  involvod 
that  the  subject  will  never  cease  to  be  one  of  intefesU 

The  Commission  d<jes  not  hesitate  to  tleclare  that  nui 
one  ca^  of  wrongfiU  commitment  or  detention  hM 
ever  come  t-o  its  knowledge.  It  is  true  that  iiersona  wha 
proper  subjects  for  care  and   treatment  are  sometimes  i 
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liumittad  ao  far  as  tbe  technical  forms  of  law  are  concenied.     It  is 

also  tna^  that  there  is  always  a  considerahle  numher  of  fw^hle- 

mirnli»fl  |»ersiins  in  the  hospitals  and  a.syltnns  fur  the  insane  who,  if 

they  had  responsible  friends  or  relatives  willing  to  care  for  them 

kiuid,  if   neceissury,  to  make  some  pei'sonal  sacriiiee  in  doing  80, 

fniigfit  [)niperly  lie  discharged  ;  hut  when  left  to  their  •>\vn  resonrees 

mnd  fortted  to  en^nige  in  the  .struggles  and  vicissitiich^s  of  out^iide 

life,  would  speedily  succnmh.     The  presence  in  aaylums  of  persons 

|of  thifi  rla^js  who  have  become  restored  to  a  quiet  condition,  who 

have  l>ec(>me  fairly  rational  in  j^j>eech,  and  whose  mental  disi^aso 

lis  somewhat  obscure  or  dilHcuit  <if  ascertainment  except  to  those 

Iwho  have  special  knowleilge  and  experience,  has  unquestionably 

[o<1  to  the  belief*  whicli,  however  untenable^  is  somewhat  widely 

prevalent,  tJuit  sane  persons  are  kcjit  in  continernent. 

There  is  also  a  certain  proportion  uX  ca^e^  tliat  are  on  the  roaxl 

reci>very  and  discliarge —  those  who  are  ui>on  the  convalescent 

ards  or  wIki  go  out  u]¥>n  tvarolci  these  are  the  ones  whom  the 

►ublic  more  frequently  s«.h^^;  and  fn>m   an  obnervation  of  such 

arsons  it  is  not  wonderful  that  these  conclusions  follow.     There 

U  also  another  large  class  of  cases  whose  mental  disturbance  is 

:he  i^esnlt  of  excessive  indulgence  in  alcohol  and  narcotics,  and 

fcvho  must  necessarily  be  committed.     These  jjersons,  under  the 

lealthful  sniTOundings  of  the  hospital,  the  enforced  regularity  of 

lliospital    life  and  abstinence  from  their  accustomed  stimuhint, 

[w^Ui  j)TT»|ier  diet,  suitable  exercise  and   employment,  oftentimes 

ipeedily  rec^over,  to  sxich  an  extent  as  would  cause  an  unreflecting 

srson  to  have  no  doubt  about  the  propriety  of  their  discharga 

'ersons  of  this  class^  after  discliarge.  with  a  single  indulgence  in 

le  former  haljit.  may  l>e  lowered  to  a  condition  in  which  he  or 

le  would  be  liable  to  commit  dangerous  or  homicidal  assaults. 

It  must  be  admitted   that  the  difficulties  surrounding  thk 

wholfi  subject  are   very  great,  and    it  is  next  to  impossible  to 

provide  against  all  these  various  contingencies.     One  of  the  most 

unfortunate  occurrences  of  tliis  kind  took  place  recently  in  the 

nuity  of  Kings,  wheix?,  through  the  urgent  solicitations  of  his 

jter,  a  homicidal  patient,  who  apiwin^ntly  had  gre^^tly  im]>roved 

bnd  was  in  a  quiet  and  hanrd**ss  state,  prevailed  upon  tlie  general 

iperintyendent  to  jM^miit  him  to  go  out  upon  parole,  and  although 
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tlii8  officer  acted  in  entire  gotxl  fuitJi,  bis  jnd^nnent  vrns  at  fniilt 
arttl  the  msiilt  Wiis  tli.it  tlic  |»utient  not  only  killeil  himstHf  and 
another  pefson,  l»ut  atti*vnpte<i  to  kill  sovi'rd  othor'H,  incIiuUn^his 
Histor.  Anothi*r  instance  recently  occurrinn;  was  the  discharge  ai 
a  hmjitic,  \vhos«^  insiuiity  \va«  untjiinstionahly  ean?4iMl  hy  the  too 
free  use  of  liquor,  who  iti  the  course  of  a  few  months  sci  far  r«»coT« 
ered  as  to  cause  the  supernitendent  to  have  greiit  Uouht«  uboal 
the  propriety  of  further  detaining  him.  Soon  after  his  disc^hurgQ 
he  assaulted  with  an  axe  a  proTuinent  citizen  of  the  Rtet4\  wluMi 
presence  of  mind  undout' ft  1  If \'  snvpd  Jns  life  fn>;fjiMr»»^  tif'tln, 
kind  mi^ht  he  triultiplie*! 

Such   occurrences  as   these  natnralir   turn   pnbiic   sentii 
stron^dy  against  the  liberty  of  the  insane,  and  therr^fore   thocia] 
charged   with   rlie  ciire  of  tliis  unfortunate  class  ajv  constantlj 
exposed  to  the  extremes  of  criticism  —  sometimes  for  exercisiiii 
too  much  care,  at  others  for  exercising  too  little. 

But,  as  above  stated,  it  may  bo  safely  assertct!  that  the  gn 
if  not  the  only  real  danger,  is  that  of  too  early  liberation  oi 
too  long  delayed  commitments, 

This  matter  of  the  improper  detention  of  the  insane  h:i 
the  subject  of  frequent  attention  on   the  part  of  public  obit f-r^. 
In    1872   Governor   Hoffiuan   appointed   a  commission   of 
tinguished  citizens  to  inquire  into  the  truth  or  falsity  of  the 
current  belief  that  pei-sons  actually  or  rtuHiciently  sane  to  wai 
discharge  were  wrongfully  detained  in  asylums     Thw  *.,. 
sion  reported  as  follows : 

**  W©  are  of  opinion  that  there  is  no  just  foundation  for  the 
hension  that  personii  not  insane  are  improperly  confined  In 
inHtitutions, 

**  Tlaere  will  always  be  some  cases  in  which  there  may  he  dotdit  at]

"  Not  being  exj^erts  on  this  snbject,  we  obviously  could  not   attmnpi 
to  pass  upon  these  doubtful  cases;  but  as  long  as  the  persons  in  ehargo 
of  these  instil utiunn  are  believed  to  be  upright  and  skillful,    '        ' 
ion  of  these  questit>U3  is  more  properly  left  to   them,  with    • 
experience  and  opportunities  of  examination. 
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**  We  would  not  be  uodemtood  as  mtimatiug  that  we  have  donbte  as 
to  the  propriety  of  tlie  confiiunnent  of  any  of  the  pereotia  who  came 
luder  our  observation,  for  we  have  not. 
**iravii)g  reconinu'txled  the  passage  of  a  law  for  a  supervigion  of 
iyhiniB  by  persons  skilled  in  the  treatment  of  the  insane,  we  do  not 
feel  it  to  be  our  duty  to  do  more  than  t»xpre8s  our  opinion  that  these 
inutitutionH,  so  far  as  wc*  have  visited  therii,  are  not  knowingly  and 
tesigutidly  made  instruments  for  the  iucarueration  of  sane  persona." 

Certaiuly  a  i*oport  of  this  character  Ls  entitled  \o  weight.     It 

ias  been  suppleniente<l  from  that  time  to  this  by  the  observa- 

ion  and  experience  of  every  public  officer  wlm  Iirts  lutd  rbiirge 

ttid  oversight  of  the  insane. 

As  before  remarked,  some  unreflecting  and  inexperienced  per- 

[Bons  have  su^^ested  that  uo  |verson  l>e  committed  without  a  trial 

[by  jiuy,     Wjierover  experinu^iit  of  such  a  law  has  l>eeD  made,  it 

pmven  a  lamentable  failure  and  its  effects  have  been  disastrous. 

\n  the  State  of  lUinoin,  where  it  at  pa^esent  exists,  a  day  is,  or 

us,   «et   ai>art   whicl)    was  known   as   "  Insjine  Thursday,'*  m 

hich    the   whole    matter    became    a    travesty    upon    justice ; 

'*conv4cti(m  ■'  being  merely  a  matter  of  form,  while  at  the  same 

[time  causing  much  huiniliation  and  unnecessary  sufiPering  to  both 

ipationts  and  their  friends.     The  secretary  of  the  Illinois  State 

Eoard  of  Charities  is  quoted  by   Dr.  Tuke  in  his  work  on  "  The 

ifinne  in  the  United  States  and  Canada/*  as  follows: 

**A  delicate  woman,  for  example  a  case  of  pu<?rp**ral  insanity,  is 
Iragged  from  her  bed  in  winter  atToss  the  country  to  the  county 
jotirt  and  oiirried  int<i  the  conrt-rooni,  ninre  dead  than  alive»  before 
ihe  can  be  taken  to  the  ho«piinl.  *  *  *  xIvp  effect  nf  the  trial  on 
he  patient  is  often  terrible.      He   is  impressed    with   the    conviction 

[that  he  ha^  ooniniittcd  sonje  crime,  he  knows  not  what;  he  believes 
limself  to  be  oousigued  to  a  prison;  posidbly  he  has  a  aenae  df  having 

^boen  dealt  with  anjustlv,  and  fnully  wronged;  he  looks  upon  the 
►ffic^iT*  of  the  hospital  as    eonspiriitons    in  a  plot.     It   is  long  before 

[this  suspicion  of  them  can  be  removed.*' 

This  testimony  is  only  [wirt  of  the  umversal  record  against  the 
[eystem. 

Tht*  Commission  regards  tlie  present  methcKl  of  commiimeui 
th<'  State  as  bfiiii^'   on    tbf  whole  f:iirlv    r^atisfiMttu'V   and    suflfi- 
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cient.  It  believes  that  tjome  slig'ht  changes  in  the  form  juiglit  be 
iid opted  with  advantage;  for  example,  that  the  comniitmeiit 
should  be  in  form  as  well  as  in  faci  a  judicial  order ;  but  pradi- 
call  J  no  snbstantial  changes  are  necessary.  In  the  framit]^  of 
•statutes  the  ever-guiding  principle  should  he  the  greatest  ^xxl  to 

le  greatest  number.  It  must  not  be  forgotten  that  at  least  one^ 
half  of  the  insane  are  vt'omen ;  that  each  insitne  person  is  a  sick 
person,  and  therefoi*e  illy  adapted  to  withstaurl  tlie  annoyances 
and  disturbances  of  a  public  trial  or  pubUcity  of  any  character. 

The  allegation  is  frequently  xnm\e  that,  in  order  to  procaro 
commitment  to  an  insane  asylunit  all  that  is  necessary   is  tu 
obtain  the  certilicate  of  two  physicians,  and  that  this  is  not  t 
ditficult  thing   to  do,   physicians,  it  is  alleged,  readily  lending 
themselves  to  the  scheme,  either  through  bribery  or  misinforma- 
tion.   This  is  not  true  in  any  sense.    Besides  the  commitmeut  of 
an  insane  person  does  not  depend  upon   the  certificate  of  tiro 
physicians.     It  is  in  each  and  all  instances  entirely  a  judicial 
matter,  and  no  person  can  be  deprived  of  his  liberty  without  the 
approval  of  a  judge  of  a  court  of  record.     It  is  true  that  in  each 
case  a  certificate  of  two  physicians  is  a  prerequisite,  and  it  most 
be  the  act  of  physicians  who  have  shown  proper  qualitications  as 
required  by  the  statute ;  who  were  graduates  of  an  inoorpuratad 
medical  college,  who  have  been  graduated  at  least  three  year8» 
wlio  have  been  declared   by  a  judge  qualified   to  make  exami 
tious  in  lunacy.     But  the  judge,  while  he  may  and  usually  d 
approve    the  certificate  of    these    physicians,   is    nc^t    requ 
so  to  do.     He  may  summon  any  number  of  physicians  in  his 
cjretion.     He  may    take  the  testimony  at  cl lumber's  or  in  o 
court;  he  may  even  summon  a  jury  if  he  so  determine.     He  is 
nut  bound  in  any  way.    The  statute  allows  judicial  officers  the 
greatest  frocMlom  and  liberty  of  action  in  these  matters,  and  in 
e<u.!h  and  eveiy  case  where  fault  might  be  charged,  it  must  ilually 
rest  not  uf>on  the  certifying  physicians,  but  uj>on  the  judicuiry. 
The  (Commission  is  muWlling  to  believe,  it  (Iocs  not  believe,  tlial 
either  the  ju<liciary  or  the  medical  profession  act  improj>erIv 
these  matti»rs.     To  assert  tliat  they  do  is  to  attack   both 
imnlical  profe>S6ion  and  the  entire  judicial  system  of  tlio  S 
This  is  a  point  which  can  not  be  too  strongly  insisted  upon« 
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that  the  altnnatre  responsibility  is  not  with  the  physicians^  but 

ith  the  judge.    Ilis  conscience  and  hia  judicial  mind  must  be 

itislied  u|>on  th<^  question  at  issue. 

Much  trouble  has  at  times  arisen  from  omission  on  the  part 
\\  receiving  officers  to  infonn  patients  on  a<.imis»ion  of  the  fact 
hut  they  were  to  be  detained  in  an  institution  for  the  insane, 
irud  upon  discoverv  of  the  fact  they  have  created  a  dis- 
turbance, have  .soniettmes  escaped,  and  have  sometimes  conceived 
belief    that    they    had    been  made   victims  of  a  conspiracy. 

Ixperience  lias  denioustrateil  that  this  practice  is  unfortunate 
^nd  unwise;  therefore,  finding  that  patients  had  in  some  instances 
[>een  adnutted  to  an  institution  in  ignorance  of  the  fact  that  they 
liail  lieen  duly  committed,  thcC'ommission  found  it  necessary  to 
nuike  some  provision  on  the  subject^  and  accord ingl}^  issued  the 
fiilliiwlni.r  in-ilwr :

This  is  a  point  of  such  importancje,  however,  that  it  should  be 

[covered  by  a  statutory  provision.     At  some  time  the  truth  must 

be   known   by  every    patient  wlio  has  sufficient  mentality  to 

appreciate  it,  and  experience  hai*  shown  that  it  had  better  be 

known  at  once.    Even  a  lunatic,  acting  in  the  l>elief  that  he  is  to 
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be  deprived  of  his  liberty  without  any  auiiionty  of 
believe  himself  justified  in  resorting  to  violence  in  order  to  effect 
bis  escape.  In  one  instance  which  the  Commission  obRerired,  m 
lunatic  who  ha<i  thus  been  reoeive<i  in  ignorance  of  the  fact  tlml 
he  wai5  in  legal  custody,  imquesitionably  would  have  coinjnitted  a 
homicide  if  the  means  had  b*x*n  at  liand,  as  on  learning  his  real 
situation  he  became  most  disturbed  and  violent. 

There  has  been  a  demand  in  certain  quarters  for  the  adtuisai 
in  the  asykims  of  the  State  of  what  is  known  as  **  volunt4iry 
uncertified  patients.  Whatever  views  may  be  entertained  in 
regard  to  the  admission  of  this  clasii  into  the  private  instituTiuii& 
tliere  would  seem  to  be  little  rooiu  for  doubt  that  such  adnriissi 
should  not  be  permitted  in  the  pulilic  hospitaU,  In  fiict, 
voluntary  admission  of  a  |>er8on  who  ia  non  compos  rncntU 
solecism.  A  i)er8on  suifering  from  mental  disease  to  an  e 
which  requires  custodial  cai-e  and  treatment,  can  hardly  be 

be  capable  of  determining  the  question  of  his  admission.  If 
ich  cases  are  not  debarred,  the  whole  question  would  resolve 
itself  into  one  relating  to  the  admission  of  sick  people  generullv, 
who  may  l>e  sulTering  merely  fi'om  nervous  diseases,  without  a; 
mental  disturbance  whatever. 

Afl  fai"   back  as    18JS1  Dr.  tlolin  Oixlronaux,  the   first    S 
Commissioner  in   Lunacy,   in  an  official   report,   among  oth 
things,  stated  as  follows  upon  this  point : 

"And  yet  the  dt^finrtion  of  iisylum  as  appli<?d  to  ^public  liottpttn] 
luuati^^s  would  eeerii  by  legal  ititetidmetit  to  reejtritit  stieb  hospital  to 
adiiiibmuii  of  ceriified  lunatics  alonr,  8o  that  no  !»u]>erintL'ndeiu  i»f  h  Sute 
asyhini  wotdd  he  justilied  in  receiving  tiimpiy  nervous  patienu  viA 
hoarders  to  the  exclOHiou  of  lunatica  proper.  V(\tx^  thi«  to  be  perraitUHl, 
our  asylums  would  j?pi»edi!y  he  tilled  with  that  cla8»  of  perBons/' 

Further  dis<Mission  of  tliis  sul»ject  may  well  be  ieft  until  such  ti 
a8  the  State  shall  have  made  sufficient  accommoilation*  for 
needs  of  its  wards  wlio  are  legiiUy  insane.  For,  itcdirding- 
the  reports  of  these  institutions,  there  has  never  been  a  ti 
when  sufficient  accommodations  were  ]inivided.  It  is  jihown  id 
another  part  of  this  report  (see  chapter  3,  Enlargement  of 
Stitte  Hospitals)  that  in  roim<l  numbers^  making  due  alluwanne 
for  such  c4mnge»  a»  may  Ik*,  made,  there  are  now  272  imtients  ia 
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excess  of  the  actual  raparity.  The  ContniissKm  luiii  rt'cogmze<J 
the  propriety  of  tbi*  admission  of  volunUiry  cases  in  a  certain 
class  of  private  institutions  (see  chupter  lU,  Liccsnsed  Private 
Asylums,  where  the  matter  is  fully  discussed}. 

Closv*ly  allie«l  to  the  conirnitnient  of  the  insiine  is  tlir  i|uestion 
of  tlieir  discharge.  As  frtHpteritly  pointed  out,  sUj»erinteTidenl4S 
arc  mult!  likely  to  err  in  this  direction  than  in  the  original  reuop- 
tion  of  cases.  A  }wilienl  is  received  in  a  state  of  great  violence  and 
destructiveness.  He  ma}'  he  suicidal  or  homicidal  or  exceedingly 
destructive  to  pro}>erty  ami  ))ersons.  Under  projier  treatment 
and  the  quieting  intluencos  of  a  hospital,  such  a  patient^  in  a  few 
months  mav  show  few,  if  anv,  surface  indications  of  mental  dis- 
turbance;  his  friends  frequently  visit  him;  Ids  letters  are  rational; 
his  speech  is  coherent.  It  is  then  tiiat  etforts  are  often  made  to 
procure  his  release.  He  himself  frequently  believes  tliat  h^  is 
unjustly  detained,  but  to  the  juind  of  the  trained  and 
ex[)erienced  su]>erintendeut*  tlie  discharge  of  such  a  patient  is 
fraught  with  ^rave  ilanger  an(riw*sjK)nHil»ility  au4l  he  is  frequently 
obliged  to  rion-cononr  with  tlie  view  of  friends.  It  is  here 
that  the  present  statutes  slionlil  he  amended.  Such  patients  are 
frequently  (iischarged  on  writs  of  hahma  corju/n^  and  this  writ  is 
always,  and  under  all  circumstances,  available.  Tlie  mere  pres- 
emcB  of  such  a  patient  in  court  before  a  sympathizing  jury  of 
laymen  has  fre<|uently  been  sulllcient  to  procun?  his  diKchargu, 
Wlule  this  can  not  be  preventetl,  the  statute  should  be  so 
amended  a^  to  require  in  all  coses  of  haJnias  eonpvs^  and  in  all 
cases  whenj  an  unrecoven^l  patient  is  to  be  discharged  upon  a 
bond,  that  in  any  event  the  written  certificaie  of  the  sn|M:trin- 
tendent  or  pli3^sieian  in  charge,  fully  setting  fi>rth  the  patient'^ 
condition,  and  his  views  on  the  propriety  of  such  discharge, 
should  lie  before  the  court,  or  the  pi*esence  of  such  superin- 
tendent for  the  pur|)ose  of  an  oral  examinati«m  should  be 
required.  It  Is  only  in  this  way  that  the  public  can  be  pro* 
tected  from  the  dangers  that  constantly  threaten  it  from  the 
discharge  of  this  chuss  of  |K»rsons.  In  the  C4ise  of  persons 
who  have  ctmimittees,  the  committ.ee  Is  resj»onsible,  and 
can  detuitj  the  patient  in  any  place  not  exf>re8.Hly  prohibited 
by  law,  Ihit  the  provision  in  regard  to  the  disclmrge  of  patienU 
44 
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sboultl  apply  to  alJ  clashes  of  cases^  and  wbere  any  doubt  upon 
the  subject  exists  in  the  ninul  of  the  stij^eriiUendent,  he  should  be 
rcnpired  by  statute  to  reduce  such  doubt  to  writing  and  to  Hie  a 
certitlc4ite  letting  the  ]>ro]>riety  of  suoh  discharge  become  a 
mutter  of  judiciul  dett^rmiuatiim. 

The  public  alarm  which  arose  from  recent  instances  of  the 
throwmg  of  dynamite  bombs  inspired  a  suggestion  thui  public 
safety  demands  that  the  jH)lice  and  other  public  ofKcers  be 
furnished  with  a  list  of  all  discharged  lunatics.  This  the  Com- 
juiHwiou  regards  as  both  im|>raeticahle  anil  unwise*  The  remedy 
18  rather  to  be  souglit  in  preventing  the  discharge  of  this  cVn- 
Innatic^s,  The  publication  of  such  lists  would  accomplish 
The  number  of  such  discharges  is  so  great  that  it  would  ov 
burden  the  public  officer's  and  at  the  same  time  be  of  no  practi 
lienelit.

CHAPTER  21. 

CORKESPONDKNCK    AND   VISITATION. 

Perha[>s  not  unnaturally,  a  belief  has  existed  since  the  foiindiDg 
of  hospitals  for  the  insane  that  persons  not  insane  liave  been 
kidnapped  nnd  illegally  detained  in  custody;  and  tiMlay  it  i& 
uud*)ubtedly  the  case  that  many  unthinking  and  ill-informed 
pei*8ons  honestly  l^elieve  that  insta^nces  of  tliis  character  often 
oc^'ur.  Hence  the  ilemand  constantly  made  that  the  corres- 
pondence •  >f  jH^rsona  detained  in  asylums  or  hospitals  l>e  sur- 
rounded by  projjcr  safeguards  in  order  that,  if  cases  of  im|>roper 
detention  occur,  friends  or  the  public  may  be  informed. 

Various  suggestions  covering  this  |>oint  have  been  made; 
among  uthers,  une,  that  nuiil-boxe^  be  jduced  uj>on  the  wanls 
in  which  patients  may  have  the  oj»portunity  of  placing 
their  letters  without  the  censorship  of  asylmn  authorities. 
TliJj<  is  an  old  device,  and  wherever  tried  has  been  found 
to  be  a  failure,  such  boxes  being  usually  made  a  depository  by 
patients  of  rubf)ish  of  various  kinds,  ^loreover,  assuming:  the 
success  of  the  cxjieriment,  someborly  must  be  trusted  to  see  that 
rtuch  conununications  as  may  be  ile])osited  reach  the  postal  service. 
It  has  also  Ixr^ri  urgetl  that  each  patient  be  ]>erraitted  to  select 
some  j>eT'sori  for  a  period  of  a  few  months  with  whom  he  shall  ha\^ 
the  right  to  condact  unrestricted  correspondence. 
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»©  C'tuumi.s.siun  would  be  recreant  to  its  belief,  if  it  djd  not 

fstate  ex])licitly  that,  in  its  judgment^  there  is  no  necessity  what- 

[ever  for  any  of   these  provisions  being  nia<le.     Even  if  no  pro- 

Tisions  whatever  were  made,  it  does  not  believe  that  individaal 

liberty  would  be  illegally  interfered  with.     To   believe   that  it 

would  be  is  to  believe  that  every  hospital  and  asylum  in  the 

itato  employs  pei-sons   who    would    not  hesita.t«  to  c^onHnit  a 

felony,  for  participation  in  any  act  which  tends  to  deprive  any 

[other  person  of  liberty  is  a  felony  both  by  common  and  statute 

law.     No  pei*son  could  be  tlirectly  or  indirectly  an  accoui])lice  in 

such  a  proceeding  without  incurring  the  risk  of  imprisonment 

in   State   prison.      Of    course,   this    whole    contention   assumes 

that  sane  |jersons  are  committed  to  and  held  in  ctmfinement  in 

institutions  for  the  insane.     This  can  not  be  demonstrated  to 

be  true.     It  may  be  admitted  that,  in  the  service  of  institutions 

for  the  insane,  there  might  occasionally  be  a  [wrson  who  would 

be  willing  to  commit  an  act  of  thi^  character.     No  government 

over  yet  been  able  to  elfectuaJly  prevent  the  commission  of 

jcpimes.     And  while  it  is   wi»e  and  proper  that  some  provision 

fshould  be  uiade  in  deference  t^j  any  |>ublic  sentiment  that  may 

[exist,  at  the  same  time  care  must  be   taken  to  guard  agiiimit  the 

[aerious  evils  that  may  result  fnun  tlie  unrestricted  ciirreKpondenoe 

}t  mmxit  pei'sons. 

Ail  who  are  engagetl  in  the  can*  mjmi  trv.uinrnL  nt  tnr  insane, 
know  how  often  it  hap]>eDs  that  the  hiuguage  of  insane  perHom*, 
[particularly  women,  who,  when  sane,  j^re  most  exemplary  in 
[s|K>e4'h  and  conduct,  become,  aii  a  re«ult  of  their  disiMise,  vulgar, 
])T'ofane  and  even  obsc<>ne  ;  and  that  these  unfortunate  tendencies 
arc  ijuite  as  Hable  to  manifest  themselves  in  the  writings  of  such 
patients  as  in  their  omi  expressions  ;  h(Mux\  to  permit  them 
tt)  fively  expose  their  morbid  mental  ab<irrations  to  whom- 
80««ver  they  nuiy  eleit,  would  be  a  cruel,  if  not  a  brutal^ 
wrong  to  the  patients  themselves  as  well  i\»  to  their  friends.  In 
fact,  all  wlio  are  practically  famihar  with  the  subject,  are  aware 
of  the  importance  of  [irotecting  such  patients  from  their  own 
insane  folhes,  by  detaining  lettei's  of  the  kind  referred  to.  It 
would  not  be  ditlicult  to  imagine  the  sense  of  humiliation,  shame 
and  disgnice  which  a  naturally  motlest  and  refined  n^an  or  womaOf 
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on  rec'uvering  from  an  attack  of  insanity,  wonlil  LXi>v  i  ,^i.,  ,r  hvm-. 
knowltMlge  of  the  Lict  that,  while  in  a  stat^^  of  mental  irresj' 
bility  he  or  she  haxl  been  aUowed  to  thug  expose  and  parade  bis  iSt 
her  mental    vagaries  to   the  outside   world,  through  letters  to 
chance  acquaintance*  or  perhaps  to  entire  strangers. 

Then,  too,  the  relatives  of  the  insane —  parents,  wives,  husbaads, 
brothers  and  sisters  —  ought  to  be  spared  the  annoyance  and 
chagrin  which  the  enactment  of  such  a  law  would  imjjoae  upon 
them. 

Moreover,  instances    have    been    known    where     poisonotis 
dnjgs^  and     even     dangerous     weaix)ns,    ha\nB     been    surrepti- 
tiously  transmitted   to  patients   by   the   mistaken   kindne&s    of 
friends,  although  it  may  be  Btated   limt  this  probably  has  rarely 
occurred,  except  in  the  cases  of  [>ersons  confined  u])on  ''criminal 
orders."     It  also  frecpiently  occurs  tJiat  in  efforts  to  esca]>43,  l>ej^H 
sons  of  mesms  who  are  visiteil   by  insanity,  address  pom  ma  nicl^ 
tions,  or  woukl  do  so  if  permitted,  to  ail  sorts  of  people,  inviting 
them  for  a  moneyed  consideration  to  aid  them  to  escape,  and 
thus  innumerable  law*  suits  and  difficulties  have  arisen.      Tt  is 
clear,  tJierefore,  that  some  regulations  upon  the  subject  should  Xte 
provided,  whether  by  statute  or  by  the  onler  of  some  executive 
body,  may  be  a  question. 

Early  in  its  administration   the  Commission  issued  the  folJow- 
ing  order  u[)on  this  subject,  ^md.  so  far  as  its  experience  m*^"*   it 
has  worked  satisfactorily

detention  indorse<l  thereon.  Hei*e  they  are  subject  to  independ 
ent  inspection  and  may  l»e  forwanlod  to  their  destination 
should  it  appear  that  they  have  been  improperly  detained*  As  a 
matter  of  fact  a  lar^e  proportion  of  the  letters  WTitteD  by  the 
inmates  of  the  hospitals  and  asylums  of  the  State,  both  public 
and  private,  are  forwarder!  by  tlie  medical  officers  unopened. 
Imleed  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  if  there  is  any  fault  to  be 
found  with  the  present  practice  in  this  State,  in  relation  to  this 
question,  it  b*e5  in  the  direction  of  too  much  freedom. 

From  time  to  time  tliis  oHer  has  be^n  criticised  as  in  violation 
of  the  UnitM  States  postal  laws,

At  first  sight  it  iiiav  appear  curious  that  people  shoubJ  desire 
nnre-stricte^l  access  to  public  hospitals  for  the  insane.  No  other 
class  of  sick  persons  are  Bubjected  to  the  annoyance  of  public 
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onriosity.  The  imrestrict<xl  vLsit4ition  i)f  general  hospittilB 
large  crowds  of  persons  would  not  be  tolemteil  for  an  instant,  and 
happily  there  is  no  desire  on  the  ]mrt  of  the  public  to  viait  snch 
IiOs|>it4ils.  Such  risitatioti  would  justly  be  regarded  as  ex<  •  ^ '  ly 
iini»n>|ier^  aTjd  yet  large  classt3s  <>f  pei-sons  see  no  impnj|  .  m 

waJkingthiYiugh  the  wanlsof  ourHUite  hospitals  and  asy]uni«  and 
freely  gazing  and   commenting  on    the   unfortnnates  deta^ined 
there.     While  the  Commission    believes   that   such  rLsitati'  " 
impmpor,  it  ako  realizes  the  unwisdom  of  attempting  to  pr<  ■ 
that  which  the  public  regards  as  its  rights  and  that  %o  Xon^  as 
puhlic  sentiment   afjpaj'ently   justifies  the  placing  of  the  public 
hos|»itals  upon  the  same  plane  in  this  respect  as  prisons,  orphan 
asylums,  etc,  it  is,  perhaps,  idle  to  protest.     It  does  believe,  bow- 
ever,  that  the  statute  ought  t-o  provide  that  unauthorized  fii^rsons 
who  are  neither  relatives  nurfncnds  should  not  have  unrestricted 
access  to  patients,  simply  to  gratify  a  morbid  cunosity.     Instanees 
of  tljis  character  are  by  no  means  rare^^  and  as  a  restdt  great  and 
lasting  hann  to  the  insane  has  i-esulted.     It  realizes  that  this  is 
a  matter  wliich,  in  most  instances,  can  be  safely  left  to  the  I     * 
men  I  of  superintendents,  and  this  is  especially  true  of  the  ^..._ 
hospitals;  but  there  are  institutions  where  this  ib  not  true 
where  superintendents,   through   hick  of  firmness  or  decisis 
permit  unauthorized    j)ersons  to  visit  the  insane  under  varii 
pretexts.     Either  the   Legislature  should   give  the   Commisdi< 
jwwer  to  make  a  regulation  upon  this  subject,  ov  it  should  pi 
vide  that  unauthorized  persons  slionld   not  be  pcrmittetl  to 
the  insane  without  the  consent  of  some  judicial  otKcer. 


CHAPTER  22. 
Manaokment  of  Instithtions, 
Since  the  Commission  entered  upon  the  performance  of  ij 
duties,  and,  from  time  to  time,  as  the  scope  of  its  observation 
widened,  it  has  endeavored  to  survey  the  whole  liold  of  sisylura 
work  in  the  State.  In  the  exorcise  of  its  fimctions  it  has  son-i* 
by  the  use  of  all  legitimate  means  to  ap]>ly  t<j  all  the  inst  itur 
to  the  fullest  extent  practicable,  such  methods  of  management  % 
eommende<l  themselves  to  its  judgment  as  best  or  most  desirable. 
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[leves   that   the  Legislatui'e,   in  creatiiifr  the  Coriuuission, 

iuteuiloU  that  it  should  exercise  a  general  supervision  over  the 

jutire  system  and,gave  it  the  powers  necessary  for  the  prevention 

evils  and  the  correction  of  ahusen  whenever  and  wherever  thoy 

night  be  found.    The  Coiiimiftsion  hii8  endeavored  to  carry  out  this 

[lurpohe  to  the  best  of  its  ability  in  a  spirit  of  justice  to  all.     As  its 

rork  hiis  progressed,  the  criticisni  has  been  advanced  that  the 

iiethticU  adc»pted  threatened  destruction  of  all  individuality  in 

management  of  institutions.    Kesuits,  however,  do  not  seem  to 

justify  this  apprehension  in  any  important  particular.     There  has 

lever  been  any  intention  or  desii^e  on  the  part  of  the  Oommisgion

of  the  institutions  in  the  State,  has  been  urged  on  the  ground

Two  unfortunate  occurrences  have  demonstniteil  this 
fact  during  the  past  yeiir,  to  which  matter  a  detailed  refoi-ence  is 
nia4le  in  another  (nirt  <»f  th^  re|K)rt,     fSee  p.  ;i75.) 

The  following  letters  from  the  Suprrint^ndents  of  the  MidrlJe^ 
touTj  State  Ilonioeopatbic  Hospital  and  the  Willard  State  JIi>s|ii 
tal  are  interesting,  an  sJjowing  the  practical  >vorkinj^  of  tl)e 
raetJjod  of  iwitliing  known  as  tlie  niin  or  spray  system : 

"In  complian«^e  with  your  recpiest,  I  send  herewith  a  fs^tatettieDl  coilr 
certiiug  a  ntnv  method  uf  Imthing  which  has  bceu  inuuguiati^d  at  thb 
h(»8{»jtal,  and  which  is  known  lus  the  *  spray  bath/  Aa  you  called  <viir 
atteation  to  ihig  method  and  urged  \%»  adoption,  I  deem  it  juet  to  mak% 
a  report  to  you  ronccrninj?  its  value. 

'*  We  refitted  one  of  the  bath-rooms  in  the  hospital  annex  as  foil 

*'  The  two  tubs  situated  ia  the  center  of  the  room  were  taken 
and  one  was*  renet  by  the  side  of  the  room,  in  order  to  leave  us  niu"^ 
free  gpace  as  jiossible.  A  marble  nlab,  about  five  feet  long  anrl  two 
and  ;i  half  feet  ^^ide  was  laid  near  the  center  of  the  room.  Tliia  alali' 
was  beveled,  with  a  waste  pipe  in  the  eenter  to  carry  of  th«  .»a- 

latiiig   water.     The  entire   floor  around   tliis  8lab  was  laid    sv  ^^u! 

upon  a  cement  bed.  This  slate  tended  toward  the  center,  in  order 
that  all  w.Hste  would  speedily  paas  away.  The  wdes  of  the  r4H»m  were 
lined  with  maible  slabs,  six  feet  in  height,  carefully  cemented  together. 
This  made  a  water-tight  compartment,  with  a  ditching  floor,  thus  ma kiii|^ 
a  pei-fect  and  speedy  drainage.  We  then  brought  a  pipe  fi'^iti  tl)9 
cold-water  line  in  the  basement,  to  a  mixer,  and  a  hot- water  \Ape  was 
brought  from  the  boiler  to  the  same.  The  mixer  is  ^uppUt^d  whti 
ralve*  to  regulate   the  influx  of  either  hot  or  cold  wat«*r,  and  it  as 

ipphed    with  a  theniionieter  to  register  the  heat  after  the  waters  h 
beeu  mixed.       From   this  mixer  is  carried  a  rubber  hose,  about  stz  f^ 
in    length.     At   the   end    of  the  hose  is  a  niokel-plated  sprays, 
throws  (JUt  a  series  of  fine  streams  of  water. 

'*Ottr  method  haa  been  this  :  Some  five  or  six  patients  are  placed  in 
a  row  upon  the  marble  slab*  which  has  been  warmed  by  spniying  it  witli 
hot  water.  In  the  ears  of  each  patient  we  place  a  little  cotton  to  avoid 
the  poasibiUty  of  injurmg  the  ear  drum.  Each  patient  is  then  8at|»« 
plied  with  a  cake  of  soap,  and  an  attendant  turns  on  the  sti-eam^  h 
carefiUly  observed  that  the  temperature  of  the  water  ias  rights 
temperature  m  the  mixer,  as  it  is  now  arranged,  will  remain  at  about 
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100  degrc*e5;  it  is,  probablj,  ninety-eight  and  one-half,  or  blood-h*^l, 

'hen   it  reaches    tlie  surface*  of  the  penion  (liat  is  being  washed.      One 

irvful   aiiendaut   can  spray  hiji    paliculH  at   a  lime,  and   about  five 

linulcs  are  spent  in  sjiraying"  oach  bloek  of  six.  After  being 
tliorouglily    tioap4^d    and    rubbod    iluwn    ami    sprayed,    each    fiatient 

w«e*  into  a  closed  hall  that  is  sufficiently  warmed^  and  \»  fnmighed 
[with   a   ck*au   towel,  or  nioro   than   oxwt  if   necessary^  with  which  to 

ipe  himself  dry.  If  the  patients  need  helji,  an  attendant  is  at  hand  to 
ub  them  down  after  the  bath.     A»  soon  jis  "ine  set   passes  out  nt  the 

tth-room,  another  get  pai^.^es  in,  and  t.hu8  about  nixty  patients  can  be 
>athed  in  an  hour,  with  pure  and  correctly  tempered  water  in  sufli- 
sicnt  abtmdance.  Wldle  wc  may  bathe  sixty  jiaticnts  an  hoin  U^  tliU 
»roce!«H,  each  patient  has  the  benefit  of  a  five-minutes'  bath, 

**  The  advantages  of  thia  method  are: 

**(!)  The  dangeii*  of  Kcalding  in  a  tub  are  avoided.  Even  if  the 
rater  ui  the  mixer  shotiM  he  quite  hcit,  it  inevitably  cools  to  a  crertain 

:fent  lief  ore  it  can  reach  the  Imdy  of  the  patient. 

(if)  If  fumihheH  clean  water  to  each  patient,  and  there  is  no  oppor- 
tunity for  a  laxy  attendant  to  bathe  three  or  four  patients  in  the  ^aine 
tub  of  water 

**  (3)  The  bath  seems  to  be  invigorating  and  exhilarating,  and  is 
greatJy  enjoyed  by  all  the  patients  who  are  capable  of  appreciating 
Its  pleagureH. 

"This  form  of  bathing  furni»heH  not  alone  an  opportunity  for rleanli- 

108,  but  as  the  water  i^  applied  with  fine  force  over  the  entire  »ur» 
r»c«  of  the  human  system,  it  stimulates  to  healthful  action  alJ  the 
lerve  extri*mitiei*  and  it  lhu&  si^ems  to  invigorate  the  entire  system.     It 

a  variety  of  Swedish  movement  cnn»,  in  which  a  drop  of  water  con- 
stitutes a  dainty,  globular  silver  hammer  that  taps  gently  upori  each 
lerve  fibre   beneath   the  skin  and  awakens  it  to  renewed  life  and   to 
lonnal  action. 
"It  affords  me  pleasure  to  state  tliat  thus  far  this  method  of  bathing, 

'hich  is  new  to  this  institution,  is  most  satisfactory,  both  to  patientd 
md  attendants.     By  the  old  method  of  bathing,  only  five  or  six  patients 

►uld  hv  bathed  in  one  tub  in  an  hour.     It  was  a  slow  and  tedious  pro- 
of drawing  the  water^  of  tem|>ering  it,  of  allowing  the  patient  to 
>athe,  and   theji   drawing  the  soiled  water  frt>m  «^ach  tub  and  filling  it 

1th  fresh  water  again.  By  the  old  methoil,  the  attendant  was  obliged 
til  endure  a  series  of  long  and  monotonous  waitings,  and  thus  he  might 
time  quite  naturally  become  careless  and  inattentive  lo  duty.  But 
he  new  method  compeU  the  close  attention  of  th«  attendant  while  he 

'ork*,  but  his  task  w  soon  and  satisfactorily  com]»leted.

3.  A  great  amount  of   time  is  saved,  which  under   the  old  niittlK 
used  in  filling  and  emptying  the  tub,     Our   experience  has  been 
one  spray  will  do  the  work  of  two  tubs   in  a  little  more  than  half 
time. 

4.  There  IB  much  less  hot  water  n*ied  and  a  consequent   redaction 

the  amount   of   coal  consumed.     While   we  have   made   no  accii 

experiments  in  this  respect,  my  opini<m    is   that  the  saving   is 

eiderable.

liesido  the  foregoing  instances,  the  Commission  has  rnude 
fvarioiiiJ  other  suggestions  and  recomniendiitions  which  it  believed 
["WOuUl  tend  to  improve  the  usyluni  service  and  pf»t)niote  the 
meral  welfare  of  tlie  insiuie.  It  is  grn tilled  to  be  able  to 
ite  that  these  recommendation^^  have  been  cordially  received, 
id  with  hardly  an  exception  there  lias  been  a  cheerful  com- 
tiance  with  them,  both  in  spirit  an<l  in  letter. 
It  is  in  the  determination  ui  (jiiestions  of  the  above  nature, 
»lative  to  methods  of  management,  that  the  Commission  believes 
[its  powers  can  be  profitably  exercised  and  without  which  power 
its  work  would  be  practically  valueless.  It  would  be  absurd  to 
ly  that  it  should  not  have  the  power  to  make  and  enforce  a 
^neral  recommendation,  which  .should  apply  to  all  the  institu- 
^tions  for  the  lieneiit  of  the  whole  body  of  tlie  insane,  and  that 
it  muHt  wait  until  a  case  (ieinanding  it  arose  in  each  institution 
jfore  it  should  be  pennitted  to  apply  a  remedy.

'ear  ago  the  Commission,  in  the  absence  of  any  specitic  provisions

thirty  davs  without  renewa!,  and  surrounding  it  with  wii.i  .^,iv 
belleved  to  be  proper  *4afeguards.  Among  other  tlunga.  "  that  no 
insane  fx^rson  w^hile  in  the  custody  of  an  institution  be  permiited 
to  go  iif»on  parole,  who*  in  the  judgment  of  the  rae<licaJ  superin 
leudent  is  homicidal,  suicitial,  destructive  or  dangerous  oilh«?r  lo 
himself  or  to  others."  In  practice^  this  provision  has  worked 
exceedingly  well.  In  no  case  where  it  has  been  faithfully  ob«»ervdd 
has  an  unfortunate  result  occurred. 

One  of  the  great  advantages  of  j>erniitting  patients  to  go  .... 
u|»on  parole,  aside  from  the  matter  of  a  trial  of  tlieir  fitnesii  to 
resume  their  former  relations  in  life,  is  that,  if  found  to  be  iinHl, 
they  may  be  returned  without  the  trouble  and  ex]>ense  uf  a 
recommitment  antl  without  renew*ed  publicity  and  annoyance; 
These  are  both  serious  matters.  The  expense  of  the  commitment 
of  an  insane  person  is  considerable,  and  necessarily  varies  according 
to  the  means  of  the  patient.  Even  in  the  case  of  the  de|>enr*  -  * 
few  are  committed  at  an  expense  of  less  than  twenty^tive  4b. 
It  becomes  a  serious  charge  in  many  instances. 

The  statute,  however,  should  explicitly  ]>rovide  for  the  paroling 
of  patients,  specifying  as  far  as  possible,  in  detail,  the  comlitions 
under  which  a  i>arole  may  be  granted.  The  statute  necessarily 
carries  far  more  weight  than  the  order  or  direction  of  any  exeou* 
tive  bmly. 

The  Commission  would  recommeud  that  the  statute  be  amend 
so  as  to  provide  for  a  parole  not  to  exceed  thirty  days,  with  8i 
able  restrictions,  to  be  approved  by  the  Commission.

The  asylums  of  the  city  of  iS  ork  ai'e  fairly  pro\Hded  with 

such  tire-eseapes,  and  the  paticnt.s  are  required  to  go  down  these 

fire-escapes  freijuently,  in  order  to  accustom  them  to  their  use. 

j\  the  State  luispitals,  with  a  few  exceptions,  outside  iron  fire- 

!SC44|>e8  have  not  been  provided.     In  some  of  the  State  hospitals 

inclosed  **  fire-proof  "  stairways  have  beeji  prcivided.  and 

lese  seems  to  be  regarded  as  am|dy  sufficient  for  the  purpose, 

i,n<l  much  stress  i^   laid   on    the   fact   that   it  is   impossible    for 

liGui     to    burn.       This  may    readily    be    granted.       But    the 

langtT    in    case    of    ftre    is    not    always    conJined    to    actual 

mrning;  more  frequently  injury  and  death  are  caused  by  suffo- 

[cation  or  trampling.     In  case  of  a  fire  breaking  out  in  a  hosj)ital, 

is  not  HHj^y  t.o  see   what  coulii   prevent   the.se  stairways  from

''ould  b<5  practically  im]30S8ible.     Moreover,  the  construction  of 

lese  inside  stairways  is  very  expensive.     For  a  lesser  outlay  a 

iiuch  more  satisfactory  outside  iron  stairway  could  be  provided. 

such  stairways  there  is  oh\iously  no  op]K>rt unity  for  smoke 

d  gas  to  collect.     Tlie  tnoment  the  <loor  is  0|»ened  the  |>atient 

rtcjis  out  upon  an  iron  platform,   fully  j>rotect«.Hl   by  a  wirr  n*»!- 

^ork  through  which  the  air  bas  free  access. 

Nearly  every  building  in  this  Stata  used  for  the  insane  is  at 

[least  two  stories  in  height,  and  some  are  of  four  stories  and  over 

in    height,    wliile    many   of    tije    builtlings    are    entirely   com- 

ILuatible,     and     a    tire,     would     spread    with   great     i*a|iidity. 

It  m  true    that    all    of    the    asylums   in    the    State    are    now 
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provided  with  what  i^  believed  to  be  amplt?  m^^iii 
protection.  Kevertheless,  with  the  most  perfect  prfM^autiooe^ 
fires  will  occasionally  occur,  and  in  tlie  case  of  institutions  for  Iba' 
insjUK^,  tliey  are  often  very  destnietiv^e  of  both  life  jind  propoilT. 

In  the  case  of  the  ])rivate  asyliuiis,  the  Commission  has  bad 
little  difficulty  through  its  recommendations  in  procuring  the 
erection  of  suitable  fire-escapes.  But  in  the  case  of  State  hopitab 
It  can  not  compel  the  erection  of  these  fire-esca]>es,  because  of  llie 
lack  of  money,  which  necessarily  mii^t  !"•  ;ip|>r(>]>riate']  7»v  tb^ 
Legislature  for  that  specific  purpose. 

Shortly  before  the  \vTitinjS^  of  this  report,  the  newspapers  woiv 
filled  witli  harro\rintr  accounts  of  the  ilestruction  of  a  perioral 
ho.spit'il  in  the  State  of  Indiana  containin;^  3tM>  inmates,  in  wbicb 
a  large  numl>er  of  lives  were  lost  tlm>ugh  the  utter  inadequacy  of 
the  fire  protection,  to  say  nothing  of  lack  of  outside  fire-eseapeg. 

The  romraission  has  exercised  its  full  powers  in  making 
suitable  reconunenrlations  relating  to  fire  protection. 

These  recommendations  it  supplemented  by  the  follomng 
cnlar  letter :

mendations  heretofore  made  as  to  inside  fire  proteetion»  and  to  urge 
constant  vigilance  and  eare  in  carrying  them  oat. 

Wliile  it  lielieves  that  these  institutions  are  fairly  well  equipped 
apparatus    for   the  extinguishment  of  fire  and  that  the  officials 
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attentive  an<l  xealous  in  seeking  tx)  un<lersi.aii(l  it-s  pmper  u»e  and  to 
keep  it  in  efticiLMit  working  ordor,  yet  in  the  possible  evfut.  of  fin* 
broiiking  out  in  *3ticli  an  itiHtitntion  tlif  danger  to  the  livi*s  anil  liniUfi 
of  those  haplesa  persons  domiciled  thereiu  ia  so  great  and  so  appalling, 
to  say  nothing  of  t)»L*  property  intereMs  invoIve«l,  that  tbe  ConunissioD 
can  nut  too  strongly  inHint  upf*n  rigid  observance  of  the  precautionary 
'illC4istir(?8  specified  ia  it«  former  recommondations  under  this  head.

fie  value  of  any  system  of  government,,  from  that  ui  tla*  f^^tate 
itself  down  to  its  snuillest  subilivision,  must  be  judged  and  determ- 
ined solely  by  the  results  accompliiilied.  Consideration  i^f  a  par- 
ticular locality  or  interest,  or  of  ev^en  a  majority  of  interests  will 
\t  suffice^  the  whole  field  must  bo^ earefu I ly  examined  in  detail 
well  a8  in  mass. 

In  nothing  is  this  more  true  than  in  arriving  at  a  determination 
of  the  value  of  the  sysU^m  of  care  and  treatment  of  the  insane  in 
the  State  of  New  York.  All  of  the  inmates  of  all  its  institutions 
must  be  carefully  consi4lered,  and  the  !*esults  attained  in  eai^-h  ease 
must  be  carefully  analyzed,  compared  and  defined  before  a  con- 
clusion of  any  value  can  be  reached  as  to  whether  the  system  of 
governnient  of  the  institutions  for  the  insane  haa  reached  its 
lest  point  of  efficiency  or  whether  it  is  yet  behind  the  needs 
requirements  of  the  age. 
It  will  not  do  to  judge  of  this  vahie  by  a  separate  c<jnsideration 
of  the  systenx  «>f  State  hospitals  or  a  portion  of  them,  or  of  the 
private  asylums,  or  of  the  exempted  county  system.  The  results* 
46 
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of  all  must  be  \iewed  from  a  coirunon  sUin<ipoiut  —  the  iiiniatfl|| 
of  the  State  hospitals,  those  of  the  exempted  countiea,  those  oC 
the  county  poor-houses,  those  in  the  private  asylums  ^ — ^all  must 
be  iuinsidenHU  all  having  h(.^en  adjudged  insane,  and   all  he*  '     - 
confinemetit  under  process  of  law^  and   the  final   an<l   de* 
tjnestion  is  how  many  of  the  whole  bocly  of  the  insane  in  the 
State  of  Kew  York  recover.     In  order  tt*  reach  an  absolutely 
impartial   determination   of  the  matter    the  tJiousands  of    thi^ 
unfortunate  eliuss  that  have  been  in  ou,st<xly  for  years  in  the  poor- 
houses  and  so-called    "chronic"    asylums  must   be   taketi   into 
account^^  and  the  question  why  have  so  large  a  number  of  " 
unfortimates  remained  uncured  must   be  answered.     Whi»ii  ,*,* 
this;  has  been  done  the  State  may  properly  determine  whet  her  it* 
system  is  good  or  bad. 

The  truth  about  this  matter  should  be  told  f en  Hessly,     Pfr- 
hopes  and  desires  must  give  way  to  the  geiHMMl  inhM'«>i^f  ir 
j)eople. 

The  8U|>erintendent  of  an  asylmu  in  a  neighboring  State  in  aa 
oliicial    rejiort   makes  this  statement:    "It  is  mislea<ling   and 
oalcuJate<l  to  de)>recuite  the  results  of  hospital  treatnient  in  the 
public  estimation   to  make  a  statement  of  the  percentage  6Bi 
recoveries  base<i  on  the  whole  number  treated,  which  embracer 
the  chronic  and  *  incurable'  who  remain  fi'om  ye^ir  U*  year 
permanent  element  of  a  hospitid  |x>pulation."     It  is  not  aque> 
of  depreciating  the  results  of  hospital  treatment  in  the  pnlilic 
estimation.     It   is,   however,   a   vital  question    which    must   be 
answered,  as  to  what  projx>rtion  of  })ersons  who  becjime  afllt<*t(Nl 
with   insjinity  recover  from  this  dread  disease.     It  is  not  ju^^  ,[i- 
able  to  deceive  the  piil>lic   directly  or  imlirectly.      The  people 
consent    to     be    taxed     just    in     pro]>ortion    as     they    bt  1 
the   money   raised    by  taxation  to   be  necessarily  and   hon 
and   proj)€rly   ex]>ended.     The    moment   they    become  sati 
that    any    department    of    the    government  —  and    this    ha» 
been  iilustratetl  too  often  to  admit  of  dis|)ute  —  is  not  productive 
of  good  results,  that  moment  the  people  demand  reform.     It  is 
true  that  people  may  for  a   long  period  be  deceived,  thKmgh 
Inattention,  through   willfulness  or  thnmgh  ignorance,  but  the 
time  must  certainlv  come  when  the  truth  will  bo  laid  bare.

It  is 
lere,  if  another  example  be  ueede<l,  that  the  State  rriuy  ]>ru|)i3rly 
.y  tllUt  *- ifidi vliliijilil  \"  miii^t  \u^  <t'\  mnuIi'  fur  tin*  roiniiioii 
ood  of  aU. 

It  need  hardly  be  pointeii  out  that  to  reach  any  intelligent  con* 
jlusion  as  t»i  results  in  the  matter  of  recoveries  would  require  that 
^he  percentage  of  recoveries  should  be  estimated  (in  a  common 
lis  for  all  the  institutions.     The  same  also  applies  t<.»  the  de^ith 
tte.     In  other  words,  if  one  institution  should  estimate  its  per- 
centage of  recoveries  on  the  Ijasis  whicli  was  calculated  to  show  the 
[highest  rate,  and  its  |>ercenta.ge  <if   deaths   an    the   one    which 
vrould  show  the  lowest  rate,  and  publish  the  figures  loudly  pro- 
[clainiing  sujieriority  over  other  institutions  of  a  similar  grade, 
, whose  recovery   and  death  rates   were   properly   based  on   the 
^average  daily  nnmljer  of  inmates,  it  would  be  manifestly  unfair 
id  misleading.     Dr.  Pliny  Earle,  in  a  most  exhaustive  artidot 
•ad  liefore  the  associati<in  of  superintendents  of  American  insti- 
[tions  for  the  insane  in  1885,  sliowx^d  how  misleading  geneniUy 
'ere  the  tigures  given  upon  the  subject  of  the  recoveries  of  the 
.ne,  and  ]>oiuted  out  instances  in  tbe  early  history  of  asylum 
tianagement     where     it    wjis    asserted     that     f)ra(;tically    the 
^entire   po])ulation   recovered,  euie  superintendent  claiming  more 
[than  ninety-one  per  cent  of  recovedes.     Another  point  revealed 
►y  an  examination  of  this  paper  wa*?  the  exoef:*ding  difficulty  of 
lalcing  any  sort  of  comparisons  of  value.     It  reijuires  not  only 
long  research,  but  most  exhaustive  study,  in  onlcr  to  come  to 
ly  reliable  conclusion.

snUigeof  re<^overies,  the  ( 'ommissit^n,  soon  after  the  orgtmi nation, 

letenuincil,  if  jM^ssible,  to  establish  a  common  standard  of  com- 

marison.     To  this  end  it  conferred  with  a  maj<H'i!y  nf  the  sujier- 

jjntendentvS  of  the  State  hos])itals,  and  an  agreement  was  I'cached 

>hat  the  fairest  basis  of  com[)arison  would  be  the  peitentage  of 

kveries  and  of  deaths  based  upon  the  average  daily  |H>pulation, 

This  method  is  the  one  now^  followed  by  the  Coram ission  in 
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cJeterniiuing  tlu?  ratio  of  recoveries  and  of  denths  hi    ni 
institutions  of  the  Statu,  ami  while  it  would  not  claim   that    this 
is  the  only  method,  or  that  it  is  the  best  jx^ssible  method,  it 
bulievf's  that  it  is  the  fairest  methcHh  and  the  one  most  likely  to 
dLsdose  the  u  bole  truth  upon  the  subject. 

There  is  in  custody  in  the  8t<ite  of  Xew  York,  a  daily  avenig« 
population  of  aliout   16,oo0  committed   and   registered   insane. 
The  daily  average  po]>ulation  for  the  year  ending  Soptombor 
18iH,  was  15,ii84. 

This  being  a  substantially  constant  population,  it  is  piertiii 
to  inquire  liow  many  out  of  this  number  each  year  recover. 
would  seem  thiit  tliere  need  be  no  difficulty  in  arriving  at 
percentage.     If  there  is  an  average  daily  population  of  1 4>j< 
and  1,100  each  year  are  discharged  as  recovered,  it  would  clearly 
appeaTto  follow  that  about  seven  y»er  cent  of  the  insane  recover. 
It  is,  however,  fiT<iuontly  urged  that  this  tidces  into  consider:    ' 
the  entire  population  including  old  cases,  the  socalled  *•  cbr*- 
cla^s.     How  to  eliminate  this  element  in  arriving  at  tbe  truth  Jb 
not  easy  to  understand.     At  this  point  the  Commission  does  nol 
wish  to  be  understood  as  trying  to  "depreciate**  Jthe  resulted  of 
asylum  care  and  treatment  in  the  State.     It  believes  that  ih^ 
treatment  of  the  insane  in  the  existing  hospitals  and   institntions 
of  the  State  of  New  York  to  be  fidly  equal  to  that  of  any  other 
State  in  the  Union,  and  that  especially  since  the  passage  of  Ui^ 
State  Care  Act  it  has  been   phiced  in  advance  of  many  othoj^l 
States,    Nevertheless,  it  desires  to  state  the  whole  truth  upon 
this  subject.

This  is  done  for  the  reas<*n 
that  they  pro|>erly  can  not  be  placed  elsewhere,  as  tlicso  inmates, 
now  about  1,20*1  in  number,  are  awaiting  tninsfer  to  the 
State  institutions,  and  since  the  passage  of  the  thin)  and  lajrt 
Statt^  Care  Act  in   tH9(»  all  licenses  to  care  for  insane  in  Uiese 


poor-liOtt«o«  nave  bi»en  nbolislieii.  Furtlierjiiuie,  with  few 
exct'ption&,  each  rugiiitertxl  insane  person  Dt^w  in  thujse  jiix>r- 
houses  at  one  time  or  u  not  her  has  bec^n  an  inmate  of  a  State 
hospital,  while  in  Cfitimating  n*sults  the  throwing  tbt>se  innuit^s 
of  county  |JOor-hoas<^s  out  of  the  faicnbition  would  allect  the 
totals  to  only  a  slight  extent. 

Seamd.  That  in  considering  the  percentage  of  "cures"  in 
county  institutions,  it  must  l)e  borne  in  miml  that  the 
information  is  <lenve<l  from  re[»urts  of  hiy  sujK^rint/emlent^ 
I  of  the  p<Jor  or  of  physicians,  most  of  whom  have  had 
neither  sjiecial  knowledge  nor  training  ujwn  the  subject, 
and  that  exact  or  reliable  Hgures  are  not  obtaimible.  It 
should  not  be  forgotten^  too,  that  a  certain  limited  number  of 
insane  I'ecover  in  any  event,  no  meitter  what  their  situation, 
surroundings,  or  treatment.  i 

Thin/.  That  the  Rcxjhester  State  Hospital  was  not  orgaiiixe<l 

Ltil  July  1,  Ism,  previous  to  >vbich  time  it  was  known  as  the 

foni-oe  Count V  Asylum.

In  a  consid«M'ation  of  this  subject^  as  shown  by  these  comiKira- 
tive  tahles,  so  fai*  as  cimcerns  tlie  State  liospitals,  it  must  Ix* 
remcniln'iTd  that  durin<r  tlie  past  year  ^reat  disturbances  in  their 
re«rular  oj)<*ration  have  occurred,  by  reason  of  the  extensive 
transl'ei's  to  th«Mn  of  re*ristered  insane  from  county  poor-houses. 
thus  hreak'in^Mn  for  a  time  \\\x)i\  the  existin/;^  classitic^uion  and 
conditions,  and  necessitatin«i;  a  ^enend  rearrangement;  and  it 
miirlit  naturally  he  expected  that  tem])orarily  unfavorable  effects 
u])<>n  th<»  St^ite  hospital  system  as  a  whole  would  he  noted.  Such, 
however,  has  not  been  the  case,  for  while  the  percentjige  of  recov- 
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has  fallen  off  somewliat  at  the  Utica  State  Hospital,  at  the 
udson  Rivor  State  Hoepitnl,  at  the  Knlillctown  tState  HonittH)- 
athic  Hospital,  and  at  tin*  Bntfalo  State  Hospital,  this  loss  has  l>H*n 
uore  than  overbalanced  hy  increasixl  recu>venes  at  the  Willanl 
State  Hospital,  at  the  iiinghamton  State  Hospital  —  these  last- 
larned  inHtitntiows  are  now  receirin^yf  all  classes  of  the  insiine^at 
lie  RocheBter  State  Hmpital,  at  the  St.  Lfiwrence  State  Ho8])ital 
nd  at  the  State  Asylum  for  Insann  ( 'riminab*,  the  gain  in  the  whole 
Itate  hos[)ital  system  for  the  past  year  being  thirty-tive  onc-hun- 
>e<ltl»s  of  one  |>er  cent,  thus  clearly  indicnting  that  the  results 
uring  the  past  year  have  been  exceetlingly  fasorable;  and  this  is 
he  more  uotable,  when  it  is  considered  that,  witli  hardly  an 
[ception,  the  transfer's  have  been  of  ^lej-sons  who  have  been 
me  for  a  considerable  tinie^  and  of  whose  recovery  thechanee« 
'ere  cori'esiKjfndingly  doubtful  Had  these  been  eliniinate<l,  the 
tte  of  recoveries  of  the  remaining  patients  iu  the  vState  hospitals 
mid  have  1>een  considerably  iu  excess  of  the  previoas  year. 
'urth*»rmore,  the  ailmissiorj  ol*  thej^e  s«>^alled  poor-house  ca^s 
institutions  where  they  c<jultl  have  the  benetit  of  humane 
ttmenl*  has  nut  had  any  unfavorable  etTect  whatever,  thus 
lowings  conclusively,  that  while  a  greater  mimber  than  eveV 
)efore  of  the  insane  ]MH»r  have  had  the  benetits  of  proper  care 
\,m\  trt^atnient.  the  change  has  been  f()llc»wed  I*}*  a  rise  in  the 
ivera^  of  I'ecoveries,  the  supreme  test  of  the  whole  system.

last  annual  report,  the  Commission  discussed  thia  question 
.t  considerable  length,  and  was  able  to  show  that,  while  up  to 
vitliiu  a  recent  period,  insanity  in  this  State  had  shown  a  marked 
Incmase  in  proportion  to  the  increase  in  poj)ulation,  the  indications 

'ere  that  the  highest  ]>oint  had  been  reacheci,  and  that  the  ratio 
►f  insiinity  to  the  jxjpulation  was,  on  the  whole,  rather  deci*easing 

lan  increasing,  The  Commission  now  is  gratified  to  be  able  to 
jhow  that  it  was  justified  in  the  views  which  were  presented  in 
its  lant  re]»ort.     Moreover,  tliis  view  is  con  tinned  by  the  observa- 

ion  of  others  who  have  given  the  subject  careful  consideration 
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80  far  a«  the  State  of  !N^ew  York  is  concerned,  the  Cob- 
mission  does  not  desire  Ui  be  understood  as  committing  i\ 
entirely  to  this  view,  for  the  reiison  tJiat,  previous  to  the 
of  the  statute  which  reciuired  a  registration  of  all  of  the  insaoe 
in  the  State,  the  fi^ires  could  hardly  be  expected  to  be  reliable^  11 
there  was  no  iinifomi  system  of  reporting  admissiona,  dischai 
etc.  Moreover,  large  numbers  of  uncommitted  insane  must  ha! 
been  inolude<l,  especially  by  keepers  of  the  poot^houses  of 
State^as  subsequent  developments  have  clearly  shown,  in  the  retui 
made  by  these  officials  of  the  committed  insane.  This  was 
true  in  the  case  of  the  private  institutions.  As  stated  in  its  lii«t 
annual  rejxjrt,  no  statements  of  real  value  m  t^)  the  incre^i^  of 
insanity  can  have  any  other  basis  than  statistics  of  those  insaBt 
persons  who  have  been  judicially  determined  to  be  such.  In 
other  cases  the  allegation  of  insanity  is  mere  matter  of  opinii 
about  which  there  may  be,  and  often  is,  a  very  wide  divergi 
of  views  among  physicians;  and  even  in  the  case  of  the  rt-iri^ 
tered  insane,  unless  the  system  of  reporting  ik  uniform  througl 
out  the  State,  and  substantially  the  same  rating  of  mental 
tions  is  given  to  cases  on  discharge,  no  results  of  value 
obtainable. 

Then,  too,  other  elements  of  uncertainty  ent^r  into  the  qi 
tion,  as^  for  example,   has  the  maximum   been  reached  in 
removal  of  insane  from  families?  Has  full  value  been  given  to 
element  of  distrust  of  institutions  for  the   insane?     Certainl 
from    tlie    ligures,  it  would   seem  that  these  questions  mav 
answered  negatively. 

Dr.  A.  E.   Macdonakl,  the  geiieTaX  superintendent  of  the  N< 
York  city  asylums,  who  has  been  connected  with  their  gov< 
ment  for  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century,  has  this  to  sa\^   in 
last  annual  report : 

"In  a  word  there  was  a  net  gain  of  221  patients  under  the  c*re 
yonr  department  ai  the  end  of  the  year  over  the  ntimber  ia  n*sidH 
at  it«  opening.

A«  a  matter  of 

ict»  the  proportionat-e  int'reaae   in  the  numWr   of  the  iniiiiiH'  coming 

Kier  the  oare  of  your  departmeur    h^s  for    twenty  years  prenerved 

a  remarkably  even  ratio.     In  some  years  it  has  fallen  off  a  little,  in 

nhers    iTKre:i>ieil    a   liille,    but    the    avei^age    has    n'matnetl    %*irtimlly 

inchangeri,   and   Hpecial  temporary  t-auses    fully    acoountiiig    for   the 

rariatiuns  have  always   been   readily  recognizable.

Again^  with  improvement 

meibodA  of   cai'e  and  treatmeui  in  insane  anylnmH,  witJi  more  intelli- 

mi  under»ita»iding  of  their  p«rp*i«es  and  coofinet,  and  eHpeeiaUy  with 

the  growtli  in  the  [♦ublif  mind,  slight  thtmgh    if    may    be,  of   the  itiea 

tat  insanity  in  not  a  rrimt*  or  a  cui'^e  to  be  ashamed  of  and  concealed,  but 

aickness  to  be  treated  and  recovered  from,  patients  are  coming  t>o  the 

}y1uni8  and  consequently  to  the  knowledge  of  the  emumerator,  who 

'ould  other^Hse  have  been  unknown  and  uucared  for." 

Wbihi  it  may  not  be  entirely  relevant  to  this  rejH:»rt,  it  may  he 
gtftted  tbat  recorded  observations  in  England  tend  tcj  bear  out  the 
conclusions  here  reached.

The  nil  rt*;f.se,  thorefom,  fur  eacli  of  the  last  five  years,  1.-%  l^»>s 
than  tilt*  iivemgo  for  tlni  pusl  eleven  years.  The  past  five  years 
also  ghoTv  an  average  |>erceiitage  of  increase  of  4.iJ|>er  cent,  while 
the  preceding  five  years  shows  an  average  of  B.8  i>er  Donly » 
decrease  thu'iJig  the  past  live  yeai*s  over. the  preceding  five  ywirs 
of  l.^is  per  cent. 

This  decrease,  wliile  small,  is  highly  im[>orUint  as  {ihow- 
ing  that  the  limit  has  been  reached  and  that  the  tide  of 
insanity  is  slowly  but  surely  beginning  to  recede.  But  it  IjS  evcji 
more  imjxjitant  when  considere<]  in  relation  to  the  jx>int  argoied 
by  the  geneml  suiierintendent  of  the  New  York  city  asyluioSy 
namely,  that  ^ cases  of  insanity  are  now  being  bmught  Ynoi*e  geo* 
enilly  lo  the  attention  of  the  enumemlor,  thus  clearly  indicating 
that  if  this  were  not  the  case,  the  decrease  might  be  \&vy  mach 
larger  than  as  I'eiiorted. 

CHAPTER  27. 

I>*VK8TIGA.TION8. 

The  Commission  is  gratified  to  be  able  to  state  that  during'  the 
past  year  only  one  formal  coniplnint  against  the  management  nf 
institutions   fur  the  insane  was  lile<I  in   its  otfice.     A  complaint 
was  made  in  writing  alleging  cruel   aii<l   improper  tre^itment 
of  a   woman    patient    in    the    Hudson    River  State    Hospit 
It  was  sworn  to  by  her  husband  and  brother.     A  majority  ol  Ul 
Commission  proceeded  to   the  Hudson  River  State  Hospital  nik 
made  a  formal  investigation.    Each  nurse,  attendant  and  physi> 
cian  connected  with  the  case  was  separately  examined:  also  the 
patient.     Jkforeover,  the  woman  physician  att^icheil  Uy  the  hospi* 
tal  examined  the  pei*son  of  the   patient   with  reference  to  the 
existence  of  bruises  and   marks,  and  swore  that   such  did   not 
exist,     At  the  eonrhision  of  the  evidence  in  the  case,  the  Com- 
mission was  satisfied  that  the  charges  were  unfounded,  with  tlie 
single  exception  that  it  was  charged  that  the  woman  was  found 
in  bed  without  a  nightgown,  having  on  simply  a  cotton  imdeq 
garment.     The  evidence  disclosed  the  fact  that  the  woman 

a  private  patient,  and  that  her  fnends  had  providetl  her  \ 

only  two  nightgowns;  thai  each  of  these  was  soileil  in   quick 
succession,  and  that  pending  their  return  from  the  laundry  th6 
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itirse,  although  it  was  against  the  rules,  provided  the  woman 
ith  the  cotton  undergarment.     It  was    freely  axlmitted,  how- 
ever, by  the  physician  in  charge  that  this,  aJ though  invoMng  no 
Tong  or  hardships  was  against  the  iniles  and  should  not  have 
>een  prmitted. 

The   attention   of  the  Commission  Nvas  also  directed  to  the 
management  of  the  Kings  county  asylums,  which  is  referred  to 
ider  the  head  of  "  Exempted  Counties^  ■  wherein  a  full  state- 
nent  of  the  result  nf  this  inv^estigation  is  given. 

The  Commission  also  investigiited  two  cas»?s  of  accidental 
leaths  by  scalding,  as  follows: 
First,  At  the  Bloomingdale  Asylum  for  the  Insane.  An  invesJ 
Ltion  of  the  facts  in  this  case  showed  substiintially  the  folhjwing . 
'lie  j»atieut  in  t^nestion  was  one  at  private  cliarge.  and  wa«  about 
>eing  bathtfl  by  the  attendant,  who  was  proven  to  be  unusually 
ireful  aTid  of  long  experience  and  llioroutchly  trastworth3^  The 
itient  was  in  tlie  last  stage  of  paresis.  The  batfi*tub  used  was  one 
which  tile  wat^»r  enterHl  at  the  bottom.  The  attendant,  as  he 
kipposed,  had  projierly  regulated  the  temperature,  l)ut  undonbt^ 
dly  had  accidentl}^  left  the  hot-water  faucet  open,  and  after  a 
momentary  absence,  a  disturbance  having  arisen  u]x>n  the  hall 
It  outside,  he  returned  and  found  that  the  patient  himself  had 
^PjhhI  into  the  tub,  had  sat  down  and  then  got  out.  Although 
le  WMs  not  in  a  mental  condition  to  make  a  complaint,  it  was 
lund  that  he  liad  been  barlly  scahled,  from  tb^  »i.<iili  of  which 
\t  died  ia  the  course  of  a  short  time, 

8ti^^i4^  An  occurrence  of  a  ne^irly  similar  character,  and  under 
Jmost  similar  circumstances,  took  [)lace  at  the  Utica  St^te 
:Iospital.  A  careful  invcstigjition  was  juade  of  the  cLrcumstances 
Uiis  cjiae,  which  showed  that  beyond  all  question  the  patient 
id  receiv^ed  injuries  in  nearly  the  same  manner  as  in  the  case  at 
be  BliMjmingdale  asylum  above  referred  to. 
In  both  crises  the  acciilents  were  rather  the  fault  of  a  system 
lan  of  intlividuals,  the  system  at  these  institutions  then  being  the 
liyateni  jiervailing  tbroughout  the  entire  State.  In  both  cases  the 
'ommission  made  the  approjiriate  i*ecommendations  that  this  class 
if  patients  should  not  be  bathed  in  tubs,  and  that  it  was  unwise  to 
tubs  of  this  character,  and  it  directed  that  this  class  of  patients 
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should  be  bathed  by  what  is  known  m  the  spray  svsten:,    . 
the  danger  of  injury  is  greatly  diminished.    This  subjei^t  b  &% 
treated  of  under  chapter  22  "  Management  of  Institations."

State    HospriAL  fur  Epileptics. 

There  can  be  no  question  as  to  the  desiiubility  of  ihr  ^ 
making  s|>ecial  provision  for  epileptics  of  the  deyiendeut  an>    - 
de]jendent  class,  ajiart  from  the  insane.    The  practice  which 
obtains  of  contining  e]>ile|>tics  pro])er  in  hospitals  for  liit-  ^ 
as  insane  persons  and  commingled  \v\X\x  the  insane  is  an  n. 
to  both  classes,  and  one  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Comin 
the  8tate  shouM  take  early  9te|>s  to  remove  by  the  est^iblishnu^ 
of  a  Statt*  hospital  especially  devote<l  to  the  custody,  care 
treatment  of  epileptics. 

Authorities  are  substantially  agreed  that  quite  a  large  proper 
tion  of  the  victims  of  epilepsy  ai*e  comparatively  fi-ee'  from  mor 
bid  mental  disturbances  in  the  intervals  between  their  fits 
vulsive  seizures,  es}>e€ialiy  in  those  cases  where  the  inter 
state  extends  over  a  comparatively  long  period  of  time.  In  fttct^ 
in  some  cases,  no  evidence  even  of  mental  impairment  can  be 
detected ;  while  a  large  majority  of  e]>ileptics,  though  eviji 
some  degree  of  mental  weakness,  can  not  be  said  to  bo  Ian 
in  the  medical  sens©  of  that  term.  Hence  they  are  obvioiislf 
out  of  place  on  the  wards  of  an  insane  hospital,  and  shinild  nul» 
in  justice  to  themselves,  be  com[>elled  to  live  in  association  with 
the  insane,  an  association  that  would  tend  to  aggravate  their 
disease.  On  the  other  hand,  the  presence  of  epileptics  on  tli6 
wai"ds  of  an  insane  hospital  is  most  ohjoctionable  and  also  a 
source  of  wrong  to  the  insane  whose  condition,  ©sj>ecially 
at  certain  stages  of  their  disease,  is  liable  to  be  greatly 
aggravated  by  the  shixjk  to  which  their  feelings  are  «ub» 
jected  on  witnessing,  as  they  often  must,  the  painful  if  not 
horrible  spectacle  of  an  epileptic  suddenly  uttering  an 
unearthly  scream  and  falling  to  the  floor  in  a  stale  of 
unconsciousness^  there  to  writhe  and  struggle  for  a  f^roatdr 
or  less  period  in  a  state  of  convulsive  spasm — his  face  livid,  hii 
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'es  and  features  distorteil,   his   breatliing  stertomuH,   bloody 

tliva  oozing  from  his  month,  and  frequently  the  united  etfort?j  of 

jseveral  attendants  being  requires!  t<i  prevent  him  from  th©  inflio* 

Ion  of  severe  or  serious  self-injurv.     The  effect  of  such  scenes  as 

lis,  which  ^re  of  fi^quent  occurrence  on  many  of  the  wards  of 

Jiospitals  for  the  insane  to-day,  u]>on  the  mental  condition  of 

^tient  who  perhaps  is  just  emerging  from  a  condition  of  mania 

)T  mehincholia  into  one  of  c«3nvalesoence,  but  whose  mind  is  still 

In  the  shadow  of  the  cloud  which  has  but  recently  overcast  his

In  fact,  it  is  the  concensus  of  opinion  among  physicians  of 
:perience  in  [)ublic  insane  hos}utals,  that  the  exposure  of  conva- 
scent  patients  to  scenes  of  the  kinrl  refen*ed  to  involves  very 
•eat  danger  of  a  relapse  in  their  mental  condition  from  which 
ley  may  }>erhaps  never  again  recover. 

Them,  too,  there  are  quite  a  large  number  of  epiiejiticsoonlined 

the  county  poor-houses  throughout  the  State,  and   this  the 

I     the  Commission  regards  as  a  still  greater  wrong  to  that  class  of 

^Kjfortunates,  who,  being  the  victims  of  one  of  the  most  dreadful 

^Bmd  in  many  res[)ects  tlie  most  formidable  mahidy  which  afflicts 

^kankiiid,  reijuire  more  or  less  cc»nstant  and  intelligent  medical 

^■upervision  and  care,  and  es[)ecially  while  they  are  within  the  so- 

"^^alled  **  epileptic  circle/'  as  every  experienced  physician  well  knows. 

In  the  judgment  of  the  Commission   neither  tlie  wanls  of  a 

hospital  for  the  insane  nor  the  unsuitable  provision  and  care 

alTonled  at  the  average  county  pcwr-house  are  suitable  places  of 

■confinement  for  |>ersons  afflicted  with  this  dread  malady,  many 

^ftf  whom  are  chiklren,  or  at  least  have  not  attained  t«>  adult  age, 

^H  The  establishment  of  a  State  hospital  for  this  class  and  the 

^Bemoval  to  it  of  sucli  of  the  epih^ptics  tis  are  now  confined  in 

PRhe   State  hos|>itals   for  the  insane   would  relieve  these   latter 

institutions  of  a  very  undesirable  class  of  inmates,  and,  at  the 

le   time,   afford   additional  and    much-needed   room    therein 

\Y  the  insane,     Such  an  institution  should  be  open  to  the  admis- 

lon  of  all  epile]>tics  who  are  not  insane  in  a  medical  sense,  and 

ho  are  unable  to  obtain  private  care.     The  method  or  process 

pf  commitment  sluiuld  be  simple  and  as  easy  of  o]ieration  as  that 

low  in  vogue  for  admission  to  the  Syracuse  State  Institution  for 

^eeble-Minded  Children. 
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The  CiMnmission  woiild  not  advocate  the  removal  from  Q| 
State  hospitals  of  epUejitics  who  are  actually  insane,  and  who8»- 
mental  condition  is  such  as  to  justify  their  comniitnient  and 
detention  on  the  ground  of  insanity  — in  other  woixls,  eases  of 
so-called  epileptic  insanity,  the  epilepsy  being  simply  a  causa  tire 
factor.  Thiis  class  of  cases,  the  Commission  believes,  would  be  niuch 
out  of  place  in  a  hospital  for  ordinary,  or  non-insane  epileptic*,  and 
they  should  be  prm-ided  for  in  rlie  hospitals  for  the  insane,  and 
in  view  of  the  dangerous  tendencies  of  this  class,  they  should  be 
cared  for  in  separate  wards  or  separate  buildings  desi^gned 
especially  for  the  purix>se. 

In  connection  with  this  subject  the  Commiasion  wonld  nul 
that  under  proper  medical  and  surgical  treatment,  or  both»  a 
portion  of  epileptics  are  susceptible  of  cure.  ■ 

The  crjllection  ui  a  large  number  of  this  class  in  a  proj>erIp' 
organized  and  eqiii]»peti  hosi)ital  vv^jidd  afford  4ipj)ortunity  for 
study  and  i*esearch  by  physicians  who  would  eventually  become 
esjKHjially  skilled  in  the  knowledge  and  treatment  of  this  disease, 
and  would  tlieivby  materially  augment  our  present  knowledgr>  of 
its  nature  and  causation,  and  iii  tins  \v;»v  \*'aA  t«i  ^av  h*'f  t*'r  iMvult^ 
in  the  percentage  of  cures.  I 

As  has  been  well  said,  epileptics  are  the  only  defective  cla^fl 
for  vvbich  this  State  has  made  no  separate  provision,  though  ♦  >'    ' 
States  and  other  countries  have  done  so.     Germany  foumli  :  .. 
colony  for  epileptics  upwards  of  a  quarter  of  a  centiiry  ago,  con- 
sisting of  simple,  inexpensive  buildings,  mth  provision  for  cur- 
ative treatment  of  the  curable,  amelioration  and  prevention  C^ 
the   intellectual  decay  of  the   incuralile;   subsecpiently  sever^H 
other    colonies    for    epileptics   were   established    in    GermanjH 
There  is  also  one  each  iti  Holland,  Switzerland  ami  France,  all  in^ 
successful  operation*  whde  recently  Ohio  has  begun  the  foundar 
tion  of  the  first  State  hftspital  for  epileptics  in  this  country,  m 

Surely  New  York  ought  not  to  fail  behind  in  a  humane  mov^| 
ment  of  this  kind.  The  (juesticm  is  already  being  agitated  i^| 
various  (piarters  of  the  State,  ami  the  Commission  is  in  receipt  oH 
urgent  communications  on  the  subject  from  prominent  physiciai^| 
and  others,  which  seem  to  warrant  it  in  thus  bringing  the  subje<H 
to  the  attention  of  the  Legislature.  ^|

Chapter  Jl. 


SUMMARY  OF  RECOMMENDATIONS. 


1.  That  provision  be  made  for  tlie  erection  of  detached  bnild- 
gs,  or  **  homes,"  for  attendants  on  the  grounds  of  the  several 
tate  hospitals, 

2.  That  statutory  provision  be  made  for  conferences  ki  stated 
intervals  between  the  ( Commission  and  the  managers  or  trustees 
of  the  State  hospitals. 

II  3.  That  the  OommLssion  be  authorized  by  statute  to  prohibit 
the  employment  by  superintendents  of  the  poor  of  improper 
bersona  to  convey  public  patients  to  State  hospitals. 
I  4.  That  the  statute  be  amended  so  as  to  provide  for  the 
a^imission  of  private  patients  to  State  hospitals  at  a  maximum 
charge  of  ten  dollars  per  week. 

5.  That  provision  be  made  for  the  appointment  of  a  special 
pathologist  to  conduct  pathological  investigations  on  behalf 
of  the  State  hospitals. 

6.  That  the  Legislature  recpiire  counties  (except  New  York)  to 
provide  suitable  places  of  detention  for  persons  |>ending  examina- 
tion as  to  their  sanity,  to  be  known  as  receiving  pavilions,  and 
for  the  appointmerit  by  county  judges  of  a  special  otHcer,  who 
shall  have  control  of  such  persons  until  removed  to  a  State 
hospital. 

7.  That  statutory  provision  be  made  for  the  appointment  by 
e    Commission  of    agents  whose  duty   it  shall  be  to  induce 

ponsible  relatives  of  insane  pei'sons  to  assume  the  expense  of 
their  maintenance  in  State  hospitals. 

8.  That   the  statute   he  so  amended  as  to  provide  for  the 
icting  of  the  State  into  hospital  districts  without  reference 
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to  the  capacity  of  the  hospital,  it  now  being  impossible  to  give 
each  hospital  a  district  with  reference  to  sach  capacity  owing  to 
the  location  of  hospitals  without  reference  to  population. 

9.  That  homes*  sanitariums^  retreats  or  other  institutions  for 
the  treatment  of  persons  alTltcted  with  mental  or  nervous  dis- 
eases who  are  not  proper  subjects  for  commitment  as  insane, 
be  licensed  and  supervised  by  the  State  through  some  channel 
other  than  the  Commission  in  Lunacy. 

10.  That  the  Legislature  speciliciilly  empower  the  managers 
or  trustees  of  State  hospitals  to  restrict  the  indiscriminate  visita- 
tion of  insane  patients. 

11.  That  the  statute  explicitly  provide  for  the  regulation  by 
the  T'onimission  of  the  matter  of  parole  of  patients. 

12.  That  the  statute  be  amended  so  as  to  enlarge  the  jurisdic- 
tion and  extend  the  powers  of  special  officers  at  Stat«  hospitals 
as  to  arresting  intruders  on  the  hospital  grounds  and  as  to 
returning  escaped  patients  to  the  hospitals. 

13.  That  a  more  distinct  division  of  responsibility  and  a  greater 
concentration  of  power,  as  between  the  managers  or  trustees  of 
State  hospitals  and  the  superintendents  thereof,  in  the  matter  of 
appointment  and  removal  of  officers  and  employes,  be  provided 
by  statute.
